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MESSAGE ОЕ GOVERNOR OTERO TO THE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Thirty-fourth Legislative Assembly of New Mexico: 


I congratulate you sincerely upon the happy auspices under 
which you begin your labors in this beautiful building, erected 
by the people of this Territory primarily for your use, now 
for the first time occupied for the purposes it was intended. 

This occasion is saddened by missing from your number 
one who would doubtless be here had he lived; a native of 
the Territory, whom the people had honored with numerous 
positions of dignity and trust in civil life the last of which 
was Speaker of the House of Representatives of the 33rd 
Legislative Assembly. 

Imediately after that body adjourned, he volunteered for 
the war with Spain, and served through the campaign with 
Roosevelts Rough Riders, as a Captain, being present at all 
the actions before Santiago, where his conduct was highly 
complimented by Colonel Roosevelt and General Wood. 

Afterwards he volunteered for the Philippines, and was 
commissiond Lieutenant in the 34th Infantry. He was se- 
lected by General Lawton as aide; and in the line of his duty 
was swept from his horse and drowned in one of the rivers 
of Luzon, shortly before his gallant chief was killed. 

Thus the name of Max Luna was added to the roll of New 
Meixcans who have given their lives that the Union might 
live, and for the honor and glory of that Flag upon whose 
azure field she is not yet represented by a star, but to which 
she is as loyal and devoted as any state in the Union. 

1 trust you will take appropriate action upon the untimely 
death of the brilliant young Speaker of the last House of 
Representatives. 

Since the last Legislative Assembly met, prosperity has 
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continued, in all branches of industry in the Territory, and 
the wise and beneficent laws enacted by it have borne ma- 
terial fruit, as is shown by the fact that for the first time in 
the history of the Territory we have a surplus in almost every 
fund which can be turned toward redeeming our interest 
bearing debt, instead of a deficit to be met by another issue 
of bonds or an increased rate of taxation, and this, notwith- 
standing the fact that the Treasurer has been enabled to call 
in and cancel $20,000.00 of six per cent. bonds, besides $24.- 
500.00 of certificates of indebtedness and $20,637.00 of float- 
ing debt, making а grand total of reduction in Territorial 
debt of $65,137.00 during the past two years, besides paying 
in cash all current expenses except the one item of transpor- 
tation of convicts to the penitentiary. We have sold our four 
_ рег cent. bonds and certificates of indebtedness at a premium, 
and with the revenue from leasing lands and the sale of lands 
for the benefit of the various public institutions we should be 
able to materially reduce appropriations for the next two 
years, with à corresponding reduction in the rate of taxation. 
The comparison between the financial situation now and at 
the last meeting of your body is most gratifying; and is the 
result of the legislation of two years ago, combined with a 
faithful and honest execution of the laws. I take the fol- 
lowing figures from the report of the Treasurer, which ‘ac- 
companies this as Exhibit А, and I commend his whole report 
to your earnest consideration. |

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- This report shows for the Fiscal Year ending December 1si, 
1900, a surplus of revenue over cxpenditures of $63,375.16 
which cannot be better employed than by reducing our in. 
terest bearing debt, thus stopping the payment of interest and 
strengthening our credit; and I would recommend that Sec- 
tion 12, Chapter 58, Laws of 1899, be amended so as to allow 
the sale of four per cent. bonds in time to have the proceeds 
available when outstanding bonds may be paid *at the option 
of the Territory," as Ш that time passes, the option has ex- 
pired, and we cannot call them in until they are absolutely 
due, The question presented in his report, of the decreased 
value of taxable property, as shown by assessment rolls, is a 
very serious one, that should be remedied by your body 
promptly. It makes a bad showing for the Territory, is a 
great injustice to some counties, is unfair to the taxpayer, and 
results in no practical benefit to anyone, as a low rate of val- 
_ uation necessitates an increased rate of taxation; a certain 
amount of money has to be raised, and it is much better to 
haye it upon a fair valuation by a low rate of taxation, both 
for ourselves and for its effect upon the people outside of 
the Territory. 

The question of our admission as a State is again before 
Congress, with the other remaining territories, and while 
the last census does not show the increase of population 
which we had expected, and still believe exists, yet it demon- 
strates that we have more population than the largest num- 
ber yet named as а basis for a representative in Congress. It 
will be your duty to reapportion {Ше Territory for legislative 
representation under this census, in accordance with the Act’ 
of Congress. The leading nien of both great political parties 
in the Territory have agreed that it would be well for your 
body to authorize me to select a committee composed equally 
of representative democrats and republicans, of which I 
should be a member, to proceed to Washington during the 
coming session of Congress and urge upon that body the pas- 
sage of an enabling act, and that you should make a reasona- 
ble appropriation of money sufficient to pay its necessary ex- 
penses. Such a committee would go clothed with great dig- 
‘nity and authority to the National Capital, and I have no 
doubt would carry conviction of the justice of our claims in 
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this respect; and I therefore urge upon you passing the nec- 
essary joint resolution at the earliest possible moment, iu 
order to carry this suggestion into effect. This committee 
should also be authorized to represent the sentiments of the 
Territory in opposing that iniquitous measure now pending 
before Congress to deprive our citizens of their water rights, 
and known as the “Stephen’s Bill,” now before- Congress as 
the “Culberson Bill,” recommended by the Senate Committee 
to become a law. I have just returned from Washington, 
where I went expressly on this matter, and was positively as- 
sured by Senators on the Committee, and others, that this 
bill in its present form would not be considered. 

Under the Act of June 21st, 1898, donating lands to the 
Territory, the United States Commission has seleeted, lo- 
cated, and entered for the benefit of the various Territorial 
institutions, half a million acres of land. The Act of Сол. - 
gress appropriated fifty thousand acres each to the following 
institutions, which have not yet been established, viz: The 
Institute for the Blind; The Miners Hospital; and The Re- 
form School; and it devolves upon you to pass the necessary 
laws establishing and locating these meritorious public in- 
stitutions. The Commission felt that it was but justice that 
it should consider these named institutions as in being, when 
it made its selection from the publie domain, so that they 
might share equally in the benefits of the Act with those 
which are already established. 

The act of the last Legislature creating a Board of Public 
sands, has worked ‘admirably, although there are some minor 
defects in the law which you should remedy by amendments 
suggested in the report of the Land Commissioner accom- 
panying this. Under it there have been received from rentals 
of leased school sections the sum of $12,680.82, and from the 
five per cent. of the money received from sales of the publie 
lands the further sum of $894.38, all of which has gone into 
the public school fund of the Territory and has been dis- 
tributed among tthe various school districts. 

The report of the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
(Exhibit H) shows a most gratifying improvement in the 
public schools of the Territory, upon the success of whlch our 
future largely depends, It shows the number of children of 


- 
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sehool age to be 53,008, of whom 47,700 are enrolled as schol- 
ars, with an average daily attendance of 31,800; ninety per 
cent. of the children being enrolled on school rosters, and 
sixty per cent. in actual daily attendance. These children are 
educated in eight hundred schools, by one thousand teachers; 
and the school property is valued at $850,000.00. The largest 
amounts expended for school buildings have beem in Raton, 
Las Vegas, Roswell, Albuquerque, Alamogordo, Capitan and 
Silver City. The alleged illiteracy of our people has steadily 
decreased since the census of 1870, which showed that 85 per 
cent. of our people could not read or write; this was de- 
creased, as shown in the census of 1880, to 65 per cent. That 
of 1890 reduced it to 44.49 per cent., and while the census 
figures on this subject for 1900 have not yet been compiled, 
it is confidently believed that this percentage will be reduced 
to not more than 20 per cent. The general interest among the 
people in the publie schools is constantly growing, as the good 
` work accomplished by them is seen and appreciated. The 
Educational Association of the Territory is a great factor in 
this respect. Τί is а purely voluntary organization, kept up 
at its own expense, and has had fifteen annual meetings, It 
is composed not only of teachers, but of parents, and those 
generally interested in educational matters, whether actively 
connected with them or not, and its recommendations to you 
for needed legislation are worthy of your earnest considera- 
tion. 

The historic old “Palace” was given to the Territory by the 
Act of Congress of 1898, and it is our duty, as it should be our 
pride, to see that it is preserved intact аз the most ancient 
occupied building on American soil; full of historic memories, 
linking the present with the past. The amount of rent that can 
be obtained for it is utterly inadequate to keep it in ‘a proper 
state of repair and preservation, and I earnestly recommend 
that a sufficient appropriation be- made to insure it against 
decay and dilapidation, In this connection I deem it but 
proper to call your special attention to the work of the 
Capitol Rebuilding Board, whose finished work is now before 
you. This building, as it stands, furnished and complete, ге: 
presents а cost to the Territory of only $135,000.00, and when 
it was turned ever to the Territory by the Board last June 
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there was enough money on hand to put down the concrete 
walks, erect the wrought-iron gates and lamp-posts, and make 
‚ some minor changes in the interior of the building. It is be- 
lieved that no publie building in the Union has ever been 
erected so economically as this, and with such satisfactory re- 
their time, but refused to accept 1 heir necessary expenditures 
in atiending to thcir duties as fuembers, and while their 
names are commemorated by a bronze tablet at the main 
entrance, I deem bt only a just recognition of their services 
io the Territory thet the thanks of the people be expressed 
{0 them by your body in appropriate resolutions. 

I would earnestly renew my recommendation made to the 
ast Legislative Assembly for the creation of the office of In- 
surance Commissioner, for tbe reasons given in my last mes- 
sage, which are stronger now than then by reason of the in- 
creased business in the Auditor’s office arising from the na- 
tural growth of the Territory in population and wealth. Such 
an office need be no expense to the Territory, the cost of main4 
taining it being paid. by the various insurance companies do- 
ing business in the Territory. 

I would also renew my recommendation for the creation of 
an office to be known as Traveling Auditor or Territorial Ex- 
aminer; the duty of such officer to be the examination of as- 
sessment rolls, tax lists, collectors’ and treasurers’ accounts, 
and Territorial banks, at stated or irregular intervals, and es- 
tablish and maintain uniform system in each county for the 
keeping of records and accounts. This office has been most 
successful in Wyoming, where it has been in operation since 

. 1892, and the system has been adopted іп many other states 
. with a great saving in money, and labor to the county and 
state officals. 

. l would also renew my recommendation that the  Ex- 
ecutive be allowed in proper cases to offer rewards for the 
apprehension of criminals, and that a reasonable appropria- 
tion be made for the purpose of paying the same. Also there 
should be an appropriation to pay the expenses of serving re- 
quesitions; at present the law is that such expens2s should be 
paid “from funds not otherwise appropriated.” The Act of 
Congress and the Territorial law make it obligatory on the 
Governor to issue requisitions, while there is no appropriation 
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to pay for executing the same, which is am injustice to the per- 
son charged with serving the requisition, and results in their 
claims coming before the Legislature to -be recognized by 
special acts of appropriation, when there should .be a suffi- 
cient fund set aside for that express purpose. 

The act creating McKinley County was crudely drawn and 
hastily passed, and did not contain any provisions to enable 
the County to properly start out as such. Under that act it 
became а County on the first of Janusry; and I earnestly rec- 
ommend the immediate passage of en act allowing it to is- 
sue certificates of indebtedness running five years, bearing 
interest at five per cent. and providing for the levying of a tax 
sufficient to take up one-fifth of the issue each year and pay 
the interest. This course will be preferable to an issue of 
bonds, which will be needed later to erect public buildings. At 
present there is absolutely no means for the-County to pay 
anything. The amount necessary То enable it to carry on iis 
affairs until it can receive a revenue from taxation, can be 
readily ascertained, and this amount can be realized by the is- 
sue and sale of the certificates mentioned. "The provisions 
made for Otero County about payment 'of debt of counties 
from which it is taken, transcribing of records, receiving of 
delinquent taxes, etc., should be made applicable to Mc- 
Kinley; and its boundaries should be enlarged, which could 
be done without materially diminishing either Valencia or 
Bernalillo, and would be greatly to the advantage of Mc- 
Kinley. 

The Pan-American Exhibit will be held at Buffalo, New 
York, from May first to November first, 1901. This will be a 
most important Exposition for all of America, . north ‘and 
south; and I recommend that you make an appropriation of 
money sufficient to enable New Mexico to creditably exhibit 
her resources and products of flock, field and mines thereat. 

I would urge that you memorialize Congress to-establish а 
sixth judicial district in ‘the’ "Térritory; to-be composed of 
Lincoln, Chaves and Eddy counties. They naturally and geo- 
graphically belong together, and such a district would result 
in great convenience to the people, as well as economy in the 
administration of the law. 

The law creating a Commerce ала: passed by the 
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last Legislature, should be either repealed, or so amended as 
to be effective for the purpose it was intended. | 

The game law should be amended so аз to absolutely forbid, 
vrder heavy penalty, fine and imprisonment, the killing of 
any antelope for at least ten years; otherwise these animals 
will be exterminated. Also, its provisions should be extend- 
ed so аз {ο preserve and protect the song birds of the Ter- 
ritory, whose economic value in protecting orchards and fields 
from insect pests is not fully understood or appreciated. 

The South West Miner's Association has passed a resolution ` 
urging the co-operation of this Territory with the United 
States Government in the extension of its work in the Topo- 
graphical, Geological and Hydrographic Survey of the south- 
west, by means of a small appropriation to assist in expedit- 
ing the same; and as we will receive ihe ultimate benefit of 
these exhaustive surveys, which have been made by many of 
the states at their own expense, it may be well for you to con- 
sider the advisability of such an appropriation in connection 
with that for the Irrigation Commission of the Territory. 

The law creating the office of Coal Oil Inspector was 
passed in 1895, under Governor Thornitons administration. 
It provided an inspection fee of one cent per gallon for all 
oil inspected; out of this the Ispector was to retain $2,000 
for his salary and the expenses of administering ine office, 
and the balance was to be turned over to the Territory for 
the benefit of the school fund. Upon investigation and iu- 
' quiry I learned that the law does not permit the raising of 
revenue for any purpose under the пате of an "inspection 
fee;" that such fees may be charged to an amount sufficient 
to carry out the object of the law, and to properly conduct 
the inspection, but any excess of the amount required for 
that purpose is illegal, and cannot be enforced. Under this 
state of facts the last legislature amended the original act 
50 as to give, by its terms, all of {һе inspection fee to the 
Inspector’s office. Both the original act and the amend- 
ment have been seevrely criticized by the press, and I there- 
fore recommend that the same be so changed as te meet 
the wishes of the people. In any event there should be à 
higher fire test than the one named in the law. 

The office of publie printer was established jn this Ter. 
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ritory in 1857, and has continued since that time, the only 
change in the law creating it being the method of selection; 
it is one that is provided for in every state and territory in 
the Union, axd is considered necessary to the speedy, sat- 
' isfactory and uniform dispatch of the publie" work. ‘The 
method of letting such work to the lowest bidder is slow, ex- 
pensive and unsatisfactory, and it has been found that in 
this, as in other business, the lowest price does not always 
produce the best or most satisfactory work, and frequently 
results in greater expense than: when done as it now is. But 
this office also has been much criticized by the publie press, 
and I would ask your attention to it, and that vou adopt 
. Such measures as you deem for the best interests of the peo- 

plpe, with due regard to the prompt and correct printing of 
the publie documents. 

The law passed at the last session with reference to build- 
ing and loan associations, (Chap. 72, Session Laws of 1899), 
has operated to prohibit any foreign association from doing 
business in the Territory. This I believe to be a great in- 
justice to such associations, and to the people of the Terri- 
tory. Many complaints have come to me in refcrence to the 
samc, and I wóuld recommend that you carefully examine 
the act with a view to repealing its objectionable features. 
It has been the policy of the Territory for thirty years to 
invite foreign capital into New Mexico for investment by ex- 
tending to it certain exemptions and privileges when invested 
in railroads or manufacturing enterprises, and the same pol- 
1зу should prevail toward money itself when offered as loans 
to our citizens—at least it should be treated on equal terms 
with our own similar institutions. 

The reports of the varios Territorial officers, boards, com- 
missicns and institutions are transmitted herewith as а part 
hereof for your information, and for convenience are marked 
аз flows:

And I recommend that each be referred to appropriate 
committees and that the statements and recommendations 
‘therein contained be given the most careful attention and 
consideration, for the reason that the gentlemen making these 
reports are particularly familiar with the subject matter 
thereof, and know, better than anyone else can, the condi- 
tion, and needed legislation, on the subjects reported upon; 
and such consideration on your part will save much time and 
trouble, as well as unnecessary and perhaps conflicting leg- 
islation. I do not go into any detailed statement of the con- 
tents of these reports, deeming it your province to pass upon 
the same, and that you will be governed largely im your ac- 
tion by the reports themselves. 

in this message I have only briefly referred to matters 
which I deem of the first importance for your action, and as 
others may present themselves I will advise you Ly special 
coiniiuniegtion, The time for your labor is short, considering 
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the &móunt of labor to be done; and among thé very first 
acts tc be presented should be the appropriation hill, so that 
there may be ample time to examine and consider the same, 
and not, as has been the custom in the past, leave this vital 
measure until the last night of the last day, when it is 
passed with a rush, and with many crudities and imperfec- 
lions; and I strongly urge that you do not allow anything in 
that bill which is not strictly germane to the subject. At 
kome sessions the appropriation bill has contained important 
changes in general laws, and new enactments проп other 
subjects, which practice, in my opinion, should be avoided. 

Your position carries with it grave duties and heavy re- 
&ponsibilities. You are practically of one political party, 
which is in harmony with the Chief Executive of the Nation 
and both branches of Congress. That body is looking 'to your 
action with a view to the fitness of our people, whom you 
represent, for thé privileges of statehood. You are not only 
responsible to yourselves, and the constituency which elected 
you, for your action here, but also to the National Govern- 
ment which by your conduct in this Legislative Assembly 
will largely judge of our capacity for self-government. Upon 
you devolves the larger part'of this great responsibility; 1, 
as Executive, have my share, which I assume with a full 
sense of the burden, but from the character of the members 
before me I feel assured they will acquit themselves of their 
high duties in such a manner as to reflect credit upon them- 
selves, honor tc the Territory they represent, and show to 
the President and Congress that they are in every way capa- 
ble and worthy Το be entrusted with the sole conduct of our 
Legislative affairs: and that the 34th Legislative Assembly 
will be the last which will be held under a territorial form of 
government. :

Santa Fe, N. M., December 27, 1900. 

. Hon. Miguel А. Otero, Governor of New Mexico: 

Sir: I have ihe honor to submit my report on the condi- 
tion and operations of the territorial treasury for the last two 
years, from December 3, 1898, to December 1, 1900, inclusive. 

On December 1, 1900, the end of the 5181 fiscal year, the 
eash balance in the treasury amounted to $109,974.31, al- 
{hough that during the past year the public debt has been 
reduced by $44,500, viz: 

Capitol Contingent Bonds bought, $20,000. 

Certificates of Indebtedness redeemed, $24,500. 

Deducting from the cash on hand December 1, 1900, viz: 
$109,974.31, the sums due to Terriltorial Institutions, and to 
funds created for special purposes and subject to immediate 
call, all amounting То $46,599.15, there still remains a net 
cash balance or surplus in the treasury at the close of the 
Bist fiscal year of $63,375.16. 

I therefore recommend that the treasurer be authorized to 
transfer from such funds as can most easily spare it, an 
amount of $30,000, and place this amount to the credit of {πο 
General Refunding Fund, to be used for the purchase of out- 
standing Territorial Bonds, particularly the Current Expense 
Bonds, amounting to $150,000, and maturing in 1907 and 
1908. For the ultimate redemption of these Current Expense 
Bonds so far, no provision has been made; unless &uclr pro- 
vision be contained in Secs. 1 and 12 of Chap. 58, Laws of 
1899, entitled: “An act to provide for the Refunding of the 
Bonded Indebtedness of the Territory of New Mexico and the ` 
various counties and the municipalities thereof." 

Sec. 12 reads as follows: 

“That at any time when any outstanding bond or bonds, or 
any portion thereof of this territory, may bave become ге; 
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deemable at the option of the territory and the holder or 
holders thereof, fail, neglect or refuse to surrender the same, 
under the provisions of this act, then it shall be lawful for 
the territory to issue bonds as herein provided, and the 
treasurer, with the approval of the Governor of the territory, 
shall have authority to dispose of the same for cash, at no 
less than par, and out of the proceeds thereof, take up any 
such outstanding bonds, or any portion thereof, that may 
bear a higher rate of interest than herein provided,” etc. 

I hardly think that it would be advisable to raise the pres- 
ent rate of taxation and make a special tax levy sufficienft to 
pay these current expense bonds on maturity. I would there- 
fore recommend that this Sec. 12 of Chap. 58, Laws 'of 1899, 
be so amended as to empower the treasurer of the territory 
to sell the new 4 per cent. Refunding Bonds, before (and not 
after) the expiration of the option or maturity of the bonds 
to be redeemed or refnded. 

The present rate of taxation for all territorial purposes is 
14.05 mill. The present special tax levies for the redemption 
of the outsanding debt are:

I would further suggest, that the ireasurer be empowered 
to apply the proceeds of these special tax levies, raised for 
redemption purposes, фо the purchase of {Ше respective bonds ` 
each year and thus stop interest charges thereon forever, pro- 
vided that such bonds can be purchased at a rate that will 
net the territory at least 3 per cent. interest per annum. 

While it is generally conceded that the wealth of the iterri- 
tory is constantly increasing, the assessed valuation of the 
territory shows a steady decrease in some counties. I can 
assign no other reason for such decrease but the neglect of 
some County Assessors. As an instance I will cite Socorro 
county: 

The assessed valuation was in 1898...$4,657,474 00 
The assessed valuation was in 1899... 4,321,423 00 
The asséssed valuation was in 1900... 2,174,176 00 

This їз an injustice to both the τους and the county, 
and serves no good purpose whatever. A certain amount of 
money has to be raised for territorial and county purposes 
and if the assessed value is decreased, the rate of taxation 
must be increased ia proportion. High taxes always deter 
investors, who do not look to the rate of assessment as they 
do to the rate of taxation. "

Dcar Sir: I have the honor to submit to you my report 
on the transactions of the revenue department of the teri- 
tory for the two years beginning with December the 5th, 
1898, and ending December the 1st, 1900. 

It is gratifying to state that the financial condition of the 
territory is excellent, all floating debt (with a few minor ex- 
ceptions) hàs been settled, and it will be shown by the treas- 
urer's. report, there is still at the close of business at the end 
of the 51st fiscal year, December 1st, 1900, a free cash balance 
of $63,375.16 available. 

In 1897 the appropriations for the 48th fiscal year for ter- 
гота] purposes were $210,330. ‘The actual cash product of 
taxation was $136,911.29, resulting in a deficiency of $13, 
518.71. 

Uuder the laws of 1897 a special tax levy of 1.25 mill was 
authorized ‘to provide for this deficiency. 

As late as the beginning of 1899 it was proved that this 
tax levy would not realize the amount of $73,518.71 needed, 
and a deficiency amounting to about 35 per cent thereof 
would be existing. 

By carefully scrutinizing the outslanding claims this at- 
ticipated deficiency has been avoided pand all claims, with 
the exception of $558.47, have been paid. The result is best 
shown by the following figures:

These tax levies are considered sufficient for the require- 
ments, and will furnish ample funds to redeem these bonds 
when due. | 

The capitol contingent fund bonds are due April the Ist, 
1902, and cash on hand and the estimated revenue for 1900) 
Will be sufficient to redeem these bonds in full. It will 
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therefore not be necessary to renew this фах levy of 0.50 mill 
for next year. 

I am sorry to state that the complaints made by my prede- 
cessors in office, that some of the accounts of county collectors 
can not be brought to a balance because of the failure of some 
boards of county commissioners to make a final settlement 
with these collectors, and that some assessors furnish in- 
complete tax rolls, giving no description of property assessed 
and of levies made, must still be repeated by me. 

I earnestly hope that the next legislature will take suitable 
action in this matter. Inasmuch as the assessors receive а 
compensation for their services of 4 per cent. on taxes col 
lected, I would suggest that the Auditor be authorized to re- 
tain said 4 per cent. from such assessors as furnish incom- 
plete tax rolls, until such time as they complete same. This 
would result either in their compliance with the law or the 
saving to the territory of 4 per cent remuneration for sér- 
vices not rendered. 

Some of the sheriffs are in the habit, in delivering persons 
to the penitentiary, of taking round-about routes and charg- 
ing proportionate mileage and fees. They should be com- 
pelled to take the nearest route. This would result in a great 
saving to the territory. 

The law compelling fire insurance companies to deposit. а 
sum each of not less than $10,000 with the territorial treas- 
urer has resulted in much good. 1t should be extended to the 
life insurance companies and fraternal, benevolent or char- 
itable orders or societies. 

There are still in my office warrants signed by former 
Auditors Demetrio Perez and Trinidad Alarid, payable out o£ 
the miscellaneous and deficit funds, and from moneys: not 
otherwise appropr'ated, to the amount of $256.86. These 
warrants have never been claimed by their owners.

‘Sir: During the two years ending December 31st, 1900, 
‘there has been received in the office of ihe Secretary of the 
Térritory $11,325.25 as fees paid by incorporation for char- 
ters to do business im the Territory. The Secretary holds ` 
the receipts of the Territorial Treasurer for the several 
amounts for the periods given as below: :

The total number of incorporations'during the period 
named was 232, of which 10 were churehes and three benevo- 
lent societies. Those with an authorized capital were as fol- 
lows: For mining, etc., 107; for industrial purposes, 91; for 
building and loan, 6; for banks, 6; ahd for railways, 9; with 
а total authorized capital of $139,543,500.00; but these are 
more clearly set forth in the following table:

Almost this entire amount is for companies doing business 
in the Territory, as there have been but few applications for 
charters by companies engaged elsewhere. . 

The Seretary believes there are a large number of com- 
panies doing business in the Territory, who have not complied 
with the Territorial law as to incorporations by filing their 
articles anywhere, and in two instances the attention of the 
Solicitor General was called to the omissions, with the result 
of adding nearly two thousand dollars.to the Territory’s ïn- 
come; and others have filed their articles only with the Pro- 
bate Clerk of the counties where their offices are located. It 
would appear as though Section 2 of the Act of 1899, would 
prevent this, but the fault of the entire law is that there are 
no penalties prescribed for amy violation of its provisions. 
These companies should be willing to pay the moderate fees 
charged, for they look to the Territory for protection, through 
the machinery of our courts. 

Sections 3 and 4 of the Act of 1899, viz: Chapter 77, were 
formulated for the purpose of determining if corporations, 
chartered heretofore, are still in existence or not, Many 
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cases have occurred where it was desired to use a name here- 
tofore given to a company, which had ceased to exist, some- 
times for the working of the same properties, but Section 438, 
Compiled Laws, 1897, forbids such action. . If the companies 
have ceased to exist, there does not appear to be any way 
of ascertaining the fact, nor of knowing what the present 
organization may be. | 

The sections mentioned, in their presenti form, are claimed 
to be too inquisitorial and it may be well to modify them to 
An annual report of the company’s existence by notice to the 
Secretary of the location of its principal place of business 
and a roster of its officers, but these sections should not be 
repealed, as the purpose intended was a good one and neces- 
sary in some instances, and if modified as above indicated, 
would cause no complaint. 

Since tthe removal of all offices to the completed capitol 
building, the so-called Spanish archives have been stored in 
the fire-proof vault in the Secretary's office, and I desire to 
eall the attention of the Legislature to their condition. Not 
being indexed, every one who has occasion to examine them 
must handle many of the sheets to find the one wanted. This 
will ultimately destroy them and something should be done to 
preserve these priceless records. 

In this connection, I submit a copy ofa letter received June 
9th, last, from the Librarian of Congress, at Washington, 
D. С.; | 


THE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS. 
Washington, D. C., May 31, 1900. 
` Dear Sir: ` - ` 

Indirectly there has come to the notice of the Chairman of 
the Joint Committee of Congress on the Library, a report of 
various old manuscripts at Santa Fe which are interesting 
` memorials of the Spanish occupation. It was intimated that 
they were, at least in part, in a basement room and not re- 
ceiving any particular care or attention, or in any way 
brought to the notice of scholars who might be interested in 
the historical information which they contain. 

The desire of the authorities of the Library of Congress 
to gather here the fullest possible collection representing 
the literary memorials of the United States and of its con- 
stituent parts was one argument for the erection of this mag- 
nificent and costly building. The building is fire-proof, it is 
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at the capital of the United States, it is at a center of ‘his- 
torical research, it is amply equipped and it is provided with 
an organization which will spare no expense necessary for 
the preservation of the material and proper facilities for its 
use. The Library has a special manuscript room, with lock 
safes, and it has already over twenty-six thousand pieces of 
manuscript. There have recently come to it nearly three 
„hundred packing cases containing the Spanish Historical Ar- 
chives from San Juan. It is the purpose to add to these 
whatever can be secured from other districts now a part of 
the United States that уеге formerly under Spanish or other 
dominion. 

I therefore address you as one personally able to appreciate 
intelligently the importance of the preservation of this ma- 
terial in a place where it will be accessible, and also as one. 
having official authority over it, to ask whether any measure 
can be taken for the removal of these manuscripts at Santa 
Fe to the custody of the Government at Washington in the 
library of Congress.

An offer was made т 1898 by the late Prof. Coues, to take 
these archives to Washington for translation, he guarantee- 
ing to return the documents intact and 100 copies of the 
translation for the use of the Territory.. This of course, could 
not be done under the law of today, but it is probable some 
such solution of the questicn could be found for the preserva- 
tion of these papers in which so many of the people of the 
Territory are so greatly and personally interested, if author- 
ity for the work could be had. 

After the adjournment of the 33d Legislative Assembly, 
the Secretary applied for and received authority from Wash- 
ington for the printing of 500 additional copies, making 1500 
copies in English, of the Session Laws, 1899. Over and above 
the number required by the Departments at Washington and 
for 100 public libraries, these have been distributed free to 
territorial institutions, attorneys, county officers, justices of 
the peace and others asking for them and there are not now 
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ten copies left, beyond the.36 copies furnished the members 
of the 34th Legislative Assembly. 

Heretofore the translation and editing of ithe laws in Span- 
ish has been a duty placed upon the Secretary, and the vol- 
ume has been issued as an official publication. The 33d Leg- 
islative Assembly provided the preparation and publication 
in Spanish of the laws and journals should be done “under 
the supervision and control of the public printer,” and as 
the Secretary knew nothing of the work done, he withheld 
his certification as to “comparison” and “official character” 
of the publication. 

The official records of the Territory, are now stored in the 
capacious vault connected with the Secretary’s office and have 
been arranged and filed so as to be carefully preserevd and 
easy of access.

Santa Fe, December 31, 1900. ` 
` To His Excellency, M. A. Otero, Governor of New Mexico: 

Sir: In accordance with the provisions of Sec. 4 of the 
Acts of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of New 
Mexico, thirty-third session, I have the honor to submit here- 
‘ with the following statement of the business of this office 
. from the date of its creation to the Presente time, covering a 
period of twenty-one months. 

The Board held its first meeting on March 27, 1899, and 
entered upon its work of administering the laws, as pre- 
scribed by the Legislative Act, approved March 16, 1899. 

I immediately instituted correspondence with both State 
and Territorial officials, of the several Land Offices, with the 
object in view of formulating, by their years of experience, 
the best methods and system of keeping records. 

By direction of the Board, I was instructed to visit the Ter- 
ritorial Board of Public Lands of Oklahoma, as the result of 
can’ invitation extended by the officials of that Territory, but 
this was finally deemed unnecessary, as І had already ob- 
tainéd, throügh their kind assistance, much valuable in- 
formation. However, it was finally thought best for me to 
visit the Colorado State Land Office, before the final adop- 
tion of a system of records, and I was accordingly authorized 
to visit that office. "These officials extended me much valua- 
ble assistance, and the knowledge thus obtained has been 
invaluable {ο this Board. · 

A. blank form of lease was adopted and submitted to the 
Ínterior Department for its approval, and much time was lost 
by the Department in approving the same. In the meantime 
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many applications were being received by letter. A form 
of application was adopted and was mailed to these appli- 
eants, as it was decided that no application would be en- 
tertained unless made out on this regular form, prescribed by 
the Board. It soon became evident, by the number of ap- 
plieants for the same section, that to solve the question 
to whom the award of lease should be made in such cases, 
the lease should be issued to the highest bidder, and the ap- 
plicants were so advised. In October I mailed blank leases to 
the successful applicants and on their return to me, properly 
executed, I at once forwarded the same to the Secretary of 
the Interior at Washington, for his approval. The first pack- 
age of leases mailed from here on October 20, 1899, was not 
approved until December 28th and reached this office in the 
following January. Upon the return of these approved leases, 
the cash receipts represented by them were at once deposited 
with the Territorial Treasurer. 


There are now on file in the Department at Washington, 
awaiting the approval of the Secretary of the Interior, one | 
hundred and one leases, representing a rental of $3,159.76, 
and there are forty-one incomplete applications on file in this 
office, representing a rental of $620.40, making an aggregate 
rental thus far unapplied of $3,780.16, and one hundred and 
forty-two leases. Numerous complaints have been received 
at this office from these applicants on account of their failure 
to receive their duplicate lease. There is much foundation for 
these complaints, due to ihe fact that many of these leases 
were executed and forwarded to the Department at least 
eight months ago, and their second year’s annual payment, 
represented by their first deferred payment note, became due 
and payable before they received their duplicate lease. Had 
these leases been approved as we had hoped, there would have 
been $16,667.34 instead of $13,507.58, available for apportion- 
ment to the common schools of the Territory by the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction. This result will compare 
very favorably with the first year's revenue derived from. 
the leasing of school sections 16 and 36 in adjacent states and 
territories, as shown by their statistics, particularly so when 
we consider that their minimum annual rental is thirty-two 
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dollars, while ours is but twelve dollars and eighty cents, 
per section. 
APPRAISAL OF LANDS. 

Under date of June 28, 1900, the Honoráble Commissioner 
of the General Land Office forwarded me an opinion of the 
Honorable Assistant Attorney General, rendered June 5, 
1900, stating that the appraisal of lands to be leased is а, nec- 
essary prerequisite to such leasing, which opinion was ap- 
proved by the Honorable Secretary of the Interior. The Hon- 
orable Commissioner of the General Land Office at the same 
time notified me that all leases not heretofore approved are 
suspended until evidence is submitted im each case showing 
that the lands have been appraised, and that. all leases here- 
after submitted must be accompanied by an affirmative 
showing that the lands leased have been so appraised. The 
framers of the Legislative Act state that it. was their inten- 
tion to leave the matter of appraisal to the discretion of the 
Board, and it is to be regretted that the wording of the statute 
should have been subject to a different construction. The 
conditions in New Mexico are such that the question of the 
presence or absence of water on a section alone fixes the value 
and rate of rental. Improvements determine the question of 
preference riglrt, and not the valuation of a section as to rate 
of rental. | 

In the majority of instances improvements do not occur 
until the leasee has occupied the section, and even then they 
may not occur, as these school sections are strictly grazing 
lands, and their value, as I have already statcd, is determined 
by the existence or non-existence of water thereon. The law 
is fully administered and the school fund thoroughly pro- 
tected by the application blank furnished the applicant, who 
states therein under oath as to whether there is water of any 
description on the section for which he applies. - 

When one considers the great distances to be covered by 
an appraiser to reach even the most accessible points away 
from the railroad, to which he would have to proceed by 
wagon at a cost of $5.00 per day on an average for conveyance 
alone, it will be readily seen that the travelling expenses of. 
the appraiser would more than exceed the revenue derived 
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from the five years rental. The majority of our leases thus 
far issued, approved or unapproved, are for sections in Union 
County. By referring to the Government post-route map, it 
will be seen that an appraiser leaving Clayton to reach Gal- 
legos would travel eighty-three miles; from Las Vegas to En- 
dee, one hundred aud sixty-two miles; also from Las Vegas 
to Fort Sumner, one. hundred and thirty miles; from Albu- 
querque to Pinos Wells, one hundred and twenty-four miles. 
These illustrations are from the nearest railroad stations by 
the most commonly travelled routes to the post office address 


of the applicants and must be traversed by wagons. The facts 
ascertained by examination necessary to appraisal would not 


fix the rental value of the lands at a higher figure than with- 
out such examination, as all the facts necessary to fix the 
rental of sections are ascertained from our application 
blanks. The present annual charge is $12.80 for a section 
without water and $32.00 for a section with water of any de- 
scription thereon. When a higher rate exists it is brought 
about by their having been more than one applicant for the 
same section, in which cases by bidding the ren'tal has reached 
a much higher figure. I regret very much that tliis matter of 
appraisement was not determined upon on the receipt of ihe 
leases for approval in October, 1899, rather than after an in- 
terval of ten months. Two hundred and fifty-nine leases were 
approved without the requirement of appraisal, while one 
hundred and one leases unapproved, have been on file in 
Washington awaiting approval for many months.

| FOREST RESERVATIONS. 


After an interval of over fifty years as a Territory, a grant 
of about 5,000,000 aéres, of which 2,000,000 are to be selected 
the balance being represented by school sections 16 арӣ 36, 
was made to New Mexico by. the Congressional Act approved 
June 21, 1898. The selections thus far made on behalf of 
the Territory amount to 498,104.85 acres. It is to be deplored 
that the Department.at Washington, through its agents in 
the field, is reserving so much of our best land before we can 
possibly select even a fractional part of our grant.. The Gila 
Forest Reserve was created out of the best lands in the south- 
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western part of New Mexico soon after the passage of the 
Act of-Congress granting lands to the, Territory and even be- 
fore the organizatiom of the U. S. Commission to select lands 
on its behalf. This portion of the Territory, now known as 
"The Gila Forest Reserve," was particularly desirable for 
stock, as evidenced by the number of applications received 
for the leasing of school sections within said reservation. 
These reservations, as well as those reported to be contem- 
plated, will deprive the Territory of a large part of its best 
lands (partieularly before it becomes a state) thus defeating 
the object. of the grant. When one considers the area of the 
Territory covered by grants to individuals, as well as -by 
Government, reservations, both those already made and those 
contemplated, there will be very little desirable land left to 
select for tlie Territorial Institutions. 


ADVANCE-PAYMENT FOR THE PURCHASE OF LANDS. 


The Alamogordo Lumber Company notified the Board that 
they desired lands selected in the Sacramento Mountains with 
the idea of ultimately purchasing the same and offered to pay 
the United States Land Office fees for such selections, as well 
as advance sufficient money from time to time to enable the 
Territory to select other lands and also provide sufficient 
funds to conduct the work of this office, such payments to be 
considered as a part payment on final purchase of lands. Mr. 
Burkdoll and his associates made a similar proposition and it 
was accepted. This fund enabled the Territory to proceed in 
the selection of lands and the maintainance of its office. As 
а result, the Territory has been able to: select 498,104.85 
acres as well as meet the necessary expenses in leasing school 

sections 16, and 36, the receipts from which aggregated $16,- 
667.34. | 

Without this available fund from the advance payments 
on contemplated sales, the Territory could not have leased or 
selected any lands until the receipt of the funds from the 
Territorial Treasurer derived from the Territorial tax levied 
to reimburse the Board of Public Lands for U. S. Land Office . 
fees in the year 1899, but which was not available until July, 
1900. But even this fund thus created by taxation would not 
have been sufficient to pay the United States Land Office fees 
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and our office expense—not including clerical assistance. 

The Territory is to be congratulated upon the fact that the 
means were provided at once for the successful and immediate 
carrying out of the work of this office, for which the Legis- 
lature failed to provide.

THE PALACE BUILDING. 


Under Act of Congress approved June 21, 1898, the build- 
ing known as “The Palace” in the city of Santa Fe, together 
with all lands and appurtenances connected therewith, was 
granted to the Territory of New Mexico. 

The west end of the building and adjoining rooms is occu- 
pied by the United States Government for its postoffice at a 
rental of $50.00 per month from July 1, 1899, as per agree- 
ment entered into with Mr. Doran, Postoffice Inspector, who 
was present at our regular meeting September 4, 1899. 

The central portion is occupied by 'the Honorable Secretary 
of the Territory as a residence. The eastern end is occupied 
by the Historical Society without charge-for rent. 

"That portion formerly occupied by the Governor and Бес: 
retary as offices, is rented to Messrs. Laughlin and White at 
a rental of $13.00 per month each. 

The alfalfa grown on the land in the rear of the building 
during the seasons of 1899 and 1900 has been sold for $20.00. 

It is to be hoped that the Government will deem it best 
to again assume control of this historical building, the his- 
tory of which is a national one, and in the maintainance of 
which one and all are alike interested on aecount of its im 
portant historical traditions. Under the supervision of the 
Smithsonian Institute, as а, western annex, it would receive 
the protection whieh is its due, and they alone are the proper 
custodians,

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1 have the honor to recommend that “Ап Act Establishing 
a Board of Public Lands, Assigning their Duties, and for 
Leasing and Managing Public Lands and Funds,” approved 
March 16, 1899, be amended as follows: 

Sec. 2, By striking out the word “quarterly” from the 
eighth line thereof and substituting ‘therefor the word 
“monthly.” 

Also, by striking out from said section the words: “Pro- 
vided, In case no sale of such public lands are made under the 
provisions of this Act, then and in that case the different 
members of this Board shall receive no salary.” 

Sec.12, By striking out the clause “that all lands to be 
leased shall first Fe appraised by the Board as hereinafter 
provided" and substituting therefor *that all lands to be 
leased may first be appraised by the Board at its discretion 
as hereinafter provided.” 

Also, by striking out from the eighth line of said section 
the word “semi-annually” and substitutiag therefor the word

There are also several minor corrections which in my opin- 
ion could profitably be made. 

Some provision should be made requiring County School 
Superintendents, Chairman of County School Districts and 
other County officials to report to this office such school lands 
as are being occupied. This method would assist the Board 
in locating parties who are receiving benefit from our Terri- 
torial lands without paying a rental therefor. 

Congress should be memorialized to make some provision 
permitting the Territorial Land Board to arrauge for the sale 
of matured timber on lands granted to the Territory of New 
Mexico by Act of Congress entitled: *An Act to Make Cer- 
tain-Grants of Land to the Territory of New Mexico, and for 
Other Purposes” approved June 21, 1898. 

Congress should be memorialized to abolish the maximum 
amount of land which may be sold or leased one individual or 
corporation and this maximum should be eliminated from the 
Territorial Law. 


Lands offered for sale should be classified and the price per 
acre at which they might be sold should he established ac- 
cordingly. | 

IN CONCLUSION. 

The results thus far ‘have been very gratifying when one 
considers that over twelve thousand dollars has been appor- 
tioned (over three thousand dollars more available as soou 
as leases now on file in the Office of the Secretary of the In- 
terior are approved) by the Territorial Superintendent of Pub- 


lic Instruction, after deducting. the expenses of this office, 
without any burden of taxation on the people. 


In-the next few years the revenues of this office should ma-~ 
terially reduce the appropriations necessary to the proper 
maintainance of our Educational and Territorial Institutions.

КЕРОКТ. 


Hon. Miguel A. Otero, Governor of New Mexico.’ 

Sir: The Commission of Irrigation in the Territory of New 
Mexico, appointed pursuant to Section 34 of an Act of the 
Legislative Assembly, approved March 16, 1899, respectfully 
subinit the following report: | 

The members of the Commission met at Santa Fe on the 
аааз аан ааз. day ої.................., 1899 and 
as required by law, proceeded to organize by electing the of- 
ficers provided by said Act. Mr. G. A. Richardson was elected 
president and L. A. Hughes was elected secretary. Two 
meetings were subsequently held, ‘one at Santa Fe, February 
5, 1900, and one at Albuquerque on the 12th day of April, 
1900, since which time no further meetings have been held. 

It is with great regret that we are compelled to report our 
inability to make any substantial progress along ‘the lines 
contemplated by the law creating the Commission, either in 
rendering assistance to the land board of the Territory in the 
selection of reservoir sites or in the gathering and compila- 
tion of data suggested by such Act, which inability is due 
entirely to a lack of the funds necessary to the employment 
of the expert assistance required for such purposes. No 
funds whatever have been available, and it has been impossi- 
ble without such to make any progress of a satisfactory char- 
acter ‘along any one of these lines. 

It was contemplated by the Act creating this Commission 
that funds not exceeding $1500 would be available and sub- 
ject to the use of the Commission for those purposes arising 
from the sale of lands donated to the Territory by Ше Act of 
Congress of June 21, 1898. .Two causes' have contributed to 
prevent the selection and the sale of such lands, and the pre: 
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vention of funds being obtained from such source. In the 
first place the selection of such lands was, by the Act of Con- 
gress referred to, made subject to the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior of the United States and until such ap- 
proval of title thereto, did not pass to the Territory of New 
Mexico and was not subject to sale or other disposition there- 
by. The approval of such selection required more time than 
was contemplated at the time of the creation of this commis- 
sion, and it has been found a difficult matter to secure such 
approval even up to the present time, on account of the pres- 
sure of that character of work coming from the various west- 
ern States and taking precedence by priority of selections 
over the selections made by New Mexico. 


The second cause referred to which has interfered with the’ 


work of the Commission arises from the unsatisfactory con- 
dition in which the irrigation rights of the Rio Grande river 
are now plunged by the contention of the Department of Jus- 
tice before the Courts of this "Territory and the United 
Stales Supreme Court, that it is not lawful to construct any 
further reservoirs or make any further preparations to take 
water from the Rio Grande river, or any of its tributaries, 
upon the theory that the same is at certain points along its 
course a navigable stream. This contention was ‘first ad- 
vanced by the Government in 1896, in that certain case now 
pending before the Supreme Court of ihe United States 
known as the “United States vs. the Rio Grande Dam & Irri- 
gation Company.” At the time of the enactment of the law 
creating this Commission, this case had been tried before 
the District and Supreme Courts of-the Territory, and was 
then pending before the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and it was confidently believed that the decision of our Terri- 
torial Courts contrary to the contention of the Government 
and which if upheld would leave this Commission free to 
proceed with the work contemplated in the selection of res- 
ervoir sites on the Rio Grande and its tributaries, would be 
upheld by that Court, but contrary to expectation that tri- 
bunal, while affirming the general contention of the Govern- 
ment that there саша be no diversion of waters of a navigable 
stream or its tributaries, which would substantially diminish 
such navigability, referred such cause back to our Territorial

Courts for taking of further proof as to whether the Rio 
Grande was a navigable stream within the meaning of such 
law, and thus it has occurred that the question which was 
confidently believed would speedily be settled has remained 
in our courts until the present time, and is now again before 
the Supreme Court of the United States upon the 
facts "involved. Until the status of ‘the: Rio 
Grande ая а non-navigable or navigable . stream 
Should be finally settled in the trial of this case, this 
commission has regarded it as unwise to recommend to the 
land board for selection any reservoir sites or bodies of land 
lying thereunder susceptible to being irrigated therefrom 
within the drainage area of the Rio Grande; and thus it has 
occurred that even in cvent this commission should have had 
the necessary funds with which to prosecute the labors im- 
posed upon it, it would necessarily have confined its attention 
to those parts of the territory of smallest population and 
water resources, and ihe beneficial results therefrom largely 
negative. "E 

While for the reasons above given no aclive work could be 
successfully prosecuted by the commission, yet the coming to- 
gether of its members and discussion of ihe lines of duty pro- 
vided for it has resulted in a unanimous conclusion that with 
the question of the water rights along the Rio Grande and its 
tributaries settled favorably to the territory, successful work 
resulting in great and lasting good for (he territory can be ac- 
complished through such a commission.

Sir: .I have the honor to herewith submit my report of the 
doings of my office since the date of my last report, December 
27, 1898. | 

During that Ише, at the request of the different territorial 
officers, boards and-commissions, I have given them 104 writ- : 
ten opinions upon the law applicable to their several duties 
and functions. 

In the District Court I have appeared for the Territory as 
plaintiff or defendant in eight civil suits, all of which have 
been determined favorably to the Territory with the exception 
of three which are under advisement. I have also instituted 
in my own name two proceedings in quo warranto, and au- 
thorized the use of the name of the territory in three such pro- 
ceedings, all of which were successful. In the Supreme Court 
I have prepared briefs in and argued fifteen cases; five for 
murder, of which two were affirmed, two reversed and one 
pending; one for rape, now pending; three for larceny of ani- 
mals, all affirmed; five civil cases, in three of which the Terri- 
tory obtained judgment,two being pending undetermined; and 
there was one habeas corpus case, involving the constitution- 
ality of the second section of the so-called commerce commis- 
sion law passed at the last session of the legislature, in which 
the applicant was discharged. 

At this date there are now pending in the Supreme Court 
for trial at the coming term four cases, two for murder, one 
for assault on train with intent to. commit a felony, in which 
the defendant is under sentence of death, and a tax suit in- 
volving the question whether the statute of limitations runs 
against the Territory. 

Under the “Bursum Law" of the last session of the legisla- . 
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ture I have prepared forms for refunding bonds for the Terri- 
tory, the different counties, cities, towns, boards of education 
and school districts; also forms for certificates of indebted- 
ness, in two series, A and B, under Chapter 59 of the Laws of 
1899; prepared form of assessors’ lists to conform to the de- 
linquent tax law of the last session, and also forms of bonds 
for {һе different sheriffs, and treasurers and collectors, when 
requested. Under Chapter 59 of the Laws of 1899.I acted as 
chairman of the commission to examine and pass upon defi- 
ciency claims against the Territory, which commission ap- 
proved such claims to the amount of $122,974.71, being $20,- 
637.68 less than the amcunt of the appropriation for that pur- 
pose. Cer ‘tificates of indebtedness were issued for the amount 
approved, in accordance with the aet. 

I appeared before the governor to present various officers. 

charged with malfeasance in office, who were sought to be 
removed. 
- I have also acted as a member of the United States commis- 
sion to select lands for the Territory, under the Act of June 
21, 1898, and as a member of the Territorial Board of Public 
Lands created at the last session of the legislature. Each of 
these commissions has held a regular mecting monthly, and 
numerous special meetings when they were necessary. 

I have examined and passed upon the regularity of numer- 
ous requisitions from the Governors of states and territories; 
and made application to the Surveyor General to obtain title 
under the “Small holdings” Act of Congress for all territorial 
property situated within the limits of the Santa Fe Grant, 


including the Capitol, Penitentiary, and Deaf and Dumb Asy- 
lum. 


I examined and approved the tax levies made by the Audi-. 
tor for 1899 and 1900; and have written a large number of 
official letters with referenice to the laws, for the guidance of 
the public officials. 

I appeared at each semi-annual- sessiou of the board of 
equilization, for various counties interested in appeals, and 
advised that board upon its duties and procedure at such 
meetings whenever requested so to do. | 

Chapter 60 of the Session Laws of 1897 was compiled in the 
compilation of the law of that year, immediately following sec- 


| 
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tion 867. Many of the provisions of ‘tha at chapter, however, 
did not take. effect until January 1st, 1898, and January 1st, 
1899. - Some of these provisions were in conflict with the re- 
pealed previous sections which had been compiled, and now 
these old sections shouid be repealed or amended, so as to con- . 
form to the law as it now exists. 


Section 721 of the Compiled Laws of 1897, for Р рго- 
vides for the sheriff being ex-officio collector in certain coum 
ties, and for the form of bond to be. given by him as such 
collector. This section should be amended во as to. conform 
to the present law, which makes the treasurer ex-officio eol. 
lector in all counties. 


Also, sections 858, `859, 860 апа 861 should all be amended 
or ‘repealed, so as to contopm to the present. division of coun- 
ties into four classes, section 858, dividing the counties into 
two classes only, being based upon the census of 1890. 

In section 1,425, by error and mistake of the compilers, 
"first cousins" were omitted from the persons prohibited to 
marry. This prohibition is contained in the original law, and 
should be included, by proper act, in this section. 

Section 927 is correct as it now stands, but it should be vali: 
dated by an act of the legislature, which sbould also cover all 
acts done under it, for the reason that the original act, section 
4, chapter 90, Laws of 1899, reads “six terms shall be held, 

commencing January, March, May, July, September 
and February.” In compiling, this last was changed to No- 
vember, as it was evidently intended, but it was done by: the 
compilers without any authority, to conform the law to the ` 
evident intent of the legislature, and an act such as I havé : 
recommended should be passed, so as to make the change 
absolutely legal. 

Section 25, Chapter 22, of the Laws of 1899 (The Duncan 
Law), conflicts with section 4027 of the Compiled Laws of 
1897 in regard to the county in which personal property is to 
be listed, and these acts should be recoacied and harmonized 
by a proper law. 

Section 2, Chapter 80, of the Laws of 1599, was misprinted, 
and the word “followed,” as it appears in the act, should be 
“forward,” in accordance with the original act, and the word 
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“issue,” in brackets, was inserted without any authority. This 
section, which was intended to correct and simplify a former 
act, by the manner in which it is compiled and printed, makes 


it more misleading, if possible, than the original law, and it 
should be changed. 


Experience. has shown that section 1099, making an assault 
with words a misdemeanor, is used mainly: for revenge and 
annoyance, and 1 would recommend that the same be repealed. 

Sections 4053 and 4054 of the Compiled Laws of 1897 should 
be amended so as to conform to section 11, Chapter 81-of the 
Laws of 1599, so as to make it absolutely clear and definite as 
to who should make out and transmit the assessment rolls to 
the Board of County Commissioners and the Auditor, 

Section 3670 of the Compiled Laws of 1897, in regard to ap- 
pointing eadets to the Military Institute, has no restriction as 
to the residence of the appointee, nor does it provide for an 
examination of the applieant. It would seem that there 
should be at least a provision that the appointee should be a 
- resident of the county from which he is appointed. | 

Section 445 of the Compiled Laws of 1597 requires foreign 
corporations desiring to do business in this Territory to com- 
ply with certain rules and regulations, but there is no penalty 
provided for a failure to so comply. In two instances I 
brought a writ of quo warranto against corporations so doing 
business, and compelled their compliance with the law and 
the payment of the costs of the proceeding, but there should 
be a declared penalty attached to any foreign or domestic 
corporation failing to comply with the law, such as a forfei- 
ture of fifty dollars per day for each and every day in which 
they do business without a compliance. This would make the 


section much more effective, and also produce some revenue 
to the Territory. 


Section 2 of Chapter 50 of the Session Laws of 1899 was held 
unconstitutional in the Wilson habeas corpus case, decided by 
the Supreme Court August 30, 1899, as being in conflict with 
the commerce clause of the Constitution of the United States. 
The other sections were not involved, nor passed upon by the 
court, and this section should be eliminated from the act in 
order to conform to this decision of the Supreme Court. 
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* The anti-trust law of the State of Texas was held constitu- 
tional in the case of the Waters-Pierce Oik company vs. State 
of Texas, reported in 177 U. S., p. 28, decided March 19, 1900. 
Whether such an act is desirable in this Territory and will 
meet the approval of the people, is a matter for the considera- 
tion of the legislature. 

At the last term of the Supreme Court it passed a rule mak- 
ing it the duty of each clerk of a district court on the adjourn- 
ment of every term, to make ‘a list of the criminal cases ap- 
pealed, and transmit the same to the Solicitor General, with 
à statement whether defendant has given bond or not; and iu 
all cases where defendant has not perfected his appeal by 
filing bill of exceptions in the clerk's office, aecording to law, 
the clerk should make and certify to the clerk of the supreme 
court a copy of the record proper. This rule went into effect 
on the 8th of March, 1900, but so far no clerk of any court has 
complied witt its provisions, and I would recommend that the 
legislature pass an act of similar import to the rule, providing 
penalties against the clerks who shall fail to comply. 


Sections 1072 and 1078, Compiled Laws of 1897, relative to 
the crime of murder, arc doubtless repealed by implication by 
the Crimes Act of 1891, compiled as sections 1060 to 1066. 
Under the former sections the crime of murder was divided 
into five degrees, while the act of 1891 limited them to three. 
These are the sections referred to by the Solicitor General 
in passing upon the correctness of the compilation, found in 
the Compiled Laws of 1897 immediately after the title page. 
This is a very important matter which should be considered 
by the legislature and acted upon by it. 


There were two acts passed by the last legislature in regard 
to appeals to the supreme court and stay of execution in 
criminal cases, being chapter 32, section 2, amending section 
3420 of the Compiled Laws of 1897, and chapter 80, section 14, 
amending the same section in a different manner. These two 
late enactments should be reconciled so as to have only one 
provision, and that definite and distinct, in regard to stay of 
execution in the cases named.

His Excellency, Miguel A. Otero, Governor -of New Mexico. 
.. Sir:—I have the honor to make report of the condition of 
the National Guard of New Mexico on the-31st. day of Decem- 
ber, 1900; The National Guard on-this day-is composed of six 
companies of infantry, belonging ‘to. the ~First regiment of 
infantry; two troops of cavalry belonging to the First squad- 
ron: and a Gatling Gun Squad. The «headquarters of the 
First Regiment of Infantry is at Albuquerque, and the com- 
.рањшеѕ are stationed as follows, viz, Company A, at Las 
. Cruces; Company. B, at Mesilla; Company С, ‘at Alamogordo; 
Company F, at Sánta Ке; Company G, at Albuquerque; and 
Company I, at Las Vegas. 

.The headqnarters of the First Squadron ‘of Cavalis is at 
„бапа Fe, and Troop А, is stationed αἱ Hillsboro; and Troop 
E, at Santa Fo.The Gatling Gun Squad is stationed.at Santa 
Fe.. The aggregate strength of the National Guard is 506 offi- 
cers and. men, of which number 457 are ‘uniformed and 
~ equipped. Troop ` А has not received `“ uniforms or modern 
equipment owing to the insufficiency of the appropriation. 

An application is on file for the organization of я ‘troop. 
of cavalry at Rosewcll, and ап effort is being:made to organize 
additional companies of infantry at Las Vegas:and Albu- 
querque, and а new eempany at Silver City, which::will be au- 
.thorized as fast as the appropriation for the same will justify. 

. The Guard of the Territory though not large in number, is 
in good condition, and" officers and men are manifesting con- 
siderable zeal and interest in the work. The condition of the 
Guard lias greatly improved since my report»of.last year; 
more attention has been’ paid to drill. and: discipline, and the - 
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good effiect is shown in the improved soldierly appearance 
of officers and men. -Arms and uniforms are better cared: 
for, and pride in their personal appearance is now a marked 
characteristic in all. 

Upon the occasion of the dedication of the new Capitol, 
June 4th, 1900, we were able through the liberality of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railway Company, and with- 
out any expense to ihe Territory, to mobilize seven uniformed 
organizations of the National Guard in the City of Santa Fe, 
to participate in the ceremonies; their appearance 'on parade 
was excellent, their tactical movements skillful, their arms, 
accoutrements and uniferms in good condition, and their 
bearing soldierly, so well did they bear themselves as to evoke 
from spectators many compliments, and it gave to the officers 
who have had charge of the.work a feeling of pride, that they 
had been able to accomplish so much with so little financial 
encouragement irom tbe Territory. 

The appropriation by the territory for the support of the 
National Guard, for all purposes, including the salary of the 
Adjutant General; rent of ‘armories; transportation of arms, 
uniforms and equipment; fuel; lights, stationery, traveling 
expenses, etc., during the last two years has been two thoa- 
sand doNars per annum. 

A. reference to what other states are doing for 'the National 
Guard may not be out of place here; for instancé the strength 
of the National Guard of' New York is 14,230, or thirty-two 
times greater than our own, the annual appropriation for the 
support of the Guard of that state is $477,000, or nearly two 
hundred ond forty times greater than that of New “Mexico. 
But let us take for example our neighboring state of Colorado; 
the strength of its National Guard is 1,142, a little more than 
double the strength'of our Guard, its annual appropriation for 
the support of its Guard is $36,000, which is eighteen times 
greater than that of New Mexico. 

I take from the annual report of the Adjutant, General of 
the state of Ohio, a statement of the salaries paid by -that 
state to the Adjutant General and his assistants; salary of 
Adjutant General $2,000 per annum; Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral $1,500 per annum; Chief Clerk $1,400 per annum; Super- 
intendent of Arsenal $1,400 per annum; Salary of five Clerks 
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$6,000; Stenographer $600 per annum; Contingent expenses 
$2,000. In.addition the Quartermaster General; the Commis- 
sary General and the Inspector General also receive salaries. 
In New Mexico the Adjutant General performs also the duties 
of Quartermaster General; Commissary General; Inspector 
General and Chief of Ordnance, he is not allowed an ass'stant 
‚ог clerk, and his salary is $600 per annum. Of course our 
Guard in importance and strength is much inferior to that of 
the states I have mentioned, but the routine duties of the 
Adjutant General are precisely the same in all the states. `I 
do not argue for an extravagant appropriation for the sup- 
port of our Guard, but the facts show that the territory hga 
done but little, ‘and appropriations in the future should . be 
more commensurate with the importance of the subject, dr 
the National Guard of New Mexico should be disbanded. Out- 
side of the matter of arms and uniforms which are furnished 
by the United States, the support of the Guard has mainly 
fallen upon the.officers and men, and they seeing what ample 
‘provision is made for the Guard in other states become dis- 
couraged ‘and dissatisfied. 

The conduct of members of our Guard who served in 
United States Volunteer regiments in the Spanish- -American 
war, and in the Philippine Islands has reflected great credit 
and honor upon the territory. They have shown the utility 
of their training, and that they are not behind the Volunteer 
soldiers of other states in the value of their service to the 
country. The lamented Captain Max Luna received his mili- 
tary training in tLe National Guard of New Mexico; so in а 
large measure did Captain Fred Muller, and Llewellyn, and 
Lieutenants Griffin, Coleman, Green, Kelly and others of the 
Itough Riders, 3nd Captains Borrodaile, Strover and Reid, and 
Lieutenants Ohamberlian, McRae, Otero, and others of the 
First Territorial United States Infantry. They did their part 
well and faithfully, and their gallant conduct appeals to the 
Territory to do its part in preparing the present Guard of the 
Territory for the time when they too may be called to battle 
for the honor and safety of their country. 

CONGRESSIONAL APPROPRIATION. 

For many years ihe Congressional appropriation for the 

support of the Nativral Guard of the country has been $400,- 
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` 000 a year. The annual allotment to this territory from that 
appropriation has bcen about $2,240. А year ago the Con- 
gressional appropriation was increased to $1,000,000, which 
under the same basis of apportionment should give to this 
territory about $5,600 each year. This will enable us to in- 
- crease the strength of our guard both in numbers and effic- 
iency, and to arn and equip the men in better shape than 
ever before. The Congressional allotment can only be used 
in the purchase from the government of arms uniforms and 
equipment. Мо part of it can be used in paying the contin- 
gent expenses of ihe Guard. The increased strength of the 
Guard and larger armament and equipment will naturally 
demand from the Territory larger appropriations in order to 
distribute and care for the same.. 

ROSTER OF VOLUNTEERS ΙΝ SPANISH-AMERICAN 

WAR. 
` I гелем my recommendation of two years ago, that an ap- 
propriation of $500.00 be made for the publication of a roster 
of officers and men who volunteered in the Spanish-American - 
war. I think every state and territory in {Ше union have is- 
sued such a roster. I have had numerous requests from 
historical societies, historians, public libraries and Adjutant 
Generals of other states for copies of the New Mexico roster. 
1 respectfully submic that men who offer to their country the 
fullest measure oi sacrifice that can be asked of men, are enti- 
tled to have the record of their services placed in the most en- 
during and convenient form to be read of men, and that the 
same shall not be hidden away from the sight of men in the 
musty archives of-the capitol. 
PRESERVATION OF FLAGS AND WAR RELICS. 


I recommend an appropriation of $100.00 for the construc- 
tion of cases to be placed in the office of the Adjutant General, 
in which shall be kept the flags and banners carried by New 
Mexico regiments and battalions in time of war, and for the 
preservation of relics of those wars in which New Mexico 
Volunteers. have been engaged. 


PRESERVATION OF MUSTER ROLLS. 


There is estimated to-have enlisted in the Union army from 
New Mexico during the civil war over six thousand volunteers, 
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and muster rolls of mosi of the New Mexico organizations are 
in the office of the Adjutant General. These muster rolls are 
of great value to the old soldiers, their widows and children 
who are applicants for. pensions, and not a day passes but the 
Adjutant General is called upon to furnish certificates of the 
"military service of New Mexico Volunteers, which involves 
the investigation and actual handling of the original muster 
rolls; this process has gone on for so:many years ‘that now 
many of such rolls are past handling, having become a mass 
of tattered paper from which drop fragments whenever the 
rolls are cpened. Many years ago а book was provided in 
which it was expected should be transcribed the contents of 
the muster rolls, and if the work had been done this would 
have saved the constant handling of the rolls, and preserved 
them, but owing to the meager appropriation made for the of- 
fice, not a single one of said rolls has ever been transcribed in- 
to said book. The employment of а copying clerk at $60.00 
a month for one year would enable the office to have. all such 
muster rolls transcribed, and thereby preserve the same for 
the benefit of thousands of our citizens who are interested 
therein. The muster rolls of New Mexico Volunteers in the 
Spanish-American war are also on file in the office, upon 
which there are nearly nine hundred additional names. 


CLAIM OF TERRITORY AGAINST U. S. FOR EXPENSES ° 
IN SPANISH WAR. 


Pursuant to the requirements of an act of the last Legisla-' 
live- Assembly I presented for settlement to the Auditor for 
the War Department the claim of the Territory for expenses 
incurred im mobilizing recruits to United States Volunteer 
regiments engaged in the Spanish-American war, amounting 
to $5,884.54 of which the sum of $2,119.36 has been paid by the 
Uuited States and deposited to the credit of the Interest Fund 
as required by said act. Recently I made a visit to Wash- 
ingion for the purpose of pushing the settlement of the claim 
which I found was held up on purely technical grounds. Tae 
additional evidence required by the War Department has 
been furnished, and nothing to my knowledge now stands in 
the way of a speedy settlement of the claim. 
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PAY OF CIVIL WAR VETERANS. 

In 1861, a number of militia companies were called into ser- 
vice of the United States on the Proclamation of General Can- 
by Commanding the Department of New Mexico to assist in 
repelling the invasion of the Confederate army from Texas; 
these companies were mustered into service by the United 
States officers, and were engagd with the enemy at Valverde 
and Fort Craig, and were discharged without being paid for 
their serviccs. I have never been able to understand why 
they did not stand precisely on the same footing as other 
United States Volunteers, and were not paid at the time of 
their discharge’ In 1867 the Legislative Assembly took up 
the matter and by statute provided for the issuing certificates 
by the territory to those volunteers, which were issued and 
are still outstanding. Upon a recent visit to Washington 1 
presented the matter to the Auditor of the War Department 
for the purpose of ascertaining if those volunteers could not 
Le paid by the War Department, and if not the reason why. 
I was given to understand by the Auditor that all such, claims 
would be paid by him upon presentation of the claim by the 
soldier, or his heirs, and а surrender of the certificate issued 
by the territory. Iam aware that many of these claims were 
sold to speculators who bought them in for a small price; in 
the hands of such assignees they will not be paid, but many of 
them doubtless are in the hands of the original soldier or of 
his ‘legal representatives and such claims will be paid by the 
War Department. | | 


NEW MEXICO MILITARY INSTITUTE. 


Pursuant to Section 31, Chap. 50, Laws of N. M. 1897, which 
requires an annual inspection to be made of the discipline, 
courses of study and general management ofall military 
schools within the Territory, I proceeded on the 10th, day of 
May, 1900, {ο inspect the Military Institute, located at Ros- 
well; the inspection was as thorough and comprehensive as 
could be made, and the impression made upon me by every- 
thing I saw was much better than the year before. The school 
being one year older, 2verything about seemed more mature; 
grass, trees and shrubbery have filled up the barren places, 
and the Campus which three years ago was a barren mesa is 
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fasi becoming a place of beauty. The cadets have increased 
in stature, have filled out, are well set up, their uniforms in 
good. condition, and their bearing and conduct soldier- 
ly. They gave an exhibition drill which- was very creditable 
to the cadets, and especially to the instructor in military tac- 
ties, Major Willson. 1 inspected the cadets, their arms and 
uniforms and accoutrements, and the place where they are 
kept, and found all in good condition. The arms used at the 
school, eighty springfield rifles, loaned to the Institute two 
years ago by order of Governor Otero, are too heavy for the 
younger class of cadets, and provision should be made to 
provide the Institute with arms better suited to their years 
and strength. 


This school is more strictly a territorial institution than 
| any other school in the territory; students are there from 
every county, and the scramble that occurs every year in 

each eounty to obtain the appointment speaks well for the 
reputation and excellent character of the school. I took oc- 
casion to talk with many of the cadets and inquire how they* 
were treated? Whether they were satisfied with their in- 
structors and if they would return next year? And réceived 
the ‘reply from all—that they were entirely satisfied with. the 
school’ and with their treatment, with the superintendent 
ard Instructors, and. that they would return if they were given 
an apportunity, and no complaint was made То me by any of 
them of any kind whatever. 


The ground of the Institute consists of forty acres of land, 
situated north, and about three-quarters of a mile from the 
center of Roswell. The view from the main building presents 
one of the finest pastoral scenes to be found in New Mexico; 
to the south lies the beautiful town of Roswell, and stretching 
away to the south and east are miles of orchard and alfalfa, 
dotted here and there with pleasant homes; to the east can be 
seen the majestic El Capitan mountain, and beyond the fields 
of orchard апа alfalfa are the vast plains, which afford 
pasture to thousands of cattle and sheep. 


The main building is a substantially built, three stories and 
a basement structure of red brick. The basement is used for 
armory, bath and swimming pool, kitchen, dining and store- 
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room; the main floor for class rooms, and the two upper 
floors for dormitories. The rooms are well but modestly fur- 
nished, and well kept. I was pleased to find in one of the 
rooms ‘а library of several hundred volumes of miscellaneos 
books the gift of Hon. J. J. Hagerman, which have been added 
to the Institute since my inspection of last year. 


About “hree hundred feet west of the main building is a two 
story frame building containing eight rooms which was built 
two years ago out of the earnings of the institution as a resi- 
dence for the superintendent. During last year this building 
was used as a dormitory, and a six room frame house was 
erected, also out of the earnings for a residence for the super- 
intendent. 

When the Institute opened in September 1899, every avail- 
able bed was occupied, and during the term many applications 
for admission: were refused because there was no place to put 
them. The earnings of the Institute during the last year 
were about $11,000. If an other building were erected equal 
in size to the present main building, thus affording room to all 
who wish to enter the institute would soon be self-supporting, 
and would call for no ‘aid from the Territory, except for the 
support of the County Cadets. The Territorial appropriation 
to the Institute is now ten thousand dollars a year, with the 
expenditure of $15,000 in a new building the appropriation 
could be reduced to $5,000 a year which seems to me a good 
business proposition. The earnings of the Institute limited 
to its capacity to do business; if its capacity be increased to 
the exient of the demand for admission, the net earnings will 
increase in greater proportion, because the same number of 
instructors and employes can take care of double the number 
of students. 


Acting upon my recommendation of last year the Regents 
removed the laundry from the basement adjoining the kitchen, 
and the laundry work is now done under contract outside the 
building, and the old laundry is now used as a store-room, 
an unsuitable place for it, being too near the kitchen, the 
stores are affected by the heat. The immediate pressing 
wants of the Institute are proper rooms for store room, 
laundry and gymnasium, these could perhaps be provided for

in the new building, the construction of which I strongly re- 
commend as a good business proposition, because it would 
make a saving to the territory and because the proper accom- 
modation of the students demands it. 

The old maxim that a-strong body is necessary to a strong 
mind is here regarded, and especial attention is paid to gym- 
natic and athletic exercises. This is mot left optional with 
the students, but is imposed upon all a'ike, in proportion to 
their strength and the good effects of such exercises are al- 
ready shown in the improved appearance of the students; the 
slouchy appearance which was noticeable a year ago has dis- 
appeared, and the boys are taking on the alert erect bearing 
and quick tread of the soldier. 

The Regents have also acted upon my recommendation of 
last year, and have excluded from the Institute all students 
save those who are actually in barracks, so that the Institute 
is no longer a day school for the children of Roswell, but 
is in every essential а Territorial Institution, and the good 
effects of this policy can be seen in the better discipline dis- 
played. 

I strongly recommend that the law should be changed so us 
to make elections or appointments to county scholarships 
good for four years, or during diligemce and good behavior. 
The primary object in the establishment of such schools is to 
give military iraining to the youth of the territory, this object 
is defeated if continuance in the school for more than-one 
- year should depend upon the personal favor or caprice of 
county officers having the appointing power. 

I am also of the opinion that the Institute should һе 
brought in closer relation with the National Guard, by э law 
which would make graduates 'of the school elligible to receive 
à commission as second lieutenant in any National Guard or- 
ganization, in the county of their residenice, and giving them 
a preference for such commissions. It is an indisputable 
fact, that the military training given in the Institute is more 
thorough ‘and comprehensive than can be given to ‘the Na- 
tional Guard, for the reason that while the National Guard 
soldier is drilled for two or three hours twice a month, the 
students in the Institute are drilled for two hours every day. 
They also have the advantage of being drilled in battalion : 
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formation, which is denied to the widely scattered National 
Guard organizations. | 

I also renew my recommendation of last year, that а law 
should ‘be enacted which will authorize the Governor to issue 
Commissions to the Superintendent and Instructors in the 
school; the Superintendent to be Colonel, the Commandant of 
Cadets to be Major, and the Instructors іо .ре Captains, and 
which would give them power to inflict military punishment 
for military offenses. Under the present law the Superinten- 
dent is an Aidecamp on the staff of the Governor, with the 
rank of Major, but the powers and duties belonging to the ' 
rank are not defined алпа the office is, therefore, purely an 
honorary one. Provision should be made for giving rank to 
Cadets who exercise authority over the main body of Cadets. 
I deem this of great importance and necessary to the proper 
maintainance of authority and discipline. | 

The faculty is composed of Major Jam. s G. Meadors, Super- 
intendent, a graduate of Washington and Lee University; J. 
W. Willson, Commandant of Cadets, graduate of Virginia 
Military Institute; L. Martini-Mancini, of the School of Arms, 
Italy. The names of the successors of instructors W. S. Fitz- 
gerald, and W. E. Davis are rot at hand. These gentlemen 
are thoroughly competent and proficient in their respective 
departments, and are rendering the Territory excellent. ser- 
vice. Mrs. Meadors, the Matron is an excellent woman, for 
the place; she is gentle, kind hearted and sympathetic, and be- 
siowes а motherly care upon all the students. In my opinion 
the Institute is doing excellent educational work, that it is 
deserving the patronage of the people of New Mexico, that it 
Should receive from the Territory greater assistance in the 
way of appropriations, in the line I 'have pointed out than it 
has heretofore had. 

ARMAMENT OF NATIONAL GUARD. 


The armament of the National Guard consists in part, of 
One Gatling Gun, caliber 45, model of 1884, and is an excel- 
lent piece of ordnance; 400 Springfield riiles, caliber 45; One 
hundred and thirty four Springfield Carbines, caliber 45; 33 
Colts revolvers, caliber 45; and 67 Cavalry sabers. Applica- 
tion has been made to the Chief of Ordnance United States 
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army to exchange all of the Springfield rifles and carbines for 
a like number of Krag-Jorgesons, and it is hoped that before 
the close of an other year our Guard will be fully equipped 
with the move modern and better arm.

REPORT. 1 


In the closing days of the century it is well to take a 
retrospective glance, recalling the earlier days of New Mex- 
ico’s schools, private and public, their struggles and achieve- 
ments, and, with such retrospection, ‘submit-a brief statement 
of advancement. 

HISTORICAL. 


Investigation shows that New Mexico was settled by Span- 
iards in the year 1598. Previous to that time various expe- 
ditions sent by the government of Spain had explored all the 
region now comprised within the boundaries of the territory 
along the Rio Grande, but it was not until the 30th day of 
April, 1598, that formal possession was taken by one pon uan 
de Onate. 

The objects for which possession was taken are stated at 
large in the act of possession, and they may be summarized 
as follows: “То reduce the country to the dominion of Spain; 
to settle and colonize it; to introduce linto it all the necessary 
wagons, ‘horses, oxen, sheep and other live stock; to intro- 
duce the Spanish customs and laws, togethér with the Chris- 
tian religion among the Indians; to civilize them, introduc'ng 
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among them the mechanical and industrial arts; to instruct 
them in the use of all those matters that would tend to their 
mental and moral advancement, and to assimilate them in 
such a way by the Spanish scheme of conquest that they 
might become a truly civilized people, learning every thing 
that would increase their polity and happiness.” | 
This colonizing expedition’, comprising about four hundred 
men, among whom one hundred and fifty had their wives and 
children with them, carried with them all the implements and 
material for the building of a new civilization in the wilder- 
ness of the new country. They were accompanied by ten or 
twelve friars under the leadership of a commissary general. 


In July of 1598, the first settlement was established at San 
Gabriel, near the locality where now stands the Indian 
pueblo of Sàn Juan de los Caballeros, at the junction of the 
Chama and the Rio Grande.’ This place was the center of the 
Spanish government until, for various reasons, a short while 
afterwards; the settlement was transferred to Santa Fe, the 
present capital of the territory. 

Thereafter, the colony growing to such ‘proportions that 
the Valley lands of Santa Fe became too limited for their 
‘support, other towns were established, mainly in the vicinity 
. of the pueblos along the Rio Grande, Rió Таов and Rio Santa 
Cruz. 

The Spanish rule lasted until 1821. "During that period, 
the instruction of the Spanish and native children was in 
the hands of the Franciscans. However, from the very na- 
ture of their surroundings, and from their continual clashing 
with the haughty and domineering governors and civilians, 
little could be done by these clerical gentlemen for the educa- 
tional cause. In 1777 a royal charter, supplemented in 1779 
by a papal brief to the same effect, decreed the establishment 
of a college at Santa Fe. The buildings of the college were 
erected, and the lands for its maintainance were assigned; 
but just at that time the border savages became so hostile 
that the local government was taxed to the limit of its re- 
 sóürées in repelling them, and nothing was done for the sup- 
port of the college. The Indian troubles lasted until the be- 
ginning of the nineteenth century. 

The star of Napoleon had by that time reached its zenith, 
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and this restive warrior, having reared upon the ruins of the 
French republic a dazzling and colossal empire, cast longing 
eycs upon the country beyond the Pyrenees and its rich pos- 
sessions in ће new world. As a consequence of the Napole- 
onic intervention in the peninsula, the revolt of the Spanish 
colonies in America, followed, and resulted, years afterwards, 
in the final establishment of separate and distinct republican 
governments. 

Although New Mexico was too remote from the center of 
war to take any active part in it, nevertheless, it felt the ef- 
fects of neglect in all its branches of industrial and educa- 
tional affairs. And it is for this reason that we find New 
Mexico, at the ending of the Spanish rule, in practically the 
вате condition as tt was during the last century. 

With the incoming of the republican government, all reg- 
ular clergy were “expelled from the country, and the task of 
education dey olved upon lay teachers. In this connection I 
will quote from the supplement of D. Jose Augustin de Eş- 
cudero, to the niemorial of Don Pedro Bautista Pino, this 
latter being the deputy for New Mexico to the Spanish cortes. 
Escudero says, speaking in 1849, on ће subject of schools in 
New Mexico: “At the residence of D. Juan Rafael Вазсол, 
vicar-general, the youug man, D. Guadalupe Miranda, confers 
upon the territory the very special privilege of teaching sev- 
eral youths the elements of Spanish and Latin grammars and 
the rudiments of philosophy. The constancy and attainments 
of citizen Miranda cannot be too much praised. And the 
progress made by. his pupils also deserves encomium, more 
so from: the fact that. education encounters great obstacles 
there, from various causes, among which may be mentioned 
а scarcity of text books. . May Heaven grant to New Mexico 
seme institution of learning where its sons may receive ed- 
ucetional training according to the requirements of the cen- 
tury.” 

In 1829, the Spanish population of New Mexico was 48,433, 
and it had eighteen schools taught by eighteen teachers. 

In 1840, the population was 55,403, but I have been unable 
to find statistics giving the number of schools. One thing is 
ecrtain, however, that at that period, some of the territorial 
schools were supported by private contributions altogether, 
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and others were supported by private contributions and by - 
government annual appropriations. Those schools so receiv- 
ing government support annually were the following:

In 1848, New Mexico by the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo, 


became a part of the United States. Soon afterwards the 
Catholie. church commenced а good educational work, and 
endeavored to reach as many children as possible. The re- 
sources of the church; however, were not sufficient for the 
earrying оп in a satisfactory manner, of its noble work. 

The Christian Brothers first opened St. Michael's College 
at Santa Fe in 1859. Other denominations soon followed 
with the establishment of day and boarding schools in differ- 
ent parts of the territory. And in this manner, all these 
pioneers of education prepared the way for the elaborate 
system that was soon ‘to spread through the whole of the! 
territory. Under the influence of these sectarian schools, the’ 
“percentage of illiteracy was greatly reduced in a very few 
years. Аю : 

BEGINNING OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOL WORK. . 

Since 1850 we have had a territorial organization under 
the United States, and since that date, enjoyed the bencfits 
of a free government. But the United States have neglected 
the education. of our people, and we have been left to work 
out our own salvation as best we might under peculiar and 
difficult circumstances. We have found it possible, how- 
ever, to make progress under a free government, and we 
have overcome many of our difficulties. The people of the 
territory have always hungered after education; have ever 
realized its power and importance; therefore, all those who 
could afford to do so, have sent their children to the eastern 
cities for training in {һе best schools. But the bulk of the 
population have been without the opportunities of instruc- 
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tion, save the most elementary kind, until . the year 1872, 
whén the Legislature of New Mexico passed the first terri- 
torial ‘school law. 

This law was the first to make provision for the establish- 
ment of public schools to be supported by taxation. From - 
that time we have labored persistently and honestly to build 
up among us a public school system, for the purpose of giving 
to every boy and girl in the territory the opportunity of se- 
curing a-good and substantial common school education. 

This said law provided a board of county school super- 
visors, composed of five ctizens for each county. Which 
board was empowered to have the sole and entire manage- 
ment, supervision and control of the publie schools within 
its respective county, and to make such rules and regulations 
for the government, system and organization of said schools 
as should be most proper, suitable and necessary for the-local 
requirements and according to the circumstances of each 
county. The act was too crude in many respects, to be sure; 
nevertheless it was hailed with joy by the people, who, it 
would seem in justice, had much ground for complaint against 
the parent Federal government for its long and inexcusable 
neglect in the premises. 

Many counties took advantage of the new Ls for the es- 
tablishment от free schools. Α very broad discretion was 
conferred by the act. The control and expenditures of the 
school funds were left entirely to the judgment of ‘these 
county boards—they were instrusted with all matters relat- 
ing to the schools. 

At the same session of the Legislature another act was 
passed providing for a tax levy of one per cent on the as- 
sessed valuation of the property in the territory; one-half 
percentum for territorial purposes, one-fourth per centum 
for school purposes and the remainder for county purposes. 
But this law was also necessarily imperfect and in the very 
nature of things the best résults could not be obtained. The 
amourt of taxable property was limited, and it was not pos- 
sible at once, to step into a perfect school system that might 
compare favorably with the older systems of the eastern 
states. The population being scattered over a large extent 
of country, made it difficult to reach the children that might | 
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have been reached had they been closer together; again, the 
lack of sufficient funds was a very serious difficulty. Not- 
withstanding, schools were established in every precinct of 
the territory, and the work of educating the masses was 
started in a very creditable manner. 

In the year 1884, the legislature, being alive to the vital 
defects in the former law, repealed the same, and enacted 
another entirely different one. This new act created the office 
of county senool superintendent, and pointed out Ше various 
branches of clementary knowledge that should be tatght. By 
the same law the school districts and the district school di- 
rectors were established and created, and each school district 
was made a corporation, with powers to act as a corporate 
body. 

Τη 1891 the legislature, again amending and enlarging the 
school laws, established a territorial board of education, 
composed of the governor, the territorial superintendent of 
public instruction (this office being first created by this act), 
{he president of St. Michael's College, the president of the 
University of New Mexico, and the president of the Agricul- 
tural College at Las Cruces. The authority of said board is 
such that it has it within its power to greatly promete the 
educational cause, and it has done so, by establishing and in- 
augurating many valuable and needed reforms. 

This law of 1891 enacts that school boards must furnish 
the necessary school ‘houses, teachers, fuel and supplies for 
ihe schools. It also provides for a tax levy on the taxable 
property in each district, not to exceed five mills on the dol- 
Jar of the assessed valuation. It provides, likewise, for a 
cax levy, not to exceed three mills on the dollars of the as- 
sessed valuation of all the property in each county, for school 
purposes, which shall be apportioned among the school dis- 
tricts, and the same is to be expended in teachers’ salaries, 
etc. This law provides that the school fund shall be kept 
separate from all other funds of the territory. 

it will be seen that a levy of eight mills on the dollar is 
the maximum of taxation to create a school fund. Besides 
this, a poll tax of one dollar on each able bodied male person 
over the age of twenty-one years of age, is also laid for school 
purposes. The law compels the attendance at school, of-all 
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children between the ages of eight and sixteen years, for not 
less than three months in each year. 
SOME RECENT STATISTICS. 

The records of ihe office of the territorial auditor having 
been destroyed by fire some years ago, it is not now possible 
for me to obtain statistics covering the entire period in 
which our public school system has been in operation. Records 
ere only available since the year 1891. Previous to :that time, 
аП records pertaining to public educational matters in the 
territory were in the custody of the territorial auditor. But 
I take pleasure in this connection, to say, that since 1891 
10 this day, the progress made by our schools is а matter of 
pride and satisfaction to the people of New Mexico. 

Jn 1891, the amount of money raised for school purposes 
under the law, reached $85,192.17; the average daily attend- 
ance was 12,397 pupils; the number of teachers employed was 
407; the average length of school term for the territory was 
three months in the year; the average daily attendance at 
each school was 34 pupils. 


"In 1895, $154, 107.38 were raised for school purposes ; the 
namber of teachers employed was 538; the average daily at- 
tendanee for the territory was 15,081 pupils; the ‘average 
daily attendance at each school was 28 pupils; the average 
length of school term was four months. 

In 1898, the amount of money raised for school purposes 
was $182,178.18; the number of teachers employed was 541; 
the average daily attendanee for the territory was 16,558 pu- 
pils; the average daily attendance for each school was 30 
pupils; the average number of months taught was five. 

In 1899 the amount of money raised for school purposes 
was $241,520.00; the number of schools was 513; the number 
of teachers employed, 575, of whom 358 were males and 217 
were females; the enrollment for the year was 21,761 pupils; 
the number of months taught in the territory was 2,07 0; the 
average number of months taught in each school was four 
months; the average daily attendance for each school was 42 
pupils; the amount expended in the payment of teachers’ 


wages aggregated $99,145.19, or an average of $39.19 monthly 
salary for each teacher. 


> 
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The sum of $21,927.00 was expended for rent and fuel; and 
the sum of $13,183.71 was paid for repairing and maintenance 
of school houses and school grounds. 

These figures, it should be borne in mind, are for the Dis- 
trict Common schools only, and do not include the municipal 
- public schools, the higher educational institutions or private 
schools. ; | ; 

In 1900 the total receipts for the district schools amounted 
to $800,924.64, and the expenditures $202,882.53; the number 
of schools was 599, employing 671 teachers, of which number 
479 were males and 292 females; the enrollment for the year 
was 31,510 and the average number of months taught in each 
school was four; the average daily attendance was 19,451 or 
32 and a iraction for each school. -Salary of teachers amount- 
ed'in the aggregate to $146,746.46, or an average of $54.67 . 
per teacher for each month of actual school Service. The sum 
of $30,922.85 was expended for rent and fuel and the sum of 
$25,213.72 was paid for the repair and maintenance of school 
louses and grounds. 

ANALYSIS OF FIGURES. 

Some interesting and instructive deductions may be made 
by a comparison of these totals for 1900 with those of the 
previous year and if further comparison is sought the figures 
will be found elsewhere in this report running back to the 
year 1891. 

The first point to attract attention in such comparison is 
ihe number of children enrolled in the district schools of . 
New Mexico for 1900 over the year previous, this increase . 
amounting to 9,749. This gratifying exhibit can be accepted 
iu no other way than as showing a remarkable awakening 
of the people in the pupblie schools and the relations they 
bear to the wellfare of their children; and this view is veri- 
fied and corroborated by the increase in the number of 
schools, and by many things coming under my personal ob- 
servatiun during my official visits among the district schools 
in various pàrts of the territory. Everywhere, I am happy 
to report, I find à growing interest in the schools and а 
hearty publie sentiment existing toward fostering them and 
advaneing them to a higher plane of usefulness. 
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In 1900 there were 86 more district schools in operation 
than in 1899, employing 96 more teachers ‘than in the pre- 
vious year. The total receipts for the year were $59,404.52 
greater thar for 1899, and the total expenditures $68,626.63 
in excess of those of 1899, while the average daily attendance 
rose from 16,533 in 1899 to 19,451 in 1900, accoraing to the re- 
ports by the various county school superintendents. How- 
ever the increase in the average  Caily attendance is 
doubtless much larger for the year than is indicated by 
the figures of the school superintendents, for the reason that 
several of them failed to give attendance in some district 
under this heading on the official blanks, and the figures 19, 
451 represent only those actually reported. This neglect may 
be due in, part also to the failure of teachers to report aver- 
age daily attendance. 


CITY PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The following statistics relate to the public schools within 
the incorporated towns and cities of the territory of New 
Mexico and which are not comprised in the reports of County

Receipts, $8,094; had six schools in which were enrolled 
459 pupils out of a school census of 947, and employed six 
teachers who taught ten months; daily average attendance, 
267; amount paid teachers, $4,260; value of property, $10,000. 

ALBUQUERQUE. 


Receipts, $29,145.09; had 23 schools employing 23 teachers, 
who taught eight months; enrollment, 1,172; school census, 
1,172: average daily attendance, 714; salary paid teachers, 
$14,047.44; rent, fuel, lights, etc., $15,097.65; value of school 
property, $80,000. 

RATON. 


Reeeipts, $6,119.48; had fourteen schools in which were en- 
rolled 510 pupils out of a school census of 888; months taught, 
nine; average attendance, 495; teachers employed, fifteen ; 
salary paid teachers, $5,391.83. | 


SOCORRO. 


Receipts, $2,806.57; had five schools; employed five teachers 
who taught seven months; pupils enrolled, 293, cut of a school 
census of 529; average daily attendance, 153; salary paid 
teachers, $1,285; rent, fuel, ete., $13.75; value of school prop- 
erty, $23,000. 

RECAPITULATION. 


Omitting Gallup, Deming and Cerrillos, the school author- 
ities of which have failed to make report to this office, it will 
be seen that in the incorporated cities and towns of the ter- 
ritory there are 72 schools in operation, employing 84 teach- 
ers, with an enrollment of 4,438 pupils out of а school census 
7,181. The total receipts for the year of this class of schools 
was $176,257.44; total expenditures, $73,574.70; total value 
of school property, $186,000. 

By comparison with the previous year these figures show a 
healthy and substantial growth of the city schools. Indeed, 
a friendly rivalry has sprung up between the teachers and 
citizens of the several communities which has had a stimu- 
lating influence and encouraged a most general public inter- 
est in the subject of good schools and their importance as a 
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factor in municipal growth. In this connection a few ex- 
tracts from reports received are herewith given: ` 

Silver City—M. В. Koehler, Superintendent—“The en- 
vollment for the year has been the largest in the history of 
the schools The work throughout the schools has been 
faithful and efficient, and we have had the pleasure of seeing 
а number of our pupils who have removed to other cities 
placed in higher grades than those of which they were mem- 
bers here. A commodious new primary room was built last 
summer and various other improvements are contemplated. 
The rigid enforcement of the new tax collection law has had 
а favorable effect upon the finances of the district, and I can 
safely report the Silver City schools as being in а prosperous 
and highly satisfactory condition.” 

Albuquerque—M. E. Hickey, Superintendent—“Our schools 
are growing at the rate of 150 pupils per year; we have also 
300 more pupils now than at this date two years ago. Last 
year we employed three extra teachers after school began; 
this year there are two more. Last year the board of educa- 
tion buit the Ceniral school building at a cost of $15,000, 
paying cash for it, and yet we are crowded and have had to 
adopt th» half day system in the first primary grade." 

Santa Fe—J. A. Woods, Superintendent—“The city schools 
opened SeptemLer 4th in eleven rooms and fourteen teachers 
employed, one having been added as a specialist in Spanish 
to teach in the grammar and high school. The growth of the 
publie schools here may be seen from these figures: Enroll- 
ment December 18, 1898, 452; enrollment December 1899, 
612; enroliment December 1, 1900, 692. While our school 
buildings are not as large and imposing as some in eastern 
cities, thev are clean, neat and quite well adapted to school 
purposes. Опе year ago they were all thoroughly renovated, 
calcimined and put in a very tasty condition together with 
the out houses and premises. The teachers and janitors were 
very faithful and careful to see that this condition of things 
was kept up during the year. This may account in part for so 
little sickness among the teachers and pupils during the year. 
Ав there are about 1,650 children of school age in our city, 
and as about 700 of these are enrolled in our public schools, 
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and as our college and parochial schools are all well filled 
with students, it will soon be a serious question what will be 
done with all of these children, the most of whom are unable 
to pay tuition, either in a private school, academy or college. 
History has shown that education, at whatever cost, is cheap- 
ег than ignorance. А city has never yet been known То be- 
come impoverished or bankrupt by building adequate school: 
buildings and maintaining first class schools. Santa Fe will 
soon be called upon to consider this matter.” 

Roswell—L. W. Martin, Superintendent—“The growth of 
Roswell city schools in the years is shown by an increase in 
enumeration from 500 to 900; enroliment from 350 to 600; 
teachers from six to ten; curriculum from 10 to 12 years, mak- 
ing a full four yesrs high school course; rooms from five to 
eight, partly rented. A new fourteen room building now in 
process of construction, is a modern, up-to-date school house, 
costing $25,000.

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TERRITORIAL INSTITUTIONS. 

I beg to call special attention to the reports of our Terri- 
torial institutions of learning. They are attached as a part 
of this report. New Mexico boasts of a Territorial University, 
School of Mines, College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts, 
and Agricultural Experiment Station, Normal University, 
Territorial Normal School, Military Institute, and School for 
the Deaf, Dumb and Blind. These institutions are thoroughly 
equipped in all particulars, and during the past year a ma- 
jority of them have made most satisfactory progress, as may 
be seen by the appended synopsis from the reports of the 
superintndents and principals thereof: | 

TERRITORIAL UNIVERSITY. 

This institution, located at Albuquerque, received during 
the year the sum of $13,594.64; expended, $18,020.27; had en- 
rolled 78 pupils who were taught nine months by ten teachers 
whose salary amounted $12,787.30; paid for rent, fuel, etc., 
$5,832.97; value of property, $50,000; total amount of indebt- 
edness, $11,159.09. 

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


The College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts and Agri- 
cultural Experiment Sfation, located at Las Cruces, reports 
total receipts for the year of $48, 511.61; total expenditures 
and salary of teachers not given; has an enrollment of 204 
pupils and employs 25 teachers; total value of school prop- 
erty, $98,800; months taught, nine. 

SCHOOL OF MINES. 


This institution is located at Socorro and its receipts for 
the year were $9,296.96; its expenditures, $7,341.78; amount 
paid teachers, $5,103.26; teachers employed, five; pupils en- 
rolled, 48; rent, fuel, ete., $2,238.52; value of property, $55, 
000. 

MILITARY INSTITUTE. 

Located at Roswell, this institution's receipts for the year 
were $18,635.86; and its total expenditures were $21,715.59; 
it employed six teachers; has an enrollment of 108 pupils 
with an average attendanée of 101; months taught, nine; sal- 
ary paid teachers, $4,672.35 value of property, $35,000. 
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NORMAL UNIVERSITY. 


The. Normal University at Газ Vegas reports receipts for 
the year at $12,737.06; total expenditures, $11,999.90. It has 
an enrollment of 240; average daily ‘attendance, 235, and em- 
ploys twelve teachers whose salary amounts to $9,463.21; ex- 
pended for lights, fuel, etc., $2,536.69; value of property, 
$51,510.56. | 

TERRITORIAL NORMAL SCHOOL. . 

This institution, located at Silver City, received for the 
year, $9,081.33; expended $7,295.10, of which $5,400 was for 
salary of teachers. It has an enrollment of 114 pupils and 
employs six teachers. 

The Territorial School of the Deaf, Dumb and Blind, lo- 
cated at Santa Ез, held no school term the past year owing 
to the lack of funds. The territory also contributes to the 
maintainance and support of a school for Orphan Girls con- 
ducted by the Sisters of Charity at Santa Fo, a report of 
which is given under the head of “Sectarian Institutions.” 


RECAPITULATION. 


The Territorial Institutions reporting as above, it will be 
seen, employ a total of 64 teachers and have an enrollment 
` of 787 pupils. Their aggregate receipts for the year were 
$112,017.49; and expenditures $66,972.64, while the total val- . 
uation of the school property of such institutions foots up 
$196,570. The instructors employed (not including those of 
the Agricultural College) received as salary the amount of 
$37,426.12, and for fuel, light and miscellaneous account 
there was expended the sum of $14,195.31. 


By a glance at these figures and some analysis thereof it 
appears that in tnese several institutions it requires the ser- 
vices of one teacher for every twelve pupils enrolled at a cost 
per year of about $85 per capita and an average salary paid 
to teachers of $959.65 per year for nine months service (with 
the salary paid teachers at the Agricultural College omitted), 
whereas ou the other hand, the cost per annum for educating 
the children enrolled in the district public schools of t'he ter- 
ritory is $6.43 per capita, and the teachers of these receive 
$218.69 each per year for four months service, Considered as 
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group, no one will pretend to say that instructors in the 
high elass institutions are greatly over paid for their ser- 
vices, but I am persuaded that existing. conditions might 
be materially improved in some of these institutions,. for it 
is apparent that an adequate return is not given for, the pub- 
Не money expended. Would it be best to reduce the. number 
of teachers by one-half, or at least one-third, and increase 
somewhat the salary of those retained so- аз to, provide each 
teacher. with not less than twenty-four pupils—as against 
an average of twelve at present—or whether legislative ap- 
propriation of territorial funds should in future be based 
upon a sliding scale, to fluctuate according to the actual, 
bona-fide enrollment of pupils, is the question. I suggest that 
some plan inyolving this idea of a sliding scale arrangement 
of appropriations may be worked out by the proper commit- 
tees having the subject in charge at the forthcoming session 
of the Territorial Legislature. 

Herewith is presented a statistical table that will make 
clear at a glance the vital figures pertaining to each of said 
institutions: 
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Territorial Institutions. 
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*No school held for want of funds. 
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ANALYSIS OF FIGURES. 


Under the heading “total receipts" it will be observed that 
these institutions have been most liberally provided for, 
having an income of $112,017.49 for the year, while their ex- 
penses as a whole foot up $66,972.64, leaving an unexpended 
balance at the end of the school year of $45,044.85. 

All have lived well within their respective incomes with 
the exception of the University at Albuquerque, and possibly 
the Agricultural College at Las Cruces—insufficient data as 
to salary paid teachers by the latter making it impossible to 
determine its exact financial status. As to the University, 
I find from its report that ten teachers are employed at a 
cost of $12,787.30 tc instruct 78 pupils. The maintenance of 
so large a corps of instructors at such cost to the territory, 
it seems to me, is warranted neither by the patronage of the 
institution nor the results obtained. In the case of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts and Territorial Ex- 
periment Station, which receives an income from all sources 
of $50,000 annually, the report shows that 25 teachers are 
employed and the pupils enrolled number 204, or less than 
nine pupils to the teacher, educated at a cost of about $240 
per capita per year. 

Owing to the technical character of instruction at this in- 
stitution, a high class of instructors is admittedly necessary, 
and it is to be expected that the cost of training the youth 
of New Mexico here in the several special ‘branches to which 
its curriculum is ‘chiefly devoted should be very much greater 
than in the ordinary public and private schools of the Terri- 
‘tory, but when we consider the figures and discover that it 
costs as much to provide one pupil with a year’s training at 
this institution as it requires to care for 88 pupils in the dis- 
trict public schools of the Territory, we may well conclude 
that some change in existing conditions is imperatively de- 
1nanded. 

With regard їо ће other Territorial Institutions, I may say 
that they seem to be well conducted, and economically man- 
aged, especially the Normal School at Silver City and the 
Military Institute at Roswell, the latter having earned dur- 
ing the last school year the sum 'of $10,925 in tuition fees. 
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SECTARIAN SCHOOLS. | 

The Catholic church supports 16 schools in New Mexico 
wherein are enrolled 1,561 pupils and the average daily at- 
tendance :s 960; number of teachers, 64; value of school prop- 
erty, $225,200. 

The Presbyterian church organization maintains in the 
Territory 22 schools, employing 42 teachers. The enrollment 
of pupils is 1,326; average daily attendance, 806; value of 
school property, $46,550. 

The Methodist church supports 18 schools, employing 21 
ieachers; enrollment 474; average daily attendance, 329, and 
school property valued at $36,000. | 

The New West Educational Commission, Congregational, 
supports five schools, attended by 219 pupils; employs seven 
teachers and its school property is valued at $44,000. 

The Baptist church maintains three schools, employs three 
teachers, has an errollnent of 91 pupils; average daily at- 
tendance, 44; value of property, $300. 

SIGNIFICANT TOTALS. 


As will appear from the footings of the accompanying 
tabular statement entitled “grand recapitulation of Terri- 
torial Institutions, District, City and Sectarian Schools," 
New Mexico has 53,008 children of school age, of which 
number 40,106 are enrolled in 786 schools under the instruc- 
tion of 966 teachers. The receipts. for the year were $506,- 
375.87; expenditures, $368,949.87; and the value of school 
property is $734,620. 

This showing, however, it must be borne in mind, is subject 
to material enlargement, for it does not include statistics 
from Deming, Gallup and Cerrillos, nor does it take into ac- 
count the numerous private schools in the Territory. Esti- 
mating the figures from these sources and making due al- 
lowance for the failure of the sectarian schools to report - 
“value of property,” “receipts” and “expenditures,” the actual 
status of our educational interests would stand about in this 
way: 

Children of school age, 53,008; pupils enrolled, 47,700; av- 
erage daily attendance, 31,800; number of schools, 800; teach- 
ers employed, 1,000; receipts, $603,299.57; expenditures, $463,- 
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129.87; value of all school property, $850,000. In other words 
90 per cent of ihe school children of New Mexico are en- 
rolled-in the schools, and 60 per cent are in actual daily at- 
tendance. These figures are truly significant and bear out — 
the assertion made at the beginning of this report touching 
the wide-spread, popular interest which the parents and 
youth of New Mexico are just now cvincing in the cause of 
education. 
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IMPROVED SCHOOL FACILITIES. 

The increase in the attendanee on the schools naturally cre- 
ated a demand for additional ‘school facilities, and № is 
equally significant and gratifying to note. the readiness with 
which the people are responding to this demand. A number 
of additional school districts have been organized in various 
counties during the past year, and numerous school buildings 
erected, or are now in course of erection, some of them 
handsome and costly edifices. Improvement of existing school 
property has also received due attention. Roswell boasts a 
$25,000 public school now nearing completion; Las Vegas is 
expending $30,000 in new school structures; Raton has lately 
finished a new $15,000 school house; Alamogordo is now oc- 
eupying its new $10,000 building and the Baptist Church or- 
ganization is erecting there the Southwestern Baptist Col- 
lege at a cost of $50,000; Albuquerque is also now occupying 
its new Central School building which cost $15,000; Aztec 
has expended $6,000 in a Normal College; Silver City has 
completed a new primary school building and the new town 
of Capitan, in Lincoln county, is erecting a school house at 
i eost of $12,000. 

ILLITERACY IN NEW MEXICO. 

With a sincere desire to dispel the false ideas current in 
Some quarters in reference to the illiteracy and the inability 
{о speak English with which the inhabitants of New Mexico 
are wrongfully eharged, 1 had hoped to be able to present in 
this report the official figures of ihe recent census. With 
this end in view, I addressed a letter to the director of the 
census and received the following reply: 

“Washington, D. C., December 10, 1900. 
Mr. Manuel C. de Baca, Superintendent Public Schools, 

Santa Fe, New Mexico. 

Dear Sir: Your letter of December 5, addressed to the Di- 
rector of ihe Census, is referred to me for reply. 

I regret to say that it is impossible at present to give you 
ihe percentage cf illiteracy in the Territory of New Mexico, 
as shown Гу the returns of the recent census, for the reason 
that the official figures are not yet ready for announcement. 

This office is engaged at present in completing the official 
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count of the population of the United States by minor civil 
divisions and no analysis of the people by illiteracy has yet 
been undertaken. It is probable that this information will 
not be available for some months.

Therefore in dealing with this important subject I can only 
express my individual opinion as formulated after much 
eareful consideration, examinations and observations made 
while mingling with the people and visiting the schools of 
the various counties in my official capacity. 

According to the government census of 1870, 85 per cent of 
ihe people of New Mexico were unable to read and write. 
Тһе census of 1880 brought down the illiteracy to 65 per 
cent, and that of 1890 brought it down to 44.49 per cent, thus 
filling the largest gap of illiteracy ever filled in ten years by 
any people in the world. This large percentage of 44.49 was 
unquestionably due in great extent to the fact that in 1890 
there were still living many of the original inhabitants who 
were residing in the Territory before it became a part of the 
United States. At least 22 per cent of the illiteracy ascribed 
to New Mexico at that date can thus be accounted for. That 
class of pioneers has now practically disappeared, and with 
it the ratio of illiteracy as shown in 1890 has been cut down 
one-half from that source alone; a newer generation has come 
upon the scene, and, owing to our excellent school system, 
has enjoyed, for the past ten years, all the benefits of a mod- 
ern educational system, this further materialy reducing the 
ratio. Then, too, there is the large immigration of recent 
years, 90 per cent of whom are estimated to be educated peo- 
ple, which must be reckoned with in this connection, so that, 
in my opinion, the ο ‘nsus for 1900 cannot show a record for 
illiteracy in this territory to exceed 18 or 20 per cent. The 
same factors touching the decrease in illiteracy also apply in 
proof of che increased use of the English language among our 
people, and it is^my opinion that the inhabitants of the Ter- 
ritory today unable to speak English, will not exceed at the 
utmost eight per cent. 
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PUBLIC SCHOOL LANDS. 


Owing io the tardy but no less appreciated action of the na- 
tional congress in its granting of publie lands to New Mexico 
and its various institutions for educational purposes, it is pos- 
sible that the resources therefrom within the next year or two 
will enable the higher institutions of training to get along very 
comfortably without calling upon the legislature for extensive 
aid, as has been the custom pretty gene-ally in the past, thus 
leaving а larger share of the publie funds available for in- 
creasing our common school facilities, which at this time, in 
my opinion, require the fostering care of the state above all 
` other branches of educational work. 

In regard to the public lands, granted the Territory by Con- 
gress for educational purposes, I recommend that they be 
withheld from sale, according to the system now iw vogue, 
believing the policy of leasing said lands is the wise and pru- 
dent one to bring the greater revenue to the public schools 
and higher educational institutions. 

INDIAN SCHOOLS. 

While wholly outside of my official jurdisdiction, ‘as to the 
status of the government Indian schools in the Territory, it 
may interest those engaged in educational work to know that 
during the past year over 1,700 Indian children have been in 
attendance at the various schools in New Mexico supported 
by the National government. There are 22 day schools in 
operation at the various Pueblo villages, averaging about 80 
pupils each, and the teachers and assistants number 33. This 
service costs the government about $25,000 anually. The 
United States Industrial training school at Santa Fe has 340 
pupils enrolled, employs 32 teachers whose salary amounts 
in the aggregate to $20,640 per annum. The United States 
Indian school at Albuquerque has about the same number. of 
pupils enrolled and teachers employed and the government 
appropriation for these amounts ordinarily to $112,000 per 
year. At Dulce, on the Jicarilla Apache reservation, the 
government is now completing a training school costing $30,- 
000, and a commodious and well equipped school is also in 
operation in the Mescalero Apache reserve in Otero County. 
At Santa Fe also is located the Drexel Institute which is. 
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doing good work for the Indian children, having an enroll- 
ment of 150 pupils. 
TEACHERS INSTITUTES. 

During ihe past year almost every county in the Territory 
held a Teachers! Institute. The attendance was fair and the 
work accomplished very satisfactory. ‘These institutes are 
now held at the expense of the attending teachers, and if the 
Territory would provide the means with which to organize 
them the attendance would be more than double and many 
poor teachers who can not otherwise attend would get the 
benefit of such instructive and useful assemblages. I suggest 
that, for the defraying of the actual necessary expenses of 
the work of the institutes, reasonable provision should be 
made ‘by law, and hence I recommend legislation so that in 
counties where the attendance of teachers upon the institute 
shall be aot less that 25 in number there shall be available for 
the purpose the sum of $75.00 and in counties where the at- 
tendance is mot less than ten nor more than twenty-five the 
sum of forty dollars, the same to be paid on the order of the 
county Superintendent out of the general school fund of the 
county, when approved by the Superintendent of Publie In- 
struction, and to be devoted exclusively to the promoting of 
the work of such county institute as the county superinten-- 
dent in his discretion may see fit. The present law regarding 
the attendance of teachers upon such institutes might also 
be amended so as to make clearer the intention of the legisla- 
ture as То whether such attendance is compulsory or not. 


EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 


Again it is my pleasure to call attention to the New Mexico 
Educational Association and its noble and unselfish labors to- 
ward the upbuilding of the educational standard in this ter- 
ritory. During the recent Christmas holidays this organiza- 
tion held in the Supreme court room of the new Capitol at 
Santa Fe its eleventh annual session, continuing three days, 
with evening meetings also. Over one hundred and twenty- 
fice profes:ors and teachers were in attendance from every 
quarter of the territory, defraying their own expenses of 
travel, etc., in order to take part in the procedings, some of 
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them covering 1,400 miles to make the trip from their homes 
and back. Many able papers were read and important topics 
discussed, all relating to the cause of education in New 
Mexico, and its advancement and progress. А new and grow-' 
ing feature of these annual sessions is ithe exhibit of school 
work, and this year the exhibit was of such scope and 
magnitude as to fill а large hall and several small rooms. It 
represented the handiwork of the child еп in all grades from 
the kindergarten up,-and included also artistic needle work, 
drawing, modelling and relief map exercises which exhibit 
was viewed in admiration by hundreds of citizens and proved 
a gratifying surprise even to the most enthusiastic of our 
publie educators. АП the leading residents of the capital city 
vied with each other in extending courtesies to the members 
of the association, and it was an event to be treasured up in 
the memory of all citizens of New Mexico. 

These annual gatherings of our teachers and educa- 
tors cannot but raise the standard of efficiency among 
them, and it is to be hoped that both the pulpit and the press 
will encourage them in ‘their noble efforts. These men and 
women deserve the moral support of every one. Finally, to 
all those who had the pleasure of attending the sessions of 
that convention, one thing was apparent and this is that, if 
Mexico is admitted imto the Union as a state, she need not 
fear to suffer by comparison of her teachers with those of 
any other commonwealths. The officers of the New Mexico 
Educational Association for the ensuing year, are: Presi- 
dent, Hiram Hadley, at Las Cruces; Vice President, Hugh A.

RECOMMEDATIONS. 


Wihile I have found the educational forces of the counties 
working earnestly for the advancement of the cause апа my 
observations during visits of official inspection and examina- 
tion have led me to believe that the Educational work in New 
Mexico is keeping fully abreast with the material progress of 
which our people so proudly boast, nevertheless, I find many 
defects in our present system of executing our school laws 
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which should be cured. The laws in themselves are in the 
main to be commended as good, rational and comprehensive, 
but practical experience with them reveals certain weak 
points which I desire respectfully to call to your excellency’s 
attention, with some suggestions as to their remedy. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 


The powers of county superintendents at present are very 
limited and in my opinion many ‘of the evils now complained 
of could be overcome by an enlargement of the powers of these 
officials. As the law stands the amount of money appro- 
priated to the school districts is expended wholly at the dis- 
cretion of the school directors and all warrants issued by 
them'are required to be endorsed by the County Superinten- 
dent, but the law gives him no authority to reject such war- 
rants even if he knows them to have been issued for an im- 
proper indebtedness. I would authorize the County Superin- 
tendent to reject any warrant issued by the district school 
directors whenever he may deem such warrant to have been 
fraudulently issued, and in general he should be empowered 
te investigate the legality of any account, as to whether the 
same has been legally allowed, before affixing his signature 
to а warrant therefor. I would also require the County 
Superintendent to approve all contracts by which money is 
te be expended for district school purposes, before any con- 
tract shall become binding upon the district. These sugges- 
tions are based upon facts that have come to my official at- 
tention where in some cases, the school directors have paid 
exorbitant prices for rent, fuel, etc. For example, in one dis- 
trict there was paid for “ten wagon loads of wood” the sum 
of one hundred and fifty dollars when the same fuel could 
have been purchased by the school directors for less than 
fifteen dollars. 

In my judgment the county school superintendent ought to 
be empowered, in conjunction .with the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction фо dismiss ару teacher employed by dis- 
‘trict school directors whose moral conduct or habits of life 
are notoriously such as to render him incompetent or unfit 
for such dutics. The county Superintendent ought also to be 
authorized to remove from office all district school directors 
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who fail сг refuse ito make and return a complete census of 
the school population within their respective districts as re- 
quired by law. There are some districts in which this feature 
of the law is wholly ignored, and the result is that'in making 
{һе approtionment of ‘the school fund the county superinten- 
‘dent has {ο ignore such districts, leaving them entirely with- 
out school funds, and thereby causing the children to suffer 
for the neglect of the school officers. 


I recommend the enactment of a law authorizing the county 
superintendents to discontinue and abolish any district which 
does not hold school for at least three months in each year for 
lack of funds, and to annex the same to the nearest district 
or districts suitable to the convenience of the children resid- 
ing therein; and County Superintendents should be empower- 
ed to decide questions arising as to the proper place in whick 
the district school should be held (subject to the approval by 
the Supecintendent of Public Instructions) whenever there is 
disagreemce t between the people and the district school di- 
rectors. Thc question frequently comes up in districts un- 
` provided with school houses, and to such extent that in some 
districts.ihe people have been obliged to invoke ‘the aid of the 
courts to compel the directors to establish the school at the 
most central place in the district most serviceable to a major- 
ity of the people thereof. Another case was brought to my 
attention 15 where two directors residing at one end of the 
district located the school near their homes to the detriment 
of more than two-thirds of the people entitled to school 
privileges, and this notwithstanding there was а commodious 
School house in the central part of the district, and the 
change compelled some of the children to travel six miles to 
attend schcol. 


The present law, requiring County Superintendents to pre- 
pare and transmit reports to the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction on or before the 15th day of October of each year, is 
very defective. It fixes a penalty for failure or refusal to make 
such reports by subjecting the Superintendent who fails or re- 
fuses to a suit for damages on his official bond. ‘A very un- 

satisfactory arrangement, since it has been found practically 
impossible to fix or prove the measure of damages, and a very 
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great annoyance to those who take pride in gathering the 
school statistics, is caused by such failure or refusal. In my 
opinion, the law in this respect should be amended so as to 
subject the county superintendents failing to comply with this 
important requirement not only to removal from office, but 
liable to a fine besides. I regret to say that quite a number 
ot the county superintendents have failed to transmit to this 
office' their reports in the period prescribed by law, some of 
them ‘after repeated notification having delayed more ‘than 
two months beyond the legal specified time, to the great em- 
barrassement of this office in gathering data for this report. 
THE SCHOOL YEAR. 


I recommend that the school year be fixed by TM to com- 
mence from the first day of September and end on the last 
day of June of each year, thus avoiding a great deal of con- 
fusion in making reports and gathering accurate data, and in 
this connection I would urge that all county and city School 
Superintendents, the Presidents and Principals of all Ter- 
ritorial Educational Institutions, also the trustees and  re- 
gents thereof, and all heads of boards of education and offi- 
cers of private and sectarian schools shall make report to the 
Superintendent of Publie Instruction of date the first day of 
August əf each year and that the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction shall file his report with the Governor on the 
first day of September. The penalty for failure or refusal to 
comply with the requirements shall be a fine of not less than 
one hundred dollars besides the liability to removal from of- 
fice by proper authority. I also suggest the first Monday in 
January as a much more convenient time among the people 
for the election of district school directors than the first Mon- 
day in June as at present required. 

SCHOOL CENSUS. 

A. strigent law sbould be enacted requiring the clerks of all 
the school boards of the district schools to make, on or be- 
fore the first day of May of each year, a complete and accurate 
census of all children between the ages of five and eighteen 
years old within their respective jurisdiction. This census 
should contain the name, age, sex and literacy and color of all 
children so enumerated, and the clerk should be paid for his 
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services in making such census at the rate of two dollars for 
every one hundred children so enumerated. 
EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS. 

I recommend that the county board of examiners authorized 
10 issue certificates to applicants for teachership shall be ap- 
jointed by ‘the Sunerintendent of Public Instruction. 

LICENSING OF TEACHERS. 

Τί has been suggested to this office by nearly every county 
Superintendent iu the Territory that a law touching the li- 
censinig of teachers should be enacted equal to that in vogue 
in other states whereby they have a graded system for the li- 
censing of teachers similar to our law with the difference of 
the limit of the certificates. In my judgement, it is only by 
the adoption of some such system that the children of the 
district schools ean be protected from incompetent and un- 
scrupulous instructors. In most of the states examinations 
аге held αἱ regular intervals throughout the state in each 
county on the same day. Certificates are usually of three 
grades, according to the number of perfect answers given in 
the examination. An average grade of 90 per cent of correct 
answers entitles the applicant to a first grade certificate if 
‘he does not fall below 75 per cent.in any one branch; and a 
first grade certificate continues in force for three years from 
the date of its issuance. An average grade of 80 per cent of 
answers ertitles the applicant to a second grade certificate 
if he does xot fall below sixty five per cent in any one branch 
and the second grade certificate continues in force for two 
years. An average grade of 70 per cent of correct answers 
entitles the applicant to a third grade certificate, good for one 
year from date thereof if he does not fall below 50 рег cent in 
any one branch. An applicant having secured two first grade 
certificates on examination in different years may entitle him 
to a life certificate, without any further examination, to be 
issued by ‘the Board of Education of the Territory. The ex- 
amination should be uniform and held in each county on the 
last Fridays of May and October of each year, at the County 
seat; Provided, however, that County Superintendents may, 
with the consent of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
in ‘cases of emergence, grant an experienced ‘applicant a per- 
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mit to tech until the next regular examination by the coun- 
{у examining board. 
POLL ТАХ COLLECTIONS. 

The law requiring the payment of Poll tax ought to be 
amended in some manner so аз to make the collection of this 
important item of revenue more effective. The law аз it now 
stands makes it very difficult to gather this tax. I would re- 
commend, at the outset, that no person shall have the right to 
vote for school directors who has failed to pay his poll tax for 
the year preceding the casting of his vote; and as a further in- 
centive to prompt and full collection of this tax I would sug- 
gest that the commission paid for each collection be raised 
from ten per cent (the present allowance) to twenty per ceut. 
An additional amendment should make it tbe duty of the dis- 
trict clerk to file with the justice of the peace having proper 
jurisdiction, at à certain date, a full list of all ‘delinquents, 
and written notiee to each delinquent of the filing thereof, 
should be sufficient summons for the delinquent to appear and ` 
answer; ind when any clerk makes affidavit before the justice 
of {е peace that he has duly notified in writing such delin- 
quents, then it shall be the duty of t'he justice of the peace to 
enter judgment and issue execution therefor,: to be served 
by such district clerk, who shall serve the same and be en- 
titled to all fees and costs as are constables in similar cases. 


TERRITORIAL INSTITUTIONS. 


1 recommend that the Governor and Superintendent of 
Public Instruction be made full members of the boards of 
regent and boards of trustees of all Territorial Educational 
Institutions with power 'to vote in all questions therein aris- 
ing. 

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


I also should make the suggestion that the cause of educa- 
tional work їп New Mexico would be best subserved by ‘au- 
thorizing tbe Governor to appoint as members of the Terri- 
torial Board of Education citizens residing within one hun- 
dred miles of the Capital, thereby making it less difficult and 
expensive to hold meetings than under the existing law. Such 
board should be empowered, in my judgment, to prepare ques- 
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tions for the examination of teachers, ito formulate the course 
of study 10 the various schools and also should be authorized 
to issue life certificates to teachers entitled thereto; and I 
recommend further, Ње enactment of a law dealing with this 
latter subject in such manner as will empower this board to 
grant life certificates to teachers who may prove to be quali- 
fied by successful experience to such distinction. Such a law 
exists in many of the leading states of the Union, and is 
generally demanded by the educators of New Mexico. 


PRINTING. 


I cannot forgo mentioning in this report of the embarrass- 
ment occasioned this office during the past two years for lack 
of adequate funds with which to print {һе reports, record: 
books , blanks, etc. required by law. At the time I assumed 
- charge of the office all such supplies required to be furnished 

by this office to school officers were exhausted, hence re- 
quisitions for them could not be filled. The paltry sum of 
$200 per annum appropriated by ithe last Legislature for print- 
ing, postage and stationery is insufficient for the postage 
alone. For this reason also I have been unable to have any 
copies of the school Laws printed for distribution, greatly to 
the disappointment of the multitude of people who have ap- 
plied for the same; and I have been compelld by force of ad- 
verse circumstances to recommend to county superintendents 
‘that a part of the school fund of the counties be applied to the 
purchase of the necessary blanks, such ‘as teachers’ registers, 
daily and monthly reports, etc. And for such lack of funds 
printing of any kind cannot be ordered from the Public print- 
er until a fair and reasonable appropriation is made. Basing 
my estimate upon actual personal experience of the past few 
years, as to the adequate, needs of ће office, I therefore re- 
commend that the sum of $1,000 at least, per annum is es- 
sential to cover such requirements of this office. This 
amount is made necessary, I should explain, for the reason 
that the revenues from Insurance license and olther licenses, 
formerly devoted to the expenses of this office and the Ter- 
ritorial Board of Education were diverted by the last Legisla- 
ture to other purposes. 
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OFFICIAL QUARTERS. 


The official quarters in the Capitol assigned to the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction consists of but one small room, 
and is inadequate tc accommodate the library, and necessary 
shelves for reports, blanks, and other official documents con- 
nected with the office. At least two such rooms are needed, 
and I recommend that an additional room be assigned for this 
purpose 


FOOT BALL. 


In conclusion, I desire to say that for séveral years past the 
popularity of foot ball has been waning in the eastern states 
and has now come to be prohibited in many sections of the 
country; even Chicago having drawn the line of school 
Athletics at this game, and proclaimed it too degrading ‘to be 
tolerated in an enlightened age. Аза *manley sport” it is un- 
questionable brutal and demoralizing in its tendencies, be- 
sides dangerous to life and limb. The record ‘of those who 
were killed or mained in foot ‘ball games during the past year 
runs into the hhuncreds, and the retarding influence on the 
progress of true intellectual education is incalculable. It 
cannot but cause ‘confusion and demoralization in any school 
and college that gives it official sanction or encouragement, 
diverting he students from useful mental effort in acquiring 
the arts and accomplishments of modern civilization. In a 
word, this variety of so called “sport” is quite too closely | 
allied to prize fighting and bull fighting, and the public in- 
structor of youth who upholds the one cannot with any degree 
of consistency inveigh against the other 'two. In my opinion 
the educational institutions of New Mexico should be divorced 
fiom foot ball, if need be, by legislative enactment.

Dear Sir: I return -herewith your blank filled ο as directed, 
but the character of the school is such that it is impossible to 


fill your blank in such a way аз ёо make everything clear. 

Briefly the property is in excellent condition. Almost the 
entire enclosure of ten acres is now well set with grass and 
trees. Since my last report the Regents have expended some- 
thing over $5,000 in the erection of two new buildings; one 
a Superintendent’s residence, containing five large rooms; the 
other a large structure now used as a dormitory, but intended 
for a gymnasium. The latter, when furnished, will be one 
of the best buildings of its class and purposes in the west. 
The grounds have been much improved by the planting of 
blue grass, flowers and ornamental trees. It is probable that 
the property of the Territory at New Mexico Military Insti-: 
tute has quite doubled in value since the establishment of the 
School in 1898. 

The expenses of maintaining the Institute during the ses- 
sion of 1899-1900 amounted to $21,715.59, and the total re- 
ceipts were: |

The deficit is only apparent for over $3,000 indebtedness of 
sessions 1808-1899, on account of building and improvements, 
was paid out of the earnings for 1899-1900, not falling due 
until September, 1899. 

During session 1900-1901, the school has received noth- 
ing from the Territory, but has earned $17,510. Our expenses, 
including the last building, have been to November tst, $9,- 
092.57. Тһе expenses to June will not exceed $25,000 total 
and should ме receive no more from the Territory than last 
year, there will be still ample funds to pay every dollar owed. 

As stated in my last report, Ње Regents decided {ο allow 
no students to attend who did not reside in Baracks, which 
conclusion was reached in July, 1899, their decision being 
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bascd upon the recommendations of the Adjutant General 
and Superintendent of Public Instruction. The result has 
proved quite satisfactory. Up to June, 1900, a total of 68 
cadets resided in Barracks; and we were forced to refuse 
not less than $4,000 worth of business, since from the very 
beginning of the session there was not a single vacant bed. 
room or bed in the quarters provided for cadets. The same 
has ‘been true to even more marked degree since September, 
1900. For although the Regents provided quarters for 80 
more cadets than last year, we have been crowded to our 
utmost capacity since the first day of the new session, and 
haye had to refuse not less than $3,000 worth of business for 
lack of room. 

The Regents have always been conservative in their risks 
and expenditures, and bave never spent a dollar when they 
did not have it immediately available. 

If in fact all the counties of New Mexico had sent their 
appointees promptly, it would have necessitated the refusal : 
of at least $1,000 we have earned the present session. 

The coarse of study remains practically as outlined in my 
last report; where possible the text books adopted in the 
Territorial course are used for the sake of uniformity; in the 
Collegiate work, a different series is of course required since 
il is outside of the Territorial course of study. 

Since my last report, Captain Fitzgerald, Profesor of Eng- 
lish, and Captain Davis, Professor of Sciences, have retired, 
their places being taken by Captain Claude Lowry, M. A., 
and Captain Е. McD. Moore. A fifth instructor has been em- 
ployed, Capt. B. Е. Harlow, M. A. The latter’s employment 
was necessitated both by the large increase of students, and 
by the fact that each year until 1902, when the first class ‘will 
graduate, опе class more must be added to the classes estab- 
lished at the opening of the school in 1898. The progress of 
cadets in tLeir school work has been safe and thorough. The 
system is such that students cannot escape doing a certain 
amount of work, as compulsory atendance in Ше school 
rooms six hours by day, and two hours at night, is enforced. 

The military organization has been from the first all that 
could be desired, and more than any one expected. The Bat- 
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talion is organized into four companies, each company under 
cadet officers and the Battalion under the Commandant of 
Cadets, who has shown great power of organization and 
management. | 

The comissary has maintained from the first a high stan- 
dard of excellence. 

The Departmets of English and Spanish have received all 
the attention that could possibly be given, and there is hardly 
a doubt but the work will be productive of much good to the 
Territory. 

Such legislation as the Regents may deem necessary will 
be mentioned in their forthcoming report to the Governor. 
It would pe in bad taste for me to express my views upon 
such subjects in this connection, but with their permission 
I will send you a copy of said report as soon as ready to be 
submitted. I will also send you at the same time a copy of 
the Adjutant General’s last report so that no variance of 
opinion, or difference of view, may interfere with the Legis- 
lature’s action as to №. M. M. I. 

If I have failed to touch upon any question that may inter- 
est you, and especially about which you may desire informa- 
' tion, I shall be happy to supply the omission at the earliest 
notice.

Thus for on the year 1900-1901, not’ counting the number 
eurolled in the training department, we have ninety-four in 
attendance. This is nineteen more than for the same time last 
year. 


The folowing is the present corps of teachers with the as- 
signment of their work: Charles M. Light, principal, peda- 
gogy and mathemaltics; Hugh A. Owen, biology, geography 
and history; Н. E. P. Thomas, science, elocution and music; 
Mrs. May B. Goodell, English; Miss Alice Bailey, Spanish and 
assistant in mathematics; Miss Jane Langley, principal of the 
training department and instructor in primary methodology. 

In comparison with our last report it will be seen that one : 
Iteacher has been added to the faculty this year. The growth 
of the school demands that another also be added shortly. 
With the appropriation for building purposes, granted by the 
last Legislative Assembly, the Board of Regents is erecting 
an addition to the Normal building. This wil releave the 
erowded condition of the school and enable us to do more ef- 
ficient departmental work. The rooms are to be used by the 
training school and for laboratory purposes. 


With the aid of Miss Langley, who has not only had a wide 
and successful experience in teaching, but has recently been 
a visitor and a student of several of the experimental schools 
of tthe east апа north, the Normal lis attempting the solution 
of some of ithe educational problems of today. The one en- 
gaging our attention most is this: How can manual training 
and the free use of kindergarten methods make the teaching 
and learning in the various branches pursued in the several 
grades of tthe school work more effective? The merits of 
manual training for it’s own sake are sufficient to demand 
its introduction inte all school work. 


But we find its co-ordinate use still more meritorious. Num- 
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ber, larguage and tthe nature of objects are studied in full 
view of their use. 

Children аге taught to weave, mold, make, and represent 
in language and art forms, their various observations and 
discoveries. The number exercise arises from. a matter of 
necessity. The learner is lead to make his own estimation of 
the material required and to exercise his judgment as to ‘the 
relation of quantity. W'hat has been observed and done is 
described and narrated as a language exercise and what has 
been done in oral form becomes the reading lesson for the 
pupil. In everything the child’s personal and social interest 
is made manifest. Of course all routine drills of the ordinary 
school are avoided. Instead, many-sided views of the same 
process are observed and worked out. Thus old processes are 
reviewed aud new forms learned and used. 

It is found that the children with this method, though less 
time is employed on the so-called common branches, advance 
more rapidly, are more interested and become more thought- 
ful and skillful in execution. | 

The use о" books in our training school is reduced to a min- 
imum. Тһе teacher supplies the most of the material as she 
works it out with the children. The lessons are connected 
progressively and suited to the environments of the school. 
IL is readily seen that a method like this requires a high class 
of teaching ability to carry it forward. But ability to teach 
suecessfully is precisely what the Normal School seeks to fur- 
nish its students. 

It is our plan to give our graduates the highest conception 
of the methods and theories of education, we can not do less 
and be loyal to the purpose for which the Normal School was 
created. 

From rhe above ii is plain that the Normal School of New 
Mexico, is growing in numbers, importance and efficiency. 
The increase in the number enrolled is due to several causes. 
The development of the mining industry of this section has not 
only increased its population but has made-parents financial- 
ly more able to send their children to school. /The reputation 
of the school both for the character of the work done and 
the good behavior of its students is also a factor in its pop-

ularity. Besides the liberal support which the Territory has 
given the institution ‘has been such that our Board ‘has been 
able to provide more of the necessary facilities for its growth. 
That the school has thus grown and is growing аз the various 
enterprises of the Territory are developing is а sufficient ar- 
gument for its continuance and liberal support.

E Territorial Library, New Mexico, Feb., 1901. 

I have ithe ‘honor here to submit to the 34th Legislative 
Assembly my report as territorial librarian and custodian 
of the Mexican archives pertaining to our Territory. 

The Act of March 1, 1882, regulating the Territorial Li- 
brary, and requiring a report from the librarian, committed 
the care and management of the library to the Governor, Вес- 
retary of the ТегЦогу and librarian, making it eminently 
proper for the librarian to make report, but since then by an 
act entitled “An Act to create a Board of Trustees for the 
management and supervision of the Territorial Library," the 
entire management, control and supervision of said library, 
as well as full and complete management of all its financial 
- affairs, was given to a Board of Trustees, consisting of the 
judge of the district court of the county of Santa Fe and two 
residents cf said county by him to be chosen, thus relieving 
the librarian from all participation in the management and 
control of the library and confining his duties to the care and 
custody of the books and property committed to his care, and 
his daily services in the rooms of the library in attendance 
upon iis patrons, and it is of these matters only that I can 
make report. 

The library prpoer may be said to be undi а, law library, : 
consisting as yet of only five thousand five hundred and fifty 
books now shelved in the library rooms in the new capitol 
building. In addition to these there are many thousands in 
number and many tons in weight of valuable public docu- 
ments for which no room ean be found in the Capitol except 
by stowing them in the basement where shelving is now being 
prepared on which to place and arrange them, but the place 

is wholly unfitted for their permanent location, consisting 


~ 
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as it does of but three rooms, insufficient in size, one only of _ 
which has a windcw. А thoroughly compentent person has 
been empioyed by the trustees of the library to shelve, ar- 
range and classify these documents and he assures me that 
he expects soon to complete his task. 

The Act of March 16, 1897, providing for the “Compilation, 
publication and distribution of the laws of the Territory of 
New Mexico,” required that fifteen hundred volumes in Eng- 
lish and five hundred in Spanish of the Compilation author- 
ized by said act (Compilation of 1897), should be delivered by 
the public printer {ο the territorial librarian to be distributed 
and disposed of as therein directed, and whatever of this de- 
livery and distribution was made and done, was so made and 
done before I took possession of the library in March, 1899. 
I then found several hundred volumes of said Compilation in 
the library for which I duly gave receipt to my predecessor. 
Since that time the Territorial Treasurer has sold forty-nine 
volumes of said Compilation, which I delivered to the pur- 
chasers on the order of the said Treasurer, and I have also 
delivered to the justices of the peace of the several counties, 
under the act of March 15, 1899, 366 copies, and 36 additional 
copies to the several members of the 34th Legislative As- 
sembly, under joint resolution No. 2 of said Assembly. The 
remainder as received from my predecessor are still in my 
possession. 

The Territory has also become the owner of from one to 
three hundred of each volume of the Supreme Court Re- 
ports, except the first all of which have been deposited in the 
library by direction of the law. These are still intact except 
in so far as they have been exchanged with the several states 
and territories by the courtesy recognized and observed by 
all the states. 

It seems that in each case the territory was compelled to 
make this investment in order to obtain the publication of 
the several volumes of our reports, and there is no way of 
reimbursing itself except by sale of the volumes so purchsed. 
But as there is no law authorizing such sale, I would respect- 
fully cail the attention of your Honorable Assembly to the 
propriety of fixing а price upon said several volumes of re- 
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ports and authorizing ‘their sale by some official to. be Speci- 
fied. | 


To the custody and charge of the librarian has also been 
committed the Mexican Archives here found when the Uni- 
ted States took Military possession of the Territory, or such of 
them as have survived the carelessness of ‘some official or offi- 
cials to whom they were intrusted, ог whose office was their 
proper depository. No special attention seems to have been 
given to these Archives by the Legislature until the session of 
1862-3 when the librarian was made their custodian and he 
was required to keep in а separate book a complete “register 
of ‘all the bundles, documents and papers belonging to the old 
Archives of this territory” and again by Act of March 1, 1882, 
bc was directed “to properly arrange either chronologically 
or by subjects, the manuscript archives of the Territory of 
New Mexico, and ‘have the same bound in suitable volumes for 
preservation, and four hundred dollars was appropriated to 
defray the expense thereof. Under this law the librarian 
appears to ‘have arranged these archives chronologically, but 
instead of binding them in suitable volumes as directed, has 
simply tied them in bundles with an endorsement on each in- 
dicating the interval of time to which the papers there in- 
closed relate. 


No provision has ever been made for translating these doc- 
uments, and as there are some hundred of these papers, it 
many eontain perhaps a hundred or more separate papers, it 
is evident that it would cost no inconsiderable sum to have 
them translated, bound and made available to the public. 
Frequent search for particular documents is made among 
them by parties interested, often continued for weeks, the 
search involving an examination of each paper, with perhaps 
nothing to guide them in the selection of the bundle or bun- 
dles to be examined. 


Success in such cases is very seldom, and purely accidental. 
They are as yet in а very unsatisfactory condition. 

By ihe courtesy of the Hon. Secretary of the Territory, I 
have been permitted to deposit these archives, in the condi- 
tion above described, im one of the fire proof compartments

Hon. M. A. Otero, Governor, Santa Fe, New Mexico. 

Dear Sir: Sinee filing my report for the fiscal year ending 
June 30th,. 1900, the expectations then entertained for a 
prosperous year for the cattle interests of New Mexico, have 
rot been fully realized; although in that part of the Territory 
lying east of the Rio Grande, the conditions have been about 
normal, the part lying west of the river suffered greatly from 
the drought that prevailed not only in that section, but also 
over Arizona, and the greater portion of the western range 
country, causing ‘the loss of nearly all the early calves and so 
emaciating the older calttle that there was a well founded 
fear that the range would not furnish sufficient feed to carry 
them through the winter, both grass and water dried up ex- 
cept at a few of the largest of the permanent watering places, 
where the grass was all tramped out for miles about in every 
direction and the cattle became so weak that they could not 
go out far enough to get a good fill, and in that condition 
they could not be handled, either for shipment or driven to 
sections where grass and water could be found, but happily. 
that part of New Mexico where the conditions were the worst 
was just before the killing frost came, visited by ‘heavy rains 
which, though coming too late to make new grass, filled up 
the tanks and arroyas making plenty of surface water, thus 
enabling cattle to find feed in plenty in places where they 
had been unable to graze before, having. been to remote from 
water. The range cow has a wonderful vitality and a heavy 
death loss is not now expected unless some extraordinary 
stress of weather should visit that section in the early spring, 
but the expected increase for the year will be very much re- 
duced; this, together with the short corn crop in Kansas, 
stopped the movenient of cattle to market during the last half 
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of the year almost altogether, the total for the year being 
28,118 head less than that of any other year since their move- 
ments have .been chronicled by this Board, more than two- 
thirds of those that did go being from that part of the Terri- 
tory lying cast of the Rio Grande. 


Indications point to a strong demand for young steers, to 
re-stock the ranges in the maturing states, to the north. 
These people have bought sparingly for the last two years and 
in consequence of the short range last fall shipped out every- 
thing they could get on the cars. No one believes that they will 
go out of the business, and to supply their-wants, buy wher 
they may, enough cattle will be needed to make an impression 
on the market. They want good long strings of well: graded 
cattle, uniform in size, color and weight, and will buy wher- 
ever such can be found. For some years they have bought 
but few in New Mexico, assigning as a reason that they can- 
not get enough of ihe -class they want from any one outfit; 
that though there are some very good ones here, there are 
too many off collors and indifferent steers in the herds to' 
make them desirable as a lot, and that they have not the time 
to go over the whcle Territory, picking up a bunch here and 
there that suits them, in order to get as many as they want; 
that they prefer to go elsewhere to get a quick deal and an 
early delivery. There is some reason in ‘their contention. 
New Mexico cattlemen as a rule are not panticular about the 
selection of their breeding cows, claiming that a poor calf is 
better than none, which is poor policy in any one breeding 
for the market, and can never be made profitable. 

As an example of what {һе introduction of good blood and 
the selection of the breeding stock will do, a large string of 
yearling steers from the Bell ranch, in easter New Mexico, 
were sold cn the Kansas City market about the end of Octo- 
ber last, when the market was at its worst for common cattle, 
for $23.40 per head, and thousands more of the same class 
‚ were wanted at the same figure. It is true that these steers 
were raised in a fenced pasture where common range bulls 
cannot mix with the herd. Our range cattlemen have of late 
paid out a great deal of money in introducing good blood into 
their herds and the elimination of undesirable breeding stock 
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and the exclusion of scrubby bulls from the range, which is 
by law authorized in Section 180 of the Compiled Laws of 
1897, would remove the objection cited above to our steer 
cattle by nenthern or any other buyers. As a breeding coun- 
try, New Mexico has no equal on this continent, but cattle 
can be better matured in the states farther north, and once 
the young cattle bred here are found to be valuable for their 
purpose, à market may фе established, that in material re- 
sults would double tthe best we have ever had or that would 
ever be possible if the present careless system of breeding 
be persisted in. 


During the year a book containing all the re-recorded and 
all other original brands that were of record to July 1st, 1900, 
has been published by the Board, copies of which have been 
forwarded to the Clerks of each county, in compliance with 
the law of 1895, and are also held for sale at the office of the 
Cattle.Sanitary Board at East Las Vegas, N. M., delivered 
there at 50 cents rer copy, or at 60 cents if ordered ito be sent 
by mail. This book is considered to be of great utility as it 
covers all legally recorded brands up to that date, so that 
disputes as to the ownership of any brand may be settled by 
reference tu it and those wishing to record brands may see 
what are already on record. 


Early iu August last Inspector Gray reported that some 
cattle, mostly milch cows, about Clayton, were suffering from 
an affection their owners did not understand, and were 
alarmed about. А vetinarian was sent to examine them, who 
advised that it was caused by hot, dry weather, and was not 
likely {ο be fatal, giving a prescription with instructions for 
its use. Good rains following soon after, it disappeared. 
This was the only case where the services of a vetinarian has 
been required during 1900. 


‘Since the Quarantine Proclamation by the Governor, under 
date of October 39, 1900, was issued, attempts have been made 
to introduce ticky cattle into this Territory, some ait Roswell 
and others by way of El Paso. Those at Roswell were sent 
back to Texas without being permitted £o unload; and those 
at El Paso were held in quarantine until all danger of in- 
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fection had pass2d and were then permitted to go forward to 
destination. - 

The Legislature during Из coming session will be asked 
to amend ihe laws as they. now stand so that the most import- 
ant industry in the Terrritory may have better protection, par- 
ticularly those reiating to the “Larceny of Cattle.’ The pros- 
ecutions for that offense in the southern part of the Territory 
having shown that it was possible for the thieves, by availing 
themselves of technicalities, to escape punishment for their 
depredations on ihat class.of property. 

During the year 1900, 180,126 head of mostly steer cattle 
were sold and removed from the Territory, and 4,865 stock 
cattle were brought in; 7,634 hides were inspected, not much 
more ‘than half the number accounted for a few years ago. 

The number of strays taken possession of by Inspectors of 
the Board and sold for the account of their owners, is becom- 
ing less every year, the total in 1900 being only 57, 30 of 
which have been already paid for, the brands on the others 
not being clearly identified, will appear on ithe stray list 
now in course of publication. 

Accompanying this will be found the financial statement, 
together with the names of the members as the Board is now 
constituted, and its Inspectors. |

Sir: In compliance with your request of the 8th inst., we 
beg leave to ‘submit to you the report of the Sheep Sanitary 
Board of New Mexico from December 15th, 1898, to Decem- 
ber 15th, 1900. 

During the years 1899 and 1900, the Board has had con- 
stantly employed a corps of from forty to fifty range and ship- 
ping sheep inspectcrs. АП of these inspectors have been at 
all times in communication with and under instructions from 
the Board. 

The range inspectors inspect every flock in their respective 
districts at least once a year and make a report of each herd 
as to its sanitary condition, ear marks, range, etc. In case 
the disease of scabies is discovered in any flock, they have 
full directions in regard to quarantining with authority to 
dip the sheep until entirely cured, in case the owner does not 
comply immediately with the order of the inspector to dip the 
sheep. They also have authority to impose fines, which has 
been found, however, seldom necessary. | 

Our shipping inspecters carefully inspect for any signs of 
scabies, and should any be found the sheep are held in quar- 
antine and dipped twice, ten days apart, before being allowed 
to leave the Territory. They also carefully inspect as to ear 
marks ‘and brands, a record of which is kept and a report of 
every shipment made, or flock driven out, sent to the Board. 

A list of the sheep growers of the Territory, together with 
their postoffice addresses, has been prepared, and copies in 
both English and Spanish of all orders of the Board, of the 
sheep sanitary law and statutes relating to the handling of 
sheep in this territory, of the rules and regulations: of the 
Board, and of rulings of the government Bureau of Animal 
Industry, as well as other matters of interest to the sheep 
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growers, are mailed to every sheep man on the list. 

А. year or more ago the Board commenced corresponding 
with Hon. D. E. Salmon, Chief of Bureau of Animal Industry, 
Washington, D. С., urging the government to place а, corps 
of government inspectors in the Territory for the inspection 
of sheep coming in and going out, and that the Board would 
co-operate in every way. This year the government has 
placed in this Territory a corps of inspectors charged with 
the duty of making such inspections, who have acted with the 
inspectors of the Sheep Sanitary Board, and the result has 
been that no sheep affected with scabies have left New Mex- 
ico this season. Many growers have built improved dipping 
vats at their home ranches, new publie dipping places have 
been established, and owners are far more careful when their 
sheep have any scab, to dip and cure them at their home range 
before driving to shipping points, thus giving our sheep a 
better reputation and price in the market. 

From our range inspectors’ reports, general range inspec- 
tion for this year being now about finished, we feel confident 
there is less scab in the Territory than in previous years. 

During the first half of the year 1899, New Mexico suffered 
from 'drouth, and all of the western portion during the first 
half of the present year, but notwithstanding this, by moving 
most of the herds to the higher mountains, where grass and 
water are always to be found, the lambs sold for mutton this 
fall have been equal to, if not better than, lambs of former 
years, new improved blood being constantly introduced by the 
bringing in of fine rams. The market price for lambs for the 
first feeding has ranged from ‘three to three and a ‘half per 


pound, netting the grower from $1.75 to $2.25 per head. 
During the years 1899 and 1900, our inspectors have discov- 


ered and returned some 400 stray sheep, in small flocks, and 
about 2,500 stolen sheep. The most of the stolen sheep were 
in two large flocks. The thieves who stole them were arrested 
by inspectors of the Board and turned over to the proper offi- 
cials, and the sheep returned to their rightful owners. We 
are justly proud of the fact that there is so little stealing, 
believing that our having inspectors in every county looking 
Cut-Iof"vué Intosts of the growers generally, prevents steal- 
ing which mighótherwise take place. 
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During the last two years a large number of sheep men 
have taken advantage of the law in regard to recording theiv 
marks and brands with Ше Board, such recording giving the 
owners of marks thus recorded an exclusive right to the use 
thereof. 

The two most important questions that the sheep industry 
of this Territory has ever been called upon to face, is the 
proposed leasing of public lands ard the exclusion of sheep 
from the Forest reserves. 

A little over a year ago the proposition of leasing the pub- 
lic lands was being discussed and strongiy urged from cer- 
tain sources with ‘the object of inducing Congress to legislate 
to that end. The proposition to lease publie lands was fav- 
огей by large association and companies which could, under 
such legislation, come in and lease large tracts, monopolize 
the industry and drive all small owners from the business. 
The .conditions in New Mexico are such that a small grower 
would have to lease lands for his winter range a hundred or 
two hundred miles from his summer range, and to lease a 
large acreage of land which he could not utilize and which 
would be of practically no value, thus making such a heavy 
` tax or expense that he could not continue in the business. 
This question was to be debated and acted upon by the Na- 
tional Live Stock Association at their annual meeting the 
15th, 16th, ТОШ and 18th of January, 1900, at Fort Worth 
Texas. The members of the Board, believing ‘as they still be- 
lieve, that this is the most serious question that Фе sheep 
men of this Territory have ever emcountered, attended the 
annual meeting of the National Live Stock Association, of 
which Association this Sanitary Board 18:8, member, and 
acted with others in strongly opposing the passage of a res- 
olution which was introduced, calling on Congress to legislate 
for the leasing of public lands, and while a resolution was 
finally passed, it was in a modified form and provided for а 
committee to be appointed from the states and territories in- 
terested, io draft a bill to be urged on Congress for passage, 
the bill to be submitted to the National Live Stock Aissociaition 
at their next annual meeting which will be held in Salt Lake, 
Utah, the 15th, 16th, 17th and 18th of January, 1901. The 
committee will report at that meeting and the proposed bill 


- 
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will be debated and voted upon. Аз this Association is a 
national one and las great influence with Congress as to pro- 
posed legislation affecting stock interests, a number of bills 
having already beem introduced in Congress in different forms 
providing for such leasing of public lands, the Sheep Sanitary 
Board believes it very important that New Mexico should be 
represented at such meeting by a Stock Growers’ Association 
with a large voting power and a strong and active delegation. 

The discrimination against and exclusion of sheep from the 
Forest Reserves by order of the Secretary of the Interior is 
nearly, if rot quite, as important as the proposed leasing of 
public lands. If contemplated reseravtions in New Mexico 
are created and sheep excluced therefrom, it will be possible 
for only a small portion of the sheep growers engaged in that 
industry today to continue in the future. Tt will practically 
destroy the greatest industry New Mexico has, reduce greatly 
the assessable property of the Territory and cut off the larg- 
est income which comes into this Territory frdm the outside. 
Sheep men contend, and are supported by the facts, that the 
discrimination against sheep is unjust, that sheep do not do 
any harm by being allowed to graze during certain portions 
of the year in the Forest Reserves, that they do not injure 
the young ‘trees, but on the contrary that they are of great 
- benefit in cating down the thick growth of weeds and grasses, 

and that the herders put cut and prevent forest fires. In 
_ forests where sheep have been excluded or have not grazed 
for ‘several years, in the winter time the thick, dry under- 
growth is'such that when a fire starts it is impossible to га 
it out or stay it in its course. 


The Board believes that resolutions to be forwarded to Con- 
gress should be ‘passed by the Thirty-fourth Legislative As- 
sembly urging upon Congress that no action be taken for the 
leasing of public lands for grazing purposes ‘and that legisla- 
tion be had which will prevent discrimination against sheep 
; in the Forest Reserves, and will permit them there to graze 
the same as cattle or horses. | 

The number of sheep brought into this Territory during the 
two years covered ру this report, as shown by the records of 
the Board, is 100,864. 
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The number of sheep which have left the Territory during 
the same period of time, is 922,938. 

The estimated number of sheep in the Territory, take 
from data in the office of the Board, is about 3,250,000. 

The following is a. correct statement of the receipts ап 
expenditures by the Board during the period of two years 
before referred to, being from December-15th, 1898, to De- 
cember 15th, 1900. In making this statement, we desire, 
however, to call particular attention to the fact that we have 
not yet had our annual December meeting for the year 1900, 
ond that none of our inspectors have been paid for this year. 
Their reports are row being sent in and will be passed upon 
at the annual meeting to be held December 22, 1900, it hav- 
ing been adjourned from the second Thursday until that date, 
in order to secure a full attendance of the Board and com- 
plete reports from the inspectors. We estimate the amounts 
which will be paid for such inspections and other expenses to` 
be passed upon at that time to ‘be between five and six thou- 
sand dollars:

Sir: In compliance with your request, I have the honor 
10 submit Lerewith a report of the operations of the Bureau 
от Immigration from the first day of January, 1899, to the 
first day of December, 1900. 

During the session of the 33d Legislative Assembly the 
following cifizens were appointed to be the new members of 
ihe Board, viz.: L. Bradford Prince, first district; Felipe 
Chavez, second district; W. A. Hawkins, third district; 
Frank Springer, fourth district; A. C. Campbell, fifth district. 

Mr. Felipe Chavez did not qualify. The remainder of the 
appointees did. Owing to Mr. Felipe Chavez's declination 
of the office, Mr. Ferdinand Lowenthal, who was at the meet- 
ing of the Legislative Assembly the member from the second 
district, remained in office as no other appointment for the 
second district was made. The Board, at its first meeting, 
held for organization at Albuquerque, April 15, 1899, or- 
ganized by electing L. Bradford Prince, president; W. A. 
Hawkins, vice president; Ferdinand Lowenthal, treasurer; 
Max Frost, secretary. The location of the office of the Bu- 
reau, by resolution, was changed from Albuquerque to Santa 
Fe and ihe headquarters were then and -there established. 
During the past two years several members of the Bureau. 
resigned, and their places were filled as follows: Frank 
Springer, fourth district, resigned and was succeeded by W. 
B. Bunker of the same district; W. A. Hawkins of the third 
district resigned, and was succeeded by A. G. Hood of the 
same district; A. C. Campbell of the fifth district resigned, 
and was succeeded by Jose E. Torres of the same district. 
The membership of the Board is therefore as follows: 

L. Bradford Prince of Santa Fe, president; W. E. Bunker 
of San Miguel, vice president; F. Lowenthal of. Bernalillo, 
treasurer; A. G. Hood, of Grant and Jose E. Torres of Socorro, 
members; Max Frost of Santa Fe, secretary. 

The operations of the Bureau during the past two years 
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have been quite extensive. The correspondence has increased : 
monthly and the demand for literature also has shown a 
Steady increase. youn the years 1899 and 1900 three thou- 
sand pamphlets on the climate of New Mexico have been dis- 
tributed; tliree thousand pamphlets on horticulture and agri- 
culture; three thousand pamphlets on mines and minerals in 
New Mexico. These pamphlets have been distributed to ap- 
plicants by letter and at the different conventions and con- 
gresses attended Фу Hon. Т.. В. Prince, president of the Bu- 
reau as its delegate and representative. In addition, one 
thousand copies of the report of Governor Otero for 1898 on 
the resources of New Mexico, and one thousand copies of 
his annual report for 1899 were purchased from the govern- 
ment printing office at Washington and with the exception of 
150 copies, have been distributed throughout the United 
States to public libraries and educational institutions and to 
applicants for the same. In October, 1900, a new pamphlet 
entitled “Climate is Fate,” descriptive of the climate and 
conditions of New Mexico, was published and during the p ast 
two months over fifteen hundred copies of this pamphlet have 
been distributed, partly through the mails to applicants and 
partly through the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
company and the Denver & Rio Grande Railrod company, 
both of which roads sent for five hundred copies for distri- 
bution and are now asking for more. This publication was 
received with great favor by the public and attention is 
called in the appendix ‘hereto ‘to the extract from the official 
bulletin of the New Mexico Weather Bureau containing ап 
editorial from the Denver Republican, and also to a few of 
the commendatory letters received by the Bureau concerning 
this new publication from Messrs. E. T. Jeffery, president of 
the D. & R. G. Railroad company; Paul Morton, 'vice Presi- 
dent; S. K. Hooper, general passengcr agent of the D. & R. 
G. Railway; W. Н. Simpson, advertising agent, Santa Fe 
route; Dr. Nathan E. Boyd, editor Monthly Review, London; 
.James А. Davis, industrial commissioner of the Santa Fe 
railway; and Willis L. Moore, chief of the United States 
Weather „Bureau. : 

These are samples of many similar letters received by the 
Bureau: | 
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During the past two years dhe Bureau has worked quite 
hard in the formation of.a collection of minerals for exhibi- 
tion at its office and has made a good commencement. Num- 
erous letters have been written to mining men throughout the 
territory, asking for specimens and it is believed that within 
ihe next year a handsome collection of minerals will be made. 

The correspondence of the Bureau has been promptly at- - 
tended to and during the past two years over 2,200 letters 
have been received and answered and literature sent to ap- 
plieants. There can be no doubt that this has done ‘the ter- 
ritory à great deal of good as the number of healthseekers 
and tourists and people seeking new homes in a milder climate 
than the rerthern portion of the United States, has greatly 
increased during the past two years and. many of these peo- 

.ple have become permanent residents of the territory, while 
others come regularly to New Mexico to spend their winters. 

The president of the Bureau, Hon. L. Bradford Prince, as its 
delegate, has attended a number of national convent'ons and 
congresses during the past two years and has been instru- 
mental in distributing a great deal of literature there and has 
also ‘taken mineral and agricultural specimens to these con- 
ventions and congresses for the purpose of calling attention to 
New Mexico's magnificent resources and thereby inducing 
people to come here. In detail the following are tthe conven- 
tions and congresses which he attended as а representative of 
the Bureau: 

In 1900 he attended the Trans-Mississippi Commercial Con- 
gress at Houston, Texas, from April 17th to April 21st; was 
elected its vice president and presided during the greater part 
of the sessions on account of the illness of the president. He 
introduced resolutions in favor of statehood for New Mexico, 
for the establishment of a national department of mines and 
mining and for the extension to-the territories of the “Carey 
Act” which donates arid lands to the states for irrigation pur- 

` poses, made speeches on Фе first two subjects and secured the 
passage of all three resolutions. He was chairman of the 
committee on resolutions at this-congress. At the close of 
the session he proceeded immediately to Washington as one 
of a committee appointed to urge a congressional appropria- 
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tion to the Louisiana Purchase Exposition ito be held in St. 
Louis in 1903 and made an address before the committee of 
the House of Representatives on that subject. | 

At the international Mining Congress held in Milwaukee 
June 19th to 22nd, he took a prominent part, making the 
reply to the addresses of welcome and being chairman of the 
committee on resolutions, and near the close of the session 
was elected president of the organization, to preside over the 
next annual congress to be at Boise City, Idaho. At ‘this 
meeting he made an important address on the subject of the 
establishment of a national department of mining and 
secured the passage of a resolution to that effect. Не also 
introduced the following resolution and succeeded in haying 
it passed uhanimously. 

"Resolved that the congress of the United States be 
respectfully requested to provide by law for the locating апа 
working of mines of {һе reserved minerals, gold, silver and 
quicksilver on Spanish and Mexican Land Grants.” 

This is the most important matter requiring attention re- 
garding our mineral interests, as at present all of the mines 
of gold, silver and quicksilver are reserved by the United 
States in the titles given to grants confirmed by the Court of 
Private Land Claims, and while the grantee of the lands is 
thus prevented from using them, no provision is made by 
which any one else can locate or work them. The passage of 
the proposed act of congress will open a large area of mining 
territory aud afford employment to thousands of prospectors 
and miners. 

The National Irrigation Congress held at Chicago November 
2161 to 21th was one of great importance to New Mexico. 
Governor Prince was in attendance during tthe entire-session 
and was made chairman of the committee on resolutions and 
subsequently elected first vice-president of the convention. 
The resolutions which he reported were unanimously passed 
and a committee was appointed to take them to Washington 
and urge the importance of national action ав το” water 
storage and irrigation, on the president and other officials. 
Governor Prince was chairman of this committee and its 
spokesman in its interviews with the president, ihe secretary 
of the interior, the secretary of agriculture and the commis- 
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sioner of the general land office. 

In all ihree of these conventions and congresses it will be 
observed that Governor Prince took a very prominent part, 
being elected president of one and vice president of the other 
two and acting as chairman of the committee on resolutions 
in all three. New -Mexico was thus kept prominently before 
the public, the resolutions which were beneficial to the ter- 
ritory were passed and any that ‘were injurious to our inter- 
ests were prevented from being adopted. 

There ire now in preparation for distribution during the 
coming year the following pamphlets; one on mines and 
minerals ın New Mexico; one on agriculture and horticulture 
and the general resources of the different counties of New 
Mexico; one on cattle, sheep and goats in New Mexico, which 
are all nearly ready for publication and which will be distri- 
buted during the year 1901. It will be necessary at an early 
date to publish a second revised and enlarged edition of the 
pamphlet entitled Climate is Fate, as the demand for it is 
constantly increasing. 

The work of the Bureau has grown so much and the outlook 
for the next two years is so much better toward inducing im- 
migration to New Mexico and attracting the attention of the 
people of ihe United States at large to its resources, that it 
is recommended that a larger appropriation for the support 
and maintenance of the Bureau be made by the 34th. legisla- 
tive assembly. Experience has shown that $3,000 for this pur- 
pose would be none too muéh and could be expended with 
great benefit and utility to the best interests of ‘the people 
of the territory. I am sir,

And that the valuation per mile above stated shall include 
and cover all rolling stock, locomotives and cars of all descrip- 
tions, except sleeping cars. 

And the valuation upon all other property belonging to rail- 
road companies doing business within the territory of New 
Mexico, except main track, branches, side lines, switches 
and roling stock, is hereby fixed at the same valuation as such 
property was assessed in the various counties in which such 
property was located for the year 1900; that class of property 
including buildings, round houses, repair and machine shops, 
tools, implements, supplies and all other property not includ- 
ed in main, side lines, switches branches or rolling stock; and 
iu case there is any additional property of this class which 
was not so assessed in the year 1900, its valuation is hereby 
fixed and established at the same rate as similar property was 
so assessed in the year 1900. 

The valuation fixed upon all telegraph lines per mile is $25 
for lines carrying but one wire, and $5 additional per mile for 
each additional wire. 

The valuation fixed upon telephone companies is $10 for 
cach telephone instrument up to апа including 50, and $6 for 
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each additional instrument, and where telephone lines ех- 
tend beyond the limits of the place wherein the central office 
is located, the value of such lines is fixed at $15 per mile for 
the first wire, and $5 in’ addition per mile for each additional 
wire outside of said localities. | 

The valuation fixed upon all property belonging to sleeping 
car companies doing business within the territory is fixed at 
$4,000 each for each -and every first-class or “palace” sleeping 
car, and $1,200 each for each “tourist” sleeping car. 

The-valuation of all national and other banking stocks and 
surplus is fixed at 60 per cent of par value, and all other cor- 
porate stocks at 60 per cent of the actual cash value. 

The following valuation is placed upon live stock for the 
purpose of equalizing the value of the same -over the ter- 
ritory, viz: 

Stock horses, per head, $5; cow  ponies; рег head, $15; 
‘American horses, per head, $40; American mules, per head, 
$15; burros, per head, $2; stock cattle south of the thirty- 
fifth parallel of latitude, per head, $11; stock cattle north of 
the thirty-fifth parallel of latitude, per head, $12; improved 
Sheep, $1.50 per head; unimproved sheep, per head, $1; graded 
angora goats, per head, $2; common goats, per head, 75 cents; 
improved dairy cattle, $30. 

The valuation fixed upon lands for the purpose of equaliz- 
ing the values of the same throughout the territory is fixed as 
follows: | 

Coal lands situated not more than ten miles from a railroad 
that have not been worked, $20 per acre; when situated more 
than ten miles from a railroad, and not being worked, $10 per 
acre; merchantable timber land within fifteen miles. of a rail- 
road, $3.50 per acre; all other timber land, $1.50 per acre; 
lands without visible water supply, but where water can be 
obtained within a depth of 60 feet on any forty acres thereof, 
which land is fit for grazing purposes only, is valued at $1 
per acre. | 

All other grazing lands without water, fit for grazing pur- 
poses only, are valued at 20 cents per acre.

Το His Excellency, The Governor of New Mexico: 

The Capitol Custodian Committee respectfully submits the 
following report. 

This committee, which was appointed by your Excellency, 
and confirmed by the Council of the Thirty-third ,Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of New Mexico on the 16th day of 
March, 1899, met and organized-on the 22nd day of May, 1899, 
by the election of Solomon Spiegelberg as President and Al- 
fredo Hinojos as Secretary, and since then has held regular 
monthly meetings and eight special sessions. In addition, 
meetings were held with the Capitol Rebuilding Board for the 
purpose of perfecting arrangements for the dedication of the 
Capitol building and its trarsfer to this committee as custod- 
ians for the Territory. This transfer was effected on the 4th 
day of June, 1900, by the delivery of the keys of the building 
to your excellency by Hon. Frank Manzanares, the President 
of the Rebuilding Board, aad by you transferred to this com- 
mittee. 

The Capitol Rebuilding Board did all that was possible with 
the means and the knowledge at its command, to provide 
everything necessary for the Capitol building of the Territory ; 
for ihe necessities and accommodation of tthe Territorial 
offices; the convenience and comfort of the Legislative As- 
sembly and that of the people of the Territory. 

Immediately upon the completion of the building, the var- 
ious Territorial officers with their records, etc., were trans- 
ferred from the temporary quarters they had been occupying, 
to the offices and rooms assigned to them in the new building. 
This required some expense, part of which was met by this 
committee, and a rearrangement of some of the furniture, ete., 
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etc., was made for their accommodation, but at this time, the 
officials of the Territory are supplied with a sufficiency of fur- 
niture for the conduct of public business with the exception 
of the rooms of the Secretary, which are comparatively bare 
and wholly beneath the dignity and character of the office. 
The Council chamber and the hall of the House are both al- 
most entirely without seating for the general public, which 
for this session will be supplied ‘temporarily by the Secretary 
of the Territory. In addition to this, there are several of the 
committee rooms of both houses, which have suffered a loss 
of furniture to make the cffieials' offices complete. 

Inereased use of the building will require constant repairs 
or replacing of carpets, ‘iatting, chairs, tables, cabinets, table 
covers, etc., etc. 

We would earnestly call sttention to the stack, which is not 
sufficiently high to protect me dome from the deposition of 
soot. 

We have carefully and economically cared for the building 
to the present time and herewith submit a summary of the ex- 
pense incurred from June 4th to December 1st, inclusive, 
which amounts to $3,064.01, without the special fund approp- 
riated for insurance, a balance of which was received from the 
Rebuilding Board, and this sum was $125.00 less than the 
amount required to the end of the 51st fiscal year. 

There is also appended an estimate of the amount required 
for the fiscal year ending December 1st, 1901, and for the fiscal 
year ending December 1st, 1902. 

The grounds around the Capitod need immediate attention. 
A substantial paved walk nas been 1214, the Penitentiary de- 
partment furnished both the material and labor, from the 
northeastern gate to the north door of the building. Similar 
walks should be laid from the south door to the southeastern 
gate, and from the north door 10. the northeastern gate. А 
drive-way with good gravel should be made from the eastern 
double gate to both ends of the building as well as the double 
gates on the west front, and sidewalks should be laid om the 
outside of the grounds, on the east, north and west. 

The grounds of the Capitol, if they are to be in harmony 
with magnificent building and in keeping with the character 
and ability of the territory, and a credit to our people, should 
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have from 300 to 500 loads of gravel removed and at least 1000 
loads of good soil substituted therefor. Upon this soil grass 
seed must be sown, and evergreen and other shrubbery plant- 
ed. This is à work which could be done at once by adding to 
the expense, but the committee would recommend it be done 
by the labor and facilities to be had at the Pentitentiary, and 
that institution be given credit therefor.

Sirs In accordance with your recent suggestion, I have the 
honor to present for your consideration the following report 
of the Medical Department of the New Mexico Penitentiary. 
In presenting this report it is intended to give in as exact aud 
concise а manner as possible a history of the work performed 
by this Department in its various branches during the period 
beginning May 1, 1899, and ending December 31, 1900; and 
also to point to the evident difference and improvement be- 
tween Ше present administration, taken as a whole, and the 
previous administrations. 

Since the beginning of the present administration, May 1, 
1899, this institution has received a total of one hundred and 
eighty-nine convicts. The cumulative number of convicts, con- 
sidering inmates at the beginning of this period, those re- 
ceived, and those discharged, up to December 31, 1900, has 
reached a total of four hundred and five. 

Of the cumulative total of four hundred and five men 
which necessarily came under the care and consideration of 
this department, and in accordance with a complete record

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Of the tubercular cases from which death resulted, one had 
been developed before admission, the other having been con- 
tracted since admission, and in my estimation directly trace- 
able to infection from other сспуісів with whom he had been 
thrown in contact. 

The single death resulting from typhoid is a sermon upon 
the very efficient system cf sanitation and the rigorous en- 
forcement of hygienic laws by ‘the authorities of the prison. 

Of the total of seven tubercular hospital patients, four of 
them had the disease partially developed upon entrance. The 
remainder have since such time contracted the disease. 

Taking into consideration the crowded condition of the In- 
stitution, there being an average of two hundred and fifteen 


` convicts confined in a space 45x70 feet for‘at least twelve hours 


r 


per day, the number and percentage of sick calls show a very 
satisfactory condition; such calls, as has been stated, number- 
ing 3477, extending over a period of nineteen months with a 
cumulative number of men liable'to саге of four hundred and 
five, and showing the very low percentage of two and three 
tenths, and an average number of men reporting for treatment 
each day of about six. 

This gratifying condition is due in some measure to the 
healthful out-door work, in pure air and sunshine; to the 
regular habits compelled and acquired under the rules as pro- 
mulgated by the present prison administration; the careful 
supervision of and the provision ‘of proper food-stuffs; regular’ 
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bathing and changes of clothing; suitable exercise, which 
is given each day to those convicts who follow sedentary em- 
ployment; and to the excellent system ‘of sewerage, and the 
strict observance by the authorities of hygienic and sanitary 
laws, which are rigorously enforced. | 

The institution is now in possession of a very well equipped 
drug room, which has recently been entirely re-stocked and 
placed upon an eminently practical footing. The stock has 
been purchased first-hand from wholesalers and manufactur- 
ing chemists, thereby making a considerable saving, and pre- 
scriptions can now be filled to cover any ailment to which the 
inmates may become subject in the future. 

The hospital is located in a single but large room, in the up- 
per story of the building devoted to the shoe and tailor shop, 
and is well equipped with surgical instruments and hospital 
furnishings, though. the building itself is not adapted in the 
best manner to hospital purposes, chiefly so for lack of space, 
there being but one large ward, with a capacity of seven beds. 
This compels the indiscriminate mixing of tubercular, typhoid, 
surgical and other patients, which is hardly scientific and cer- 
tainly dangerous. i 

At present there are three patients suffering with tuber- 
culosis, in the general ward wiih other patients. АП pre- 
cautions possible аге taken to prevent infection, they being 
instructed not to expectorate on the ground or floor, but in 
special receptacles. The sputum is disinfected and cast into 
the vault. But, owing to the nature of the disease, other 
patients who must necessarily be thrown in contact with them 
while in the hospital, are very liable to infection, particularly 
so as their lowered vitality upon entrance renders them 
peculiarly susceptible. In view of this danger it would seem 
advisable tto set aside a separate building for hospital pur- 
poses, in which one ward can be devoted to the complete isola- 
tion of the tubercular and other infectuous and contagious 
diseases. 

To demonstrate the danger from tubercular patients, I will 
cite one case, viz: a paitient who was ordinarily a healthy man, 
was taken with pneumonia, and admitted to the hospital; made 
a good recovery, but just before being discharged was taken 
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with acute tuberculosis of the lungs, and died nine weeks after- 
wards. In my estimation, this fatality, not withstanding all 
possible precautions were taken, under the circumstances, was 
directly traceable to infection from ‘tubercular patients then 
within the ward. This would seem to bring forcibly to mind 
the necessity of separate quarters, as before suggested. Such 
precaution would certainly be taken in the case of small pox, 
and as the actual danger frum tuberculosis is much greater, 
such suggestion seems reasonable. 

A separate building, not necesarily large, should be erect- 
ed. The building should contain one operating room, with sur- 
vical ward attached; one general ward, one tubercular ward, 
and one ward for specific contagious and infectuous diseases, 
ibesides à small room to be used for a drug room. However, 
nothwithstanding the advantage suggested, the present sys- 
tem of hospital work is far superior and a vast improvement 
over previous regimes. _ 

Аз has been before stated, the sick calls which came directly 
under the charge of the attending physicians during this 
period, amounted to a total of thirty-four hundred and seven- 
ty-seven. This is not taking into account the hospital calls. 

The complaints -were, as would be natural, distributed 
through a large field of medical practice, the seasons of course 
influencing the preponderance of any one set of diseases. 
Thus in summer the attending physician has been compelled to 
diagnose and treat largely with dysentery, diarrhoea, stomach 
troubles, and malaria; in the winter season with pneumonia, 
‘bronchitis, catarrhal conditions of the nasal passages, grip, 
rheumatism, tonsilitis, and oi her complaints usually developed 
at that season. 

In the treatment of these cases over fifteen thousand pre- 
scriptions were made and compounded. 

Altogether, in reviewing the operations of this department, 
which have been ably seconded and abetted by the prison au- 
thorities in every way possible, the condition of affairs has 
been highly satisfactory during the past πιἠίθσπ months. The 
death rate, which is exceedingly. small one of one and four 
tenths per cent. per thousand, could hardly be bettered under 
any conditions, many of the cities of the country which 
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boast of exeeptionally healthy surroundings going far above 
that figure in their death rate. The instiution has been- re- 
markably free from the invasion of the epidemics which have 
recently prevailed in this City and Territory, due to the un- 
ceasing watchfulness on the part of the management as re- 
gards good hygienic and sanitary laws.

Santa Fe, М. M., Dec. 3rd, А. D. 1900. 

His Excellency M. A. Otero, Governor of New Mexico: 

Sir: Complying with the mandates of the law we beg leave 
to present, for the Governor and the Legislature, a full and 
detailed report and itemized statement of all expenditures as 
well as the actions of the Board during the past twa years, 
also such recomendations as to us seem necessary and ad- 
visable. 

Up to 1897 the deaf, dumb and blind children of New Mex- 
ico, had no opportunity to receive an education, no schools, 
publie, having existed in the Territory to that time. 

Ву an Act (Chapter 31) of our Legislature, approved Febru- 
ary 24, 1897 a school for the education of the deaf and dumb 
children “resident in this Territory" was established. 

Up to the close of the last term, from one to 13 children per 
year have attended, 5 of these children were in 1896-1897, in 
ihe school as private pupils, the school having closed for want 
of funds. 

Although the school, when established, was made a Terri- 
torial School, it had not been declared a Territorial Institu- 
tion, until the 33rd Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico, by an act approved March 15, 1899, declared it 
so, naming it “Asylum for the Education of the Deaf and 
Dumb. ” This law created a Board of five Trustees for the 
management of ihe Asylum. , Prior to that time the school 
had been under the control of a committee composed of the : 
Attorney General of the Territory, the Auditor and Treasur- 
er of the Territory. 

During the years 1897, 1898 and 1899, feui Indian pupils, 
two boys and two girls, have been receiving their education, 
in the institution at the expense of the United States Gov- 
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ernment, the Government having. paid for their education near. 
ly two thousand dollars ($2,000.00). This rioney was- not 
turned over to the Territory, our predecessors having allowed 
the Superintendent of the Asylum to keop it, the said India. 
- pupils having been admitted as private scrolars. 


The law of 1897, provided that pupils, not indigent, should 
pay such amount as the committee should fix, and the Terri- 
tory was to pay for the indigent children. We can find no 
record or minutes to show how much it was charged nor- 
what was done with the money thus charged, and collected, 
nor what amount was colleeted, but Mr. Larson, who was 
then in eharge of the school, informs your Board that some- 
thing like $366.00, were by him collected'from that source, 
and that said amount was retained by him under authority 
of the Committee, as he claims. 


The present Board was organized on the tenth day of April, 
1899, the day fixed by Chapter 42 laws of 1899, and elected 
Mrs. Т. Ῥ. Gable, as president and Benjamin M. Read, Secre- 
{агу of the Board. | 

We found the schoo] opened and that it was being con- 
ducted without funds, and at once ordered it closed on the 
last day of May 1899, and to continue closed until funds were 
available to pay off the debts, and to reopen the school as 
soon as we had money to conduct it on a cash basis. 

We ascertained, as near as we could, from the official re- 
ports of the Auditor of the Territory, the exact financial con- ' 
dition of the Institution, at the time we took charge of it, and 
found that, there had been paid out by the Territory about 
$26,219.49, in purchasing land, building, paying teachers’ sal- 
aries, from 1887 to May, 1899. 

The real estate property of the Asylum, consists of one 
three-story brick building, and a small addition, also  of' 
brick, and four or five acres of land. Only about from one- 
half to one acre of this land has been somewhat improved, by 
the planting of a few fruit trees. 

The building and part of the land, back of it, cost the sum 
of four thousand dollars. The small piece of land now ‘par- 
tially improved; was bought for seventy-five dollars, making 
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a total of $4,075.00, which is the amount paid for the real 
estate now owned Ъу- the Asylum. 

Of personal proprety, such as desks, maps and all other 
school paraphernalia, dishes, beds, etc., the total value is 
about five hundred dollars. In other words the Asylum has 
in property, real estate and personal, the sum of $4,575.00. 
It also has a library of something like 250 volumes, which did 
not cost the Territory а cent, the Ladies of Fhe Board of 
Trade of the city of Santa Fe having donated the same to the 
Asylum some time ago. 

Although our predecessors have constantly repaired the 
buildings, they are to-day far from meriting the name of a 
Territorial Institution. The building needs repairs and addi- 
tions badly. In its present condition, it is no credit to the 
Territory, poverty is apparent on every side. 

We are at present hampered for want of funds, and see no 
prospect, to firmly continue the good work of the Asylum, un- 
less а more respectable appropriation is made. 


From June, 1899, to the 1st of April, 1900, there was no 
school for want of funds. The buildings were in bad condi- 
tion and in great need of repairs. There was no school sta- 
tionary, such as School Register, blanks for applications, re- 
ports, etc. We determined to remedy this evil by appropri- 
ating a sufficient sum of money the moment we received the 
first money from the Territory, which was January 31st, 1900, 
to order the most necessary and indispensable repairs, provide 
Asylum with all the necessary records and stationery and 
other things, absolutely required to save the property, and in- 
sure the comfort of the employees and children. The walls 
were kalsomined, window shades were put in all the windows, 
the lumber work was painted, electric light, (light furnished 
by the Penitentiary authorities (under the law) furnished, 
a chemical fire extingusiher placed within the building, a 
bath-room with two good and modern tubs was fixed up, and ` 
a good and substantial coal and wood shed built, and the 
‚ Superintendent furnished with a letter press, and letter copy- 
ing book, etc., аз well as such other stationery as his office re- 
quires. All this was done without any unnecessary delay, 
and as soon as it was done we opened a short term of school, 
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commencing April 18, and to continue till June 30th, 1900, 
with four pupils in attendance and in charge cf the same 
Suberimendent ard Matron. Of these four pupils, only one 
paid for his board and washing, $10.00 per month, the other 
ihree were paupers and the Territory paid for them. The 
scheol is now opened, and has been cpened since the 15th day 
cf Осістег of this year with the largest attendance in its 
history. There are now no. less than 20 applications for ad- 
wission approved, and more are being received every day. 
lhe lit of scholars now attending school is annexed hereto.

From aetual experience we became convinced that a great 
injustice was being done to the people of the Territory by the 
employment of а teacher and one assistant, at an expense of 
$135.00 to teach four children, and as the school has not, at 
any one year, had a sufficient number of children from the 
Territory (not Indians) to justify the large amounts of money 
expended, on salary basis, we changed the method of employ- 
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ing teachers, and have now adpoted the rule to pay the 
teacher, the principal, $20.00 per child per month for the first 
eight children, and when the number of children shall exceed 
that nuniber, $15.00 per child up to 20 children, and when 
ihe number shall exceed 20, then a salary will have to be 
fixed. The Superintendent, (who is the teacher) has to defray 
all expenses of board, washing and to furnish his own as- 
sistant, the Board furnishing only the buildings, light, fuel, 
and school paraphernalia. 

Under the above rule the school was opened, by contract 
with Lars M. Larson, October 15th, 1500, to continue until 
June 380th, 1901, if the fund should justify it, otherwise only 
so long as there is money оп hand. The following are ‘the 
children now attending the school:

The expenses of running the school from October 15th, 1900, 
to June 30, 1901, will have to be paid out of the above men- 
tioned balance and other moneys that may come in hereafter. 

Under a Federal Law the U. 8. Land Commission has 10- 
cated and filed for the Deaf and Dumb Asylum the following 
tracts of land, to-wit: 

At Las Cruces Land District, 15,996.44 acres. 

At Santa Fe Land District, 10,862.20 acres. 

But as these lands have not been leased, no revenue has 
been derived therefrom. Ἢ 

In order to have some reliable data regarding the deaf- 
mute population of New Mexico, of school age, we obtained 
from the Census Bureau a description list of all such chil- 
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dren and have ascertained that the total number is from 75 
to 80. This number does not include the blind, there heing 
no provision made for the education of the blind children. 

Chapter 42, Laws of 1899, makes the education of deaf 
mutes, between 8 and 21 years of age, compulsory, and it 
charges the school district directors and county school super- 
intendents withthe duty of listing out the children in their re- 
spective districts and counties, and sending the list to the 
Asylum. Yet, notwithstanding the constant efforts of this 
Board to have those officers comply with the law, very few 
of them have taken the pains to help the unfortunate deaf- 
mute children to come to school. The law as it stands is very 
defective and of no practieal.benefit to the people of the Ter- 
ritory. 

We recommend the passage of a morecomprehnsive law for 
the care and education of deaf-mute children. 

We also recommend that the law shall provide that no per- 
son shall be employed as Superintendent of the Asylum un- 
less he, or she, is a graduate of some respectable Institution, 
and who shall be able to. speak and hear well. It would be 
of great benefit to the Territory to have one such person at 
the head of the Institution, and whilst it is true that the 
Board could establish such a requirement (and will do во, so 
soon as we have the necessary funds to employ one such 
person) still it would, in our judgment, be safer to have the 
requirement embodied in the lew. 

There is hardly room enough for a school of 75 or 100 
children, a larger appropriation is needed for the building of 
additional rooms and we recommend that the sum of $10,000 
be appropriated for this purpose. 

We have fixed a charge, on all parents able to pay it, of 
ten dollars per month, per child, for board, but, thus far, 
there has been but one pupil who pays for his board, the rest 
all having been admitted as paupers. 

The members of this Board receive no compensation for : 
their services and there is no reason why they should not be 
treated like the members of the other Territorial Boards, we 
therefore recommend that the members of this Board be al- 
lowed the same compensation allowed to members of other 
Territorial Boards, and we recommend further, that the Sec- 
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retary of ‘the Board be allowed the same salary now paid to 
Secretaries of all other Boards of Territorial Institutions.

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


Rules and regulations by the Board of Trustees for the Con- 
duct and management of the New Mexico Asylum for the 
education of the Deaf and Dumb. 

I. 

The Superintendent shall have power to establish such 
rules and regulations of discipline and study for the conduct 
and management of the school as are proper for institutions 
of this kind, but before any such rules and regulations can 
be enforced the same must ре submitted to the board for op- 
proval. 

п. 

Under no circumstances shall the Superintendent contract 
for or receive any students, either from the Government of 
the United States, nor from other states or territcries, but he 
shall submit to the board all communications or applications 
for the admission of pupils to the institution. 

111. 

The Superintendent shall at each meeting of the Board 
make an itemized report in writing of the condition of the 
school generally, giving the names, age, sex, nationality and 
residence of each pupil, and under what circumstances each 
pupil has been admitted, whether as à pauper or otherwise. 

IV. 


The salary of the Superintendent and rest of employes shall 
һе fixed by the Board at each meeting preceding the opening 
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of each school year, and only for the ensuing school year, or 
a shorter time if the Board should deem proper. 
V. 

The Superintendent shall have power, by and with the pre- 
vious approval of the Board, to employ one physician for the 
institution at the beginning of each school year, at such sal- 
ary as may be agreed upon by the physician so named and 
the Board. Said physician shall at each meeting of the Board 
make a full and complete report of the children treated up to 
that date, giving name of pupil treated, name of the disease, 
duration of sickness, ctc., and he shall make such recom- 
mendations, in his report, as in his judgment the sanitary 
conditions of the institution may require. 

VI. 

Only deaf and mute children of both sexes, and between 

the ages of eight and twenty-one years, shall be admitted. 
VII. 

All instruction shall be free to the deaf and mute of this 
territory, but deaf and dumb children under the control of the 
United States government, as well as from other states and 
territories, under ihe ages mentioned in Rule 6, may be ad- 
mitted under contract made with the President, upon the pay- 
ment, or sufficient guaranty, of two hundred and twenty-five 
dollars per child for nine months. 

VIII. 

It shall be the duty of the Superintendent to forthwith 
and hereafter, at least one month preceding ‘the opening of 
each school year—unless otherwise directed by the Board— 
ito call the attention of each and every County School Super- 
intendent in the Territory of New Mexico to the requirements 
of Section 4 of an act entitled “An Act to establish and main- 
tain an asylum for the education of the deaf and dumb," ap- 
proved on the 15th day of March, A. D. 1899, and it shall be 
his duty further, upon receiving from the County School , 
Superintendents the reports mentioned in said Section 4, 
supra, to at once proceed to enforce what is required of him, 
the Superintendent, by said Section 4, under the penalties 
prescribed by said act for the infraction of said Section 4. 


IX. 
All ministers of the Gospel, from any and all Christian de- 
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nominations, may be allowed to preach in the asylum once a 
month, for a time not to exceed one hour. But no other re- : 
ligious services, exercises nor Bible reading shall Фе allowed 
in the asylum during school hours by any of the employes or 
anybody else. The Superintendent shall allow the pupils de- 
siring to attend the churches of their belief on Sundays to do 
so, under his care. . 
X. 

It shall be the duty of the Superintendent to present to the 
Board, at least sixty days prior to the opening of each school 
. year, a sample of each of the different books to be used in the 
asylum, for the approval of the Board, and no book shall be 
used in the asylum to teach the pupils, unless the same has 
been adopted by the Board. 

XI. 


'All books and other things necessary for the instruction of 
the pupils shall be sold to the pupils by the Superintendent 
at common and ordinary prices, and the Superintendent shall 
be paid by the Board for all books and other necessary things 
by him furnished to pauper children. :

АП breakages and damages to furniture, apparatus, or 
buildings, whether made by children or adults, shall be im- 
mediately thereafter reported to the Board, and whenever 
it shall be clearly shown that same has occurred through 
carelessness or negligence, the cost of repairing same shall 
be charged to the party guilty thereof. 

XIII. 


The time of officers and employes belongs фо’ the territory 
for such [hours as may be designated by the Superintendent 
or agreed upon wbhen entering service, and any absence from 
duty on account of personal business shall not be permitted 
unless by consent of the board, and then only for an urgent 
and important cause.

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"Third Biennial Report of Воага of Regents of the New 
Mexico Military Institute, to the Governor of New Mexico. 


Roswell, New Mexico, December 31, 1900. 
Hon. Miguel A. Otero, Governor of New Mexico: 

Sir—The hegents of the New Mexico Military Institute: 
have the honor to submit their third biennial report, as ге- 
quired by law, and as required by His Excellency, the Gov-. 
ernor. 

Though as carly as 1898 the Legislature decided to locate! 
the Territorial School of Arms at Roswell, no appropriation! 
was made for its establishment or maintenance until 1895, 
when the Legislature authorized an issue of bonds to tha 
amount of $15,000 for the erection of suitable buildings upon 
the forty aeres of land donated for the purpose, and a terri- 
torial levy of twenty one-hundredths of опе “ті for the 
school’s inauguration and maintenance; but the National Con- 
gress of 1895-6 failed to approve the acts of that New Mexico 
Legislature, and it was not until the summer of 1897 'that the 
bonds could be sold. 


Thus, by June, 1897, the Regents had received from sale 
of bonds $14,103.84 and from the Auditor a total of $5,942, 
making $20,045.84 from all sources, of which $2,748,833 had 
been expended previous to that date, leaving a total of $17. 
297.51 to put into actual buildings and furnishings. 


While awaiting the necessary approval by Congress and the 
final negotiation of bonds, the Regents had secured all ne- 
ecssary plans for the buildings, put in a system of water 
works for immediate irrigation, fenced and planted a part of 
ihe land donated, and otherwise begun all such improvements 
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and preparations as were possible at the time and under 
the circumstances. " 

All expenditures previous to June, 1897, will be found care: 
fully itemized in the Regents’ Report to Governor Thornton, 
December 31, 1896. 

` It was, of course, impossible to finish and equip the build- 

ing between June and September, 1897, and it was not until 
March, 1898, that it could be completed by the contractor and 
formally received by the Regents. | 

The total cost of buildings, water works, plumbing, sewers, 
fencing and various minor items of expense incidental 
thereto, on April 2, 1898, amounted to the sum of $19,325.52. 

A. carefully ilemized statement of said expenditures, to- 
vether with a full description of the main school building and 
its equipment and furnishings, will be found in the Regents’ 
Report to Governor Otero, January 2, 1899. 

During the spring and summer of 1898, the Regents еш- 
ployed a superintendent, four instructors, a matron, engi- 
neer and the domestics necessary tothe operation of the school 
and in September, 1898, the New Mexico Military Institute 
was formally opened to students. From the first the school 
has enjoyed great popularity, and thus far has been an un- 
questionable success. 

Basing their estimates and expectations upon the history 
and progress of similar schools throughout the West, and 
crampel by linuted funds, the Regents had erected a barracks 
building of three stories and а basemert. In this basement 
were placed the mess hall, kitchen, bath rooms and armory; 
upon the first floor the four school rooms, and in the two up- 
per stories thirty bedrooms, each just large enough for two 
cadets. 

Within а few weeks it was found necessary to provide ad- 
ditioral quarters;.for since instructors and all employes are 
required to live in barracks with the cadets, and as fifty-eight 
cadets resided in barracks the first session, a very crowded 
condition soon prevailed. So the Regents erected (1898-9) a 

Substantial ten-room cottage at а cost of $2,528.28. 

During the first session 105 students were enrolled, for 

the funds were so limited that money had to be earned by: 
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еуегу legitimate means. As many as forty-five students, resi- 
dents of Roswell, thirteen of whom were girls, were allowed 
to board at home and attend school during the day. But 
apart from the fact that it has not been the policy of the 
‘Regents to make а mere local school, it was found that con- 
siderable needless friction was thus created. 

After his first inspection the Adjutant-General said: 

“The eminent success of the Institute in this the first year 
of its existence gives great encouragementfor the future. This 
hope, however, may be frustrated by a failure to make prompt 
provision for its immediate necessities and for its expansion. 
Already the dormitories are filled to their capacity. There 
ave thirty students in attendance who live or board at Ros- 
well, outside of the Institute. I regard it;as of the utmost 
importance, and necessary to the success of the Institute, 
that all students should.reside in the barracks. 

“There is an immediate ;déemand for more commodious 
quarters. The. Institute should be provided at once with 
thirty more bedrooms, a room for a library, gymnasium, so- 
ciety halls and storehouse. The laundry should be removed 
from the basement and placed in a separate building. Iam 
aware that much of this cannot be accomplished without leg- 
islative authority, but if there exists authority in the Board 
of Regents to provide Гог more pressing needs of the Institute 
by the construction of a temporary board structure, I should 
strongly recommend its exercise, [Report of Adjutant- 
General to Governor Otero, May 12, 1899.] 

In August, 1899, the Regents decided to compel all cadets 
10 reside in barracks, nctwithstanding the reduction of local 
patronage, which thus decreased in a single year fror fifty 
students to ten, the cadet quarters were crowded to their ut- 
most capacity within ten days after the opening of the second 
session, and after refusing perhaps three thousand dollars 
worth of business, it was.found necesary to build another cot- . 
tage of five large rooms, at a cost of $2,093.54, contract price. 
In his last report, the Adjutant-General said: - 

“The Regents have also acted upon my recommendation of 
last year, and have excluded from the school all students save 
those who are actually in barracks, so that the Institute is no 
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longer a day school for the children of Roswell, but is in every 
essential a Territorial Institution; and the good effects-of this 
change of policy can be seen in the better discipline displayed. 
* * * This school is more strictly a Territorial Institution than, 
any other school in the "Territory; students are 
there from every county, and the scramble that oc- 
curs every year to obtain the appointment speaks 
well for the reputation ard excellent character of the school. 
* * * Tf another building were constructed equal in size to the 
present main building, thus affording room to all who wish to 
enter, the Institute would soon be self-supporting, and would 
call for nó aid from the Territory except for the support of the 
county cadets.” [Report of Adjutant-General to Governor. 
Otero, May, 1900.] | 

Ву August, 1900, the number of applicants for admission 
to N. M. M. 1. far exceeded the ability of the school to furnish 
quarters, so the Regents erected another large wooden build- 
ing, intended ultimately for a gynasium, the contract price of. 
which was $2,896.19. | 

It will thus be seen that since the date of our last report, 
January 2, 1899, we have taken from ‘the earnings of the 
school:

Yet the total amount received from the auditor since the 
date of our last report,-January 2, 1899, is only $11,056.09. 

‘As this property is today actually worth the original cost, 
and belongs absolutely to New Mexico, the school may justly 
contend that it has really given back, in real estate and per- 
manent improvements, more than it has received from the 
Territory during the past two years; and especially is this 
true when it is remembered that during that period the Ter- 
ritory's eighteen cadets have been taught, lodged, fed and 
doctored, fiee of charge, involving an expense of at least 
$6,000.

It has earned-from vuition fees $40,000, upon which in re- 
ality the school has been supported. Not only has the com- 
missary been thus maintained, but salaries and wages have 
been largely paid thus. 

For the $39,000 received from the Terror New Mexico 
has this property to snow:

This leaves a comfortable margin of nearly ten thousand 
dollars for depreciation of values and posible overestimates. 

It will be impossible, however; to longer maintain the 
school on such a basis, nor will the present levy of twenty- 
seven and one-half one-hundredths of a mill be sufficient for 
the imediate needs of ihe Institute unless accommodations 
are largely increased. : 

The temporary quarters are, for school boys, neither com- 
fortable nor safe, though excellent residence buildings. Only 
substantial brick structures will meet .requirements of safe 
heating and lighting, and only such will stand the wear and 
tear of such occupants. It is doubtful if, after earning the 
very large sum of eighteen thousand ‘dollars during the pres- 
ent session, the school сап be operated until June and the 
property repaired, irrigated, and otherwise improved until 
next September, without incurring obligations for which no 
. funds will be available. 

The Regents feel that the facts warrant either a much 
larger levy for the school's maintenance, or the present levy 
and a fair appropriation for the erection of more and better 
buildings. 

Without offering to discuss the question as to whether or 
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not the Territory can continue to maintain its various public 
institutions, it is an indisputable fact that they can be more 
easily maintained if they are even in part self-sustaining; and 
we submit that no school in the West has thus far given such 
hopeful -promise of ultimately supporting itself as has the 
New Mexico Military Institute. | 

In his last report, the Adjutant-General says: 

With the expenditure of fifteen thousand dollars in a 
new building, the territorial appropriation could be reduced to 
five thousand dollars a year which secms to me a good 'busi- 
ness proposition. The earnings of the Institute are limited to 
its capacity to do business; if its capacity Фе increased to the 
extent of ihe demand for admission the net earnings will in- 
crease in greater proportion, because the same number of in- 


structors and employes can take care of double the number 
of students. 


The immediate pressing wants of the Institute are proper 
rooms for store-rooms, laundry and gymnasium. These could 
possibly be provided for in the new building—the building 
which I strongly recomménd as a good business proposition, 
and Гесаия? it would make a saving to the Territory, and be 
cause the І roper accommodation of the students demands it. 
[Report Adjutant Gencral to Governor Otero, May, 1900.] 

In regard to the present accommodations, in fact, the school 
has outgrown them in aimost every respect. 

It was thought in 1893, that the quarters would be ample 
for all cadets likely to attend for several years—and while 
they were flied even during the session 1898-9, yet, after pro- 
viding quarters for employes in another building, it was pos- 
sible to live comfortably when less than sixty cadets were to 
be fed and Icdged. 

During session 1899-1900, for reasons already given, the at 
tendance from Chaves County decreased from fifty per cent 
of whole number in attendance to ten per cent. 

iy building another residence house for employes, it was 
pessikle to use the ceotíage first built as a dormitory and the 
seventveipgnt cadets in attendance were thus comfortably 
ladged ага fed. 

But during present session, 1900-1901, not only has there 
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been lack of bedrooms for cadets,but the dining room, kitchen 
and ап .commissary arrangements have kcen entirely too 
‘small 10 teach, lodge and feed the 106 cadets in attendance. 

During “bcth the past session and present session, with not 
over ten per cent. of the cadets from the county of location, 
and thirty рег cent, actually residents of other states, a great 
many applicants for admission have been necessarily refused, 
involving perhaps $5,000 loss in earnings. . 

It is folly, therefore, to erect more témporary buildings, 
sinee even now it is not possible to comfortably feed those in 
attendance. 

The only remedy possible is to erect another  barracks 
building complete, which can be built, furnished and equipped 
for from $20,000 to $25,000. Should the present legislature 
make some such adequate provision, there is little reason to 
doubt but within a few yéars the Institute would become 
practically self-sustaining The matter may not, however, be 
longer deferred; prompt relief is necessary if the school is to 
hold its p"esent enviable position among Western institutions. 


In their last report to the Governor, the Regents clearly 
outlined their policy of making a strongtrainingschool adapt- 
ed to the 2ctval needs and existing conditions. То that end 
the course cf study, embracing eight years of school-work 
has been made very practical, and as thorough as possible. 

The first class will graduate in June, 1902, and will contain 
from six to ten members. | 

The course of study is so arranged that any one may enter 
the school who is able to read, write and spell and is familiar 
with the fundamental rules of arithmetic. 

County appointees must be able to enter the Fourth, or 
lowest Collegiate class; for since it is especially desirable for 
them to graduate, and yet is seldom possible to hold their ap- 
pointments longer than four years, it is best that they should 
be able to enter this class in order to finish the prescribed 
course. р 

The four Collegiate classes require four years in Mathe- 
matics, thrce in. English, three in Spanish, two in Sciences and 
two in German. | 

The four Preparatory classes embrace a thorough course in 


a 
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Grammar, Geography, Arithmetic and practical Composition. 
` Five instructors are at present employed, all vigorous 
young men, graduates of the best colleges, who live in 
barracks with the boys, and who are required to look after the 
cadets day and night throughout the session. » 

Compared with other schools of this order, the New Mexico 
Military Institute has been singularly free from the rowdyism. 
and immorality of which so much has been recently said and , 
written. No case of hazing has ever been known, and in all 
respects the discipline has compared most favorably with the 
very best schools of the Union. 

The good practical effects of this training are already 
noticeable. During the summer of 1900 every cadet who wish- 
ed employment, easily secured it, and during the three 
months’ vacation, the body of students earned thus for them- 
selves, over three thousand dollars in wages. 

During ‘the three sessions of the Institute, cadets working 
as waiters and janitors have earned over two thousand dol- 
lars, not credited in table of earnings herewith submitted, or 
charged against the account of salaries and wages. 

All cadets who ‘have left school to go into business, have 
given strong proof of the value of the training received, and 
without exception are doing well. This is the clearest proof 
that could be submitted of the school’s ΚΗ and practical 

value to the commonwealth. 

As a patriotic missionary, in bringing together our people 
of all races, ranks and degrees, the work of the school is be- 
yond all'estimation. We know of nothing in the West that is 
doing more to secure these very desirable ends. 

The Regents again direct attentiontothe law regulating the 
county appointments. That law at present is utterly mean- 
ingless. it should at least prescribe a definite term of ap- 
pointment, and what shall be furnished the arpointees by the 
school. 

As hitherto shown, the Regents have expended upon build- 
ings and permanent improvements ‘during the past two years, 
more money than they received from the Auditor during that 
period, yet have been forced to teach, lodge, feed and doctor 
the Territory’s eighten appointees likewise, involving an addi- 
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tional expense of about $3,500 per annum. No complaint is 
made on this score if, only, the Territory will always provide 
а levy adequate for the purpose, and will erect such buildings 
as are necessary for the school’s proper advancement and 
earning power. It is earnestly hoped that immediate and 
generous relief will be given by the present legislature. 


Some provision also should be made to secure for the school 
proper military equipments. 


At present, for over a hundred cadets there are only eighty 
Springfield rifles and their accoutrements. Even these are 
held as a loan from the Adjutant-General, who, at any time, 
might have to call them in. The great weight of these rifles 
and accoutrements renders them more or less unsuitable ARE 
the use of ‘boys. 


It is impossible to teach artillery and cavalry exercises from 
lack of all necessary equipments and stores. Even blank rifle- 
cartridges, the school must purchase. 

The military department of the school has been well 


managed, and already the Institute is an important adjunct to 
the National Guard of New Mexico. 


The Regents hope the legislature will provide for the com- 
missions of officrs and instructors employed in the Institute, 
as recommended by the Adiutant-General, and for such cadets 
as-eomplete the course of study to graduation. 


Tn all states maintaining a school of arms, instructors are 
commissioned officers-of the National Guard, and cadets of 
the schools are, upon graduation, generally commission- 
ed second licutenants in the Natiohal Guard of their states. 

The commissary department of the Institute has been well 
managed. Only the best and cleanest food is provided, well 
cooked and well served. No school in the Union makes bet- 
ter provision for its boarders. 


As hitherto stated, the school has now grown to the point ' 
where a large mess hall and kitchen are necessary. Already 
it is unavoidable that nearly one-fourth of the cadets should 
be fed at a second table,. thus producing unavoidable con- 
fusion and costly delay. With the erection of another bar- 
racks building these difficulties would be entirely obviated, 
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and, with proper storerooms, ihe commissary expenses might 
be greatly reduced. 


Much labor and money has been spent in beautifying the 
grounds, :nd it is thought that the Institute has the best im- 
proved campus of any school in the country. Much grass has 
been set, and trees and flower are being planted each year. 
Water for irrigation can be obtained only from a bored well, 
and a steam pump runs practically every day in the year. This 
involves great expense. The Regents hope to make arrange- 
ments for a larger supply of water, at less cost, but their plans 
are liable to be defeated if in future, as hitheto, it is neces- 
sary to spend the whole appropriation upon buildings and at 
the same time maintain the Territory’s cadets -from the 
school’s immediate earnings. 

The fees af ihe Institute, two hundred dollars per session 
for tuition, bourd, Icdging, laundry and medical attendance, 
are lower than at ary school of the same character in the 
United States. It was necessary to take and teach students 
almost at actual cost, not only in order to suecessfully com- 
pete with Eastern schools, but because the Military Institute 
is the property of New Mexico, and hence not founded as à 
speculation. The money thus earned should be directly ap 
plied to the uses of the school, in line with the purposes of iis 
creation. If its earning power were largely increased, as - 
would happen with ample buildings and equipments, it would 
soon have funds sufficient for ordinary needs, the fact having 
been demonsirated that it can educate a student fori less 
money than a similar Eastern school, with as much thorough- 
ness, and in а far better climate. | i 

During session 1898-1899, seventy-eight cadets were taken, 
all of whom resided in barracks, and ten per cent. of whom 
were from Roswell, thirty per cent. from other states, and 
sixty per cent. from New Mexico at large. 


The present session 106 cadets have been enrolled, with 
same percentage as to residence. 

These cadets are residents of half a dozen states and terri- 
tories. ‘While а good surgeon is employed and the physical 
development of boys carefully attended to, yet, students are 
not sent to the Institute for their health—they come for the 
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actual advantages of the school. · The present session, appli- 
cants for admission had to be refused within ten days after 
the opening. 

In view of the foregoing facts, we deem it advisable to offer 
the following table of receipts and disbursements from the 
foundation of the school їо date. АП original bills and 
receipts are required to be itemized, and are carefully filed 
and preserved, and are subject to inspection at any time.

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In all expenditures the Regents have been as economical as 
good judgment permitted, and have let contracts, and made 
purchases, upon strict business principles. They have sought 
to buy the best at lowest prices, with utter impartiality and 
perfect fairness. 

Their employes have been hired regardless of polities, ereed 
or section, and because of fitness alone. There have been no 
jobs, no favoritism, no secret agreements, no bickerings; and 
the relations within the Regent body have been happily agre- 
able arid cordial. 

That their employes have been really capable and highly 
energetic, the excellent results attest beyond any question. 

As the Regents have from the first steadily pursued a de- 
finite object, nor have once wavered in their original aims and 
intentions, a perusal of their previous reports to Governor 
Thornton and Governor Otero, are somewhat necessary to а 
correct understanding of this communication. 

For aware that under the law they were forbidden to bor- 
row money, or {ο contract financial obligations without funds 
in hand or available, they 'have carefully refrained from all 
such risks. Convinced that under existing conditions, а 
strong practical training school, rather than an impractical 
and useless college, was the need of the country at large, they 
have in all things labored to that end. Feeling that prejudice 
of race, church or polities is harmful to schools, communities 
and states, they have not only sought to steer clear of all such 
influences, but siriven to make the Military Institute a mis- 
sionary of liberal tolerance and national brotherhood. Апа, 
finally, believing it to be both narrow and unjust to take 
money by taxation from the whole people for the benefit of an 
isolated few, or for the welfare of a single locality, they have 
tried in all honorable ways to make a school for the whole 
country, adapted to its needs, alive to its opportunities and 
in sympathy with its proper aspirations. | 

How far these efforts have been successful, the people of 
New Mexico, and their chosen representatives must decide, 
and we feel that upon that decision will depend the fate not 
only of the New Mexico Military Institute, but the cause of 
higher education in this common wealth.

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For since we are repeatedly reminded that-the Territory has 
already more collegiate institutions than it can properly sup- 
port, and since there is no reason why any of these should be. 
sacrifieed on grounds other than the Territory's inability to 
maintain them, it is proper to consider. the advisability. of 
making them self-sustaining as quickly as possible. 

The Regents have hoped to show that the Military Institute 
has thus far ‘given the highest promise of any school in the 
Southwest, that, if promptly and liberally assisted, it will very 
shortly become practically self-supporting and self-sustaining, 
and that for each dollar the Territory gives it, for all future 
time will'be:found-àn adequate and substantial return. 

We ask for the New Mexico Military Institute, a chance to 
survive -by its own ‘merits and-energies, and we-believe the 
facts justify this presentation ‘and petition.

Sir:—On behalf of the Board of Regents of the University 
of New Mexico, and in accordance with the requirements of 
the statute of 1889; I submit this ав а report of what has been 
done by said Board during the last year, for the purpose of 
transmission to the Legislature at its approaching session. 

Since the session of the Legislature in 1899, and beginning 
with the school year of 1899-00, the work of the University has 
been greatly broadened in its scope and raised in character as 
compared with anything in its previous history. While there 
has been no substantial addition or change in facilities for 
instruction in languages and literature, there has ‘been, a 
marked improvement in the opportunities afforded in the 
scientific departments. Not only have greater facilities been 
given for receiving instruction in the s'iences, but consider- 
able progress has also been made in the direction of original 
rsearch carried on Ъу members of the faculty with the assist- 
ance of some of the advanced students. Аз evidences of this, 
attention is called to the publications by the University of a 
considerable number of papers on scientific and economie sub- 
jects, such as geology, mineralogy, natural history апа 
bacteriology. Much gieater progress could have been made 
in this direction had it nol been for the very limited income ot 
the University, a subject to which attention will be called 
somewhat in detail in the latter part of this report. 

We have succeeded in completing the construction of a new 
building, known as the Hadley Scientific Laboratory, and 
have partly furnished and equipped it for the spécial work for 
which it was designed. The total expenditures on account of 
the Hadley Laboratory amount to $16,757.09, of which amount 
$10,000 were donated by Mrs. Walter C. Hadley, and $3,463.55 
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wcre contributed in a large number of small subscriptions 
principally by the citizens of Albuquerque. А considerable 
amount of money is still needed properly to equip this build- 
ing for scientific work, and especially for the carry:rg оп of 
"elimatologiceal studies with reference to the effeci and in- 
fluence of local conditions upon disease, those subjects being 
the ones for which it was primarily and principally intended. 

Attached hereto as a part hereof will be found a summary 
of the expenditurcs and receipts of the University covering 
the time from November 1, 1898, to the present date, a period 
of twenty-five months. Reports have heretofore been made 
of receipts and expenditures for the years ending with the first 
of November, but it has been thought best at this time to 
make this report come up to the first of December, the date 
upon which by statute this report is required. 

It will be noticed from the said statement that the Uni- 
versity has received from ihe Territorial Treasury during the 
period mentioned, $23,540.80. While it is (rue that the total re- ' 
ceipts are nearly thirty-eight thousand dollars, it must not be 
cverlooked that this includes the total amount of the Hadley 
subscriptions, and nearly one thousand dollars received from 
students, amounting to considerably over fourteen thousand 
dollars. The Hadley money of course cannot be considered ав 
having contributed to the payment of current expenses, while 
the fees from students have been devoted entirely to the pur- 
chase of books and periodicals for the University library. 
The amount received from the Territory is entirely inadequate 
for the carrying on of such work as has been undertaken by 
the University. The increase in the amount and change in 
the character of the work which have been before mentioned, 
were brought about by the expectation in 1897 that the reve- 
nue of the university would be greatly increased. It was con- 
Пасі Пу predicted by members of the Legislature of 1899, and 
by others whose opinions appeared to be entitled to great 
weight, that the new legislation of that session on the subject 
of taxation embraced.in what is generally known as the “Dun- 
ean Bill,” would bring about a great increase in the collection 
of taxes, and that with even a lower levy for University pur- 
poses we would receive more money than in previous years. 


^ 
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These expectations have not .been realized, as will be seen by | 
reference to the statement of receipts and expenditures.” By 
the appropriation from the Miscellaneous Fund, of six thou- 
_sand dollars, and there was also a levy for the University of , 
thirty-one hundredths of a mill on the dollar. In 1899 we re- Ν 
ceived a levy of fifty-one hundredths of a mill on the dollar, , 
with the expectation that that would realize considerably 
more than we had been receiving, without any direct appro- 
priation as had previously been made. The results have been 
во disappointing that we are compelled to show an excess of - 
expenditures over receipts in the last two years of more than 
eleven thousand dollars, although there will soon be to our 
eredit.in the hands of the Territorial Treasurer a consider- 
able amount of rioney realized from the semi-annual Decem- 
ber collection of taxes. Unless measures are adopted by the 
.Legislature considerably to increase the amount of money 
which we receive; a large part of the work which we have been 
` doing will be necessarily discontinued. This will be a distinct 
misfortune for the Territory at large, as will be quite ap- 
parent merely from an examination of the publications by the 
University to which reference has already been made, and of 
which a list is appended to this report. It will be seen that 
they cover a great.yariety of subjects, some of purely scientific 
interest, and others of immediate and practical value to the, 
development of the material resources of New Mexico. We. 
trust that you will recommend to the Legislature the enact: 
ment of laws which will give us the necessary assistance. 


At ovr request a bill has been introduced in "Congress, · 
which, if passed, will authorize the Territorial Land Commis- 
‚ gion to sell not exceeding Теп thousand acres of lands 
donated by ‘Congress to the Territory for University ` 
purposes, a^ а price not less than three dollars per acre. We ' 
believe thoroughly is the policy of holding the University 
lands as capital which will serve for the foundation of large. 
revenues at some time ір the future, and do not desire an early 
sale of any great portion of these lands, bit the sale of a limit- 
ed amount at the present time will be of such great assistance 
that we consider it highly desirable. We suggest that you re- 
commend to the Legislature the early adoption of a memorial 
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to Congress asking tle passage of the bill referred to. 

During the session of the Legislature in 1899 the construc- 
lion of ihe Hadley Laboratory was under consideration, and 
was brought to the attention of the Legislature. It was esti- 
inated that not less iban twenty thousand dollars would be 
required {ο build and fairly equip the building, of which it 
was expected that fifteen thousand dollars would be for con- 
struction and five thousand dollars fore equipment. The Legis- 
lature was asked io make an appropriation of five thousand 
dollars, which it was understood would be for purposes of 
equipment: For this purpose the Legislature authorized Ше 
levy of five-one hundredths of a mill on the dollar, coupled 
with a proviso which in effect required the Board of Regenis 
in other ways to furnish a sufficient amount which would 
with the proceeds of ihe levy make the full sum of twenty 
thousand dollars. It seems quite probable that this levy was 
intended to be ten-one hundredths of a mill, instead of five, 
and that it was changed by some accident or inadvertance, be- 
cause the total levy for territorial institution was three ana 
ten hundredths mills while the sum of the different items is 
only three and five hundredths mills,and we were distinctly 
assured by members of the Legislature having the approprix- 
tion bill in charge that this proposed levy for the Hadley 
Laboratory would realize more than five thousand dollars, so 
that we would be required to furnish only the fifteen thousand 
dollars needed for construction. The levy of Яуе-опе hun- 
dredihs of a mill has realized during one year about thirteen 
hundred dollars, and presumably the collections made under 
the levy of 1900 will be about the same sum, or a total of © 
about one-ha:f of what we had expected would be the result., 
Under these circumstances it has been impossible for us to 
obtain from the Territorial Treasury even the small amount 
realized from this inadequate levy. We therefore ask that 
you recommend to the Legislature that we be allowed to have 


this moncy which has been collected and that which will be 
collected under the levy aforesaid. 


One of the greatest necds of the University is the construc- 
tion of a building or buildings in which students from a dis- 
tance can live and be under some control and supervision by 
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the faculty: We have found that the parents and guardians 
of young people of proper age and qualifications to enter the 
University as students are quite unwilling to send their chil- 
dren to attend the University so long as they are left entirely 
without any control by the school authorities outside of the 
ordinary hours devoted to study. Up to the present time it 
has been an absolute impossibility to provide any accommoda- 
tions of this kind. Could we do so it is safe to say that ‘the 
number of students in the University would be immediately 
.inereased up to the full number whom we could then receive 
and care for, and if sufficient accommodations were provided 
there is no doubt that we would have much more than ‘double 
the number now in attendance. 

It may appear that the amounts paid for salaries in pro- 
portion їо. other expenses, is too large, and we therefore de- 
sire to say that we do not believe that there can be found in 
any like institution anywhere in the country a set of instruc- 
tors of equal talent and ability as those whom we have 
employed, who are doing anything like the same: amount and 
quality of work for such small salaries as we have been coni- 
pelled to pay. There is not a single member of our faculty 
who is not underpaid, and it has been a source of regret and 
mortification to the members of the Board that they have not 


been able to make suitable increases in these salaries

Honorable ‘Migucl A. Otero, Governor of New Mexico. 

Sir:—I have iLe honor to submit herewith a report of the 
condition and operations of the New Mexico Normal Univers- 
ity for the two years ending September J, 1900. This period 
is taken because the school year runs from September 1st, and 
it covers two full years’ operations of the school. The insti-. 
tution was opened for students October 1, 1898. The at- 
tendance has increased satisfactorily from that time on. 

By an Act of the last Legislature Schools of Manual Train- 
ing and Kindergarten Training were added to the Institution 
as departments supplemental to the Normal and Academic de- 
partments already existing. These have been installed in 
conformity with the act, with good results, especially in the 
department of Manual Trairir¢, which has alr eady shown evi- 
dences of great usefulness to our people. The means at the 
command of the regents have been inadequate to place these 
departments upon a footing commensurate with their im- 
portance. The revenues of the institution have been dis- 
bursed with a view to the greatest economy, and to securing 
the largest results for the least money. 

The Board of Regents have appropriated a small sum to the 
investigation of the ruins of prehistoric civilization, for which 
New Mexico presents a most inviting field. It is believed that 
no part of the United States possesses greater treaureres of 
this kind. Unfortunately they have been heretofore for the 
most part left to curiosity hunters and collectors who sought 
them solely for the purpose of sale, and who have excavated 
them so recklessly and with such disregard of their scientific 
importance, that many ot the best preserved ruins have been 
hopelessly destroyed. The Normal University has placed ап, 
expedition in the ricld for the past two years, under charge of 
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Professor llewett. 118 operations have been confined to a 
systematic study cf an extremely important district im- 
mediately northwest of Santa Fe. This has been very care- 
fully mapped; a lavge number of drawings and photographs 
made; and the data accumulated for the publication of im- 
portant results. The collections made were not large, owing 
to the lack of funds with which to carry on excavations on a 
sufficient scale. Nevertheless some very valuable material 
was secured, which wil form a part of the permanent Museum 
of the Institution, accessible to all students and investigators. 
The work was done at г. very small expense, largely through 
the labor of volunteers from among the faculty and students 
of the Institution, who contributcd their time and services, 
and some of them cven their own expenses. The work has al- 
ready attracted the attention of the most eminen* students of 
American Arckceology, and of the Public authorities at Wash- 
ington. One of its immediate results has been the starting of 
а movement in Congress for preservingthedistrict under con- 
sideration as a publie park, to be preserved from vandalism, 
and devoted to the scientific investigation of these prehistoric 
remains under proper restrictions. 

We believe the Territory would be justified in devoting a 
small sum to the publication of the results of these investiga- 
tions from time to time, under, the aus] ices of this Institution. 

The Board has also made a beginning towards the system- 
atic collection of the Birds of New Mexico, of which com- 
paratively little has been hitherto done. We maintained a 
collector in the field during the last summer vacation, at a 
very.small expense, and secured valuable additions to our 
Museum. |

Silver City, New Mexico, December 13, 1900. 
Hon. М. A. Otero, Governor of New Mexico, Santa Fe, М. М. 

Dear sir:—I herewith answer your communication of Dec. 
6th to the Board of Regerts of the Normal school of New 
Mexico, requesting any information that would be of interest 
to the incoming Legislature. Inclosed you will find both my 
report and that of Hon, J. A. Mahony, the secretary and trea- 
surer of the board, 10 the Territorial Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. 

I hope these will give the desired information. You wil! 
observe that by the present levy we accumulated about fifteen 
hundred dollars over and above current expenses of the 
school for last year. which is being put into building and ap- 
paratus. Since we have been compelled this year to employ 
one more teacher for the school the present levy will just 
about meet the expenses. 


I am, therefore, instructed by our Board of Regents to say, 
ihat they desire our levy to remain the same as it is. Of 
course, there are many places where more funds could be 
economically and advantageously expended, but considering 
the present rate of taxation and the age of the institution we 
can afford to await the future. Any kindness you may show 
us will be highly appreciated. d

Thus far on the year 1900-1901, not counting the number 
enrolled in the training department, we have ninety-five in ас 
tendance. This is nineteen more than for the same time last 
year. ' 

With the appropriation for building purposes granted by 
{һе last legislative assembly, the board of regents is erecting 
an addition to the Normal building. This will releave the 
crowded .condition of tne school and enable us to do more 
efficient departmental work. The new rooms are to be used 
by the training school and for labortory purposes. 

With the aid of Miss Langley, who has not only had a wide 
and successful experience in teaching, but has recently been 
a visitor and a student of several of the experimental schools 
of the east and north, the Normal is attempting the solution 
of some of the educational problems of the day. The one 
engaging our attention most is this: How can manual train- 
ing and free use of kindergarten methods make the teaching 
and learning in the varicus branches purused in the several 
grades of the school work more effective? The merits of 
manual training for its own sake are sufficient to demand its 
introduction into all school work. 

But we find its co-ordinate use still more meritorious. 
Number, language and the nature of objects are studied in 
full view of their use. 

Childrcn are taught 10 weave, mold, make and represent in 
language and art forms, their various observations and  dis- 
coveries. The number exercises arises from a matter of neces- 
sity. The learner is led to make his own estimation of the 
material required and to exercise his judgment as to the rela- 
tion of quality. What has been observed and done is 
Чевер. са and narrated as a language exercise and what has 
been done in-oral form becomes the reading lesson of the 
pupil. In everything ihe child's personal and social interest 
is made manifest. Of course all routine drills of the ordinary 
school are avoided. Instead, manysided views of the same 
process are observed and worked out. Thus old processes are 
reviewed and new forms learned and used. 
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It is found that the child with its method, though less time 
is employed on the so called common pranches, advance more 
rapidly, are more ‚ interested and become more thoughtful and 
skillful in execution. | 

The use of books in our training school is reduced to а, mini- 
mum. The teacher supplies most of the material as she 


works it out with the children. The lessons are connected 
progressively and suited to the environments of the school. it 
is readily seen that a method like this requires a high class of 
teaching ability to carry it forward. But ability to teach suc- 
cessively is precisely what the Normal school seeks to furnish 
its students. 

It is our plan to give our graduates the highest conception 
of the methods and theories of education. We cannot do less 
than be loyal to the purpose for which the Normal was 
created. - 
< From the above it is plain that the Normal school is grow- 
ing in numbers, importance and efficiency. The increase in 
ihe number enrolled is due to several causes. The develop- 
ment of the mining industry of this section has not only in- 
creased its population; but has made parents financially more 
able to send their children to school. The reputation of the 
school both for the character of the work done and the good 
behavior of the students is also a factor in its popularity. Be- 
sides, the liberal support which the territory has given the 
institution has been such, that our board has been able to 
provide more of the necessary facilities for its growth. That 
the school has thus grown and is growing as the various enter- 
prises of the territory are developing is a sufficient argument 
for its continuance and liberal support. |

Dear sir:—In compliance with your request of December 
6th, 1900, addressed to this Board of Regents, a copy of the re- 
port of this Board, covering the last two years, is herewith en- 
closed 1ο you, having just been received from the press. 

In further compliance with your request of December 6th, 
asking for suggestions “in regard to laws or amendments 
thereto in reference” to this institution, the Board desires to 
submit the following suggestions in regard to desired legisla- 
tion.for this college, at the forthcoming legislative session, 
these suggestions being in accordance with a discussion of the 
matter by the Board at its last meeting, held on December 
lith, 1900. For the proper support of the institution, and in 
order that its work may be carried on successfully in the 
future, the Board desires to urge the importance of the follow- 
ing: 

First—A liberal appropriation in the ordinary manner to 
meet the current expenses of the institution, which cannot be 
paid for from the federal appropriation. These current ex- 
penses, which are essential to the proper conduct of the insti- 
tütion, include salaries for the teaching of Spanish, Latin, 
History, Philosophy, Civics, Pedagogy, Logic, Physchology. 
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.ete.; salaries of the Secretary and Treasurer, and all amounts 
paid for administrative and clerical services in connection 
with the college. proper; salaries of janitors; repairing build- 
ings, purchase of necessary furniture; expenses of heating and 
lighting buildings; insurance; printing catalogue, report, and 
college stationery; part of the traveling expenses of members 
of the Board of Regents; student labor, and many mis- 
cellaneous expenses. "The Board feels that nothing less than 
the usual appropriation for these expenses would meet the 
needs of the institution. = 

Second—An appropriation by the legislature for repaying 
the popular loan, raised by citizens in this locality to make 
up the shortage in the United States Morrill fund.The facts 
concerning this shortage have already been made public, and 
the Board invites investigation into the justice of this matter. 
The fund raised by popular subscription was necessary in 
order to continue the work of the institution and to prevent 
the closing of its doors to its students, and the Board feels 
that the liberal response made by the subscription ‘of this loan 
deserves the action desired from the legislature, as ind'cated 
above. 


Third—In order that the existing Territorial substations 
at Aztec, Las Vegas and Roswell be continued, it will be 
necessary for the legislature to make sufficient appropriations 
for their maintainance, and nothing less than the appropria- 
tions heretofore made by the legislature for these sub-stations 
will be sufficient for continuing their work. The "work of 
these stations has been very limited in extent, owing to the 
small appropriation made by the last legislature, and it would 
be well if the coming legislature can see its way to increase 
these appropriations somewhat. боа 


Fourth—The Board does not anticipate any serious attempt 
during the forthcoming Legislature to divide either of the 
federal funds received by this institution. Inasmuch, how- 
ever, аз the matter has been mentionedinthe press of the Ter- 
ritory, the Board desires to express in the strongest possible 

.manner its opposition to any such division being made. То 
withdraw any part of thee funds would cripple the work of 
this institution, and the Board feels that any such division 
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would be opposed to the spirit and intent with which these 
appropriations are made by the federal government. 

The Beard trusts that your Excellency will find it possible ` 
to allow the above suggestions to influence your recommenda- 
tions to the forthcoming legislature in so far as they alfect 
this institution.

December 1, 1899. 


To the Hon. M. A. Otero, Governor of Ndw Mexico: 

Sir:—In accordance with section 3637 of the compiled laws 
of New Mexico (embodying section 60, chapter 188 of the acts 
of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of New Mexico, 
approved February 28, 1889), the regents of the New Mexico 
College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts respectfully submit . 
to you the following, being the tenth annual report, in- 
corporating the report of the treasurer of the board. 

The board of regents is at present constituted as follows:

Twitchell, of Las Vegas, who accepted the appointment somo- 
what reluctantly and resigned a few weeks after his appoint- 
ment and was succeeded by Mr. Prisciliano Moreno. Mr.. 
Henry D. Bowman, president of the board, resigned during 
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the summer because he learned that, as holder of a federal 
office, it was doubtful whether he was eligible to a regentship. 
He was succeeded both in the regency and in the presidency 
of the board, by L. Bradford Prince, LL. D., of Rio Arriba. 
Professor Cornelius T. Jordan, A. M., was succeeded in the 
presidency July 1st, 1899, by Frederic W. Sanders, Ph. D., 
who was called to the presidency of this institution from a 
 professorship in West Virginia University. Professor George 
Vestal, who had been in very ill health for a , considerable 
priod of time, died late in October, 1898, and was succeeded 
by Professor Charles A. Keffer, lately Assistant.Chief of the 
Forestry Division of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. The Department of Domestic Economy was created 
at the spring meéting in 1899, and the following summer Miss 
Alice Horning, B. S., a graduate of the Oregon Agricultural 
College and the Drexel Institute (Philadelphia) school of Do- 
mestie Economy, and at the time of her appointment, teacher 
of dietetic cooking in the Allegheny General Hospital, of Al- 
legheny, Pennsylvania; was elected to take charge of this de- 
pari ment, and to be Matron of the Girls? Dormitory, vice Miss 
Ida E. Freeman, who severed her connection with this insti- 
tution at this time. Miss Freeman had, in addition to her ам. 
ties as Matron, been assistant in the preparatory department; 
and the lowest class of the preparatory department having 
been dropped at this time, her services in that capacity were 
по longer required. 

‘We would call especial attention to the evidences of pro- 
gress alluded to in the latter part of the preceding paragraph 
—the establishment of the department of domestic economy 
in the college, and the abandonment of the lowest class in the 


preparatory department. 
Three men were graduated from college in 1899 with the 


degree of B. S.—Mr. Edward James Coe, from the Mechani- 
cal Engineering course, who how has a good position as engi- 
neer at the Fort Stanton government post; Mr. Walter Edwin 
Holt, from the general scientific course, who has gone into 
the business of raising cattle in Socoro county; and Professor 
John Dabney Tinsley, from the general scientific course, who 
had previously studied at the Miller Manuel Labor School 
and the University of Virginia; and who had taught at the 


- 
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former institution and at the college, where he still continues 
io teach. In this connection it may be noted as an interesting 
and valuable testimony to the strength of the scientific course 
of this college, that an able scientific investigator and teacher 
who had already spent several years as a student at one of 
the oldest and most honorable institutions of learning in the 
United States, should find it 10 his advantage to pursue 
undergraduate studies here. 

Two things that have been accomplished during the pre- 
sent year scem to us worthy of comment and congratulation 
in this report. Notwithstanding the failures of his predeces- 
Sors in this direction, and. the discouragement he met when 
he proposed to undertake it, President Sanders has succeeded, 
by means of а careful and forcible presentation of the ad- 
vantages to ihe railroads that would accrue therefrom, in 
getting the principal railroads in the Territory to agree to 
give free transportation to the station workers when travel. 
ing on experiment station business. Unfortunately a specific 
application must, in the ease of the Santa Fe road, be for- 
warded to Chicago for each particular ease, and the conse- 
quent delay Somewhat interferes with the effectiveness of the 
concession; but it is believed, nevertheless, that the wisdom 
of the railroads in thus granting free transportation to tliose 
who are working directly for the development of the resources 
of the Territory will be vindicated by the larger usefulness 
which the Territorial Agricultural Experiment station will 
be able to show. It is too often forgotten that the resources 
of the institution are not sufficient to enable its workers to 
travel freely in the prosecution of investigations which might 
be of considerable economic benefit to the business interests 
of the Territory. The other matter of which we desire to 
speak here is the holding of a Farmers’ Institute, for the 
benefit of the San Juan and.Animas valley ranchmen, at 
Aztec, in the northwestern part of the territory, under the 
auspices of this institution. The credit for this is largely due 
to Professor Keffer and Mr. Meade, the Superintendent of our 
branch station at Aztec, whose efforts have been ably second- 
ed by the editor of the local paper at Aztec. : Free transpor- 
tation for our.station workers will enable us to assist the

farmers and ranchmen in different parts of the Territory in 
a similar manner.

REPORT OF THE AGRICULTURIST AND HORTICUL- 
TURIST. 
Dr. Frederic W. Sanders, Director New Mexico Experiment 
Station: 

Dear Sir:—Permit me to submit the following report of 
the work in the Department of Agriculture and Horticulture 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1899: 

I assumed charge of the department March 1, 1899, Mr. 
Humboldt Casad having been in charge after the death of. my 
predecessor, Professor Vestal, which occurred in October, 
1898. In consequence of Professor Vestal’s long illness, but 
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little experimental work had been attempted during the sea- 
son of 1898; the little that was attempted consisted of (1) 
tests of thick and thin seeding of wheat, of barn-yard manure 
in different quantities on wheat; (2) obseravtions on the 
blooming season of orchard fruits. 
- The affairs of the department seem to have been well 
managed by Mr. Casad while he was in charge, and I found 
the farm in good condition оп assuming the management. 

The equipment of the department being very inadequate, 
and I myself béing a-stranger to the country, I have inaugu- 
rated but little new work during the year, preferring to study 
the climatic and soil conditions, and thus secure a basis for 
future experimentation. 

‘What has been undertaken since I took charge of the 


department is as follows: 
` 1. By the courtesy. of the Agrostologist of the United 


States Department of Agriculture, a grass garden was 
planted in the spring of 1899 of varieties thought to be 
adapted to arid regions. 

2. In co-operation with Professor Tinsley and the Division 
of Soils of the United States Department of Agriculture, an 
experiment in determining the soil moisture of a field of corn 
has been begun. Necessary apparatus failing to arrive, the 
year’s work in this experiment is considered preliminary, 
being largely devoted to a study of methods, and it is ex- 
pected that the experiment will cover a series of years. . 

3. A test of the adaptability of various fodder plants is 
under way. 

4. Observations on the blooming period of orchard fruits 
have been continued (this being the fifth year of such obser- 
vations). | 

5. Ап experiment in the winter pruning of peach trees, 
with a view to determining how best to renew the peach, 
has been made, and present indications (Aug. 29) ΡΠ 
interesting and valuable results. 

6. An experiment in severe pruning ef the apple as a 
means of counteracting the effects of drouth gives less 


` promise of success. 
7. Small tests of garden vegetables have been made. 


8. Small tests with annual and perennial flowering plants 
have been begun. 
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PUBLICATIONS. 

. Weekly press bulletins, of one eighth to one-half column’s 
length, have been sent to all the newspapers of the territory, 
on timely. topics of agricultural interest. 

These have been very generally printed, and many favor- 
able comments have been received from editors and readers. 

In May, 1899, was issued bulletin No. 30, on “The effect 
of spring frosts.on the peach crop, with cultural notes on 
the peach in New Mexico," by Fabian Garcia, B. S., assistant 
in the department. 1 wrote a brief introduction to the bul- 
letin, and believe it to be of unusual value and interest.

REPORT OF THE BOTANIST. 
Frederic’ W. Sanders, Ph. D., Director: 

Sir:—On account of the large amount of tanking in 
charge of the head of this department,—who has charge of 
ihe Geology and Physics -as well as the Botany in the col- 
lege,—not a great deal of experimental work has been done 
during {Пе year from July 1, 1898, to July 1, 1899. A study of 
the flora is being carried on with the ultimate purpose of 
publication of'a manual of the flora of the territory, and to 
this end plants are being collected at all times and preserved 
in the college herbarium. This herbarium is now of some 
size and is fairly representative of the flora of the Territory,

besides containing some other plants received from differ- 
ent parts of the United States. Some studies of the distri- 
bution of plants have been made, with the design of making 
a life-zone map of the Territory. 

The summer of 1899 has been: spent in the field in the 
Sacramento mountains, making collections of plants in locali- 
ties never before visited by а: botanist. The season's trip 
has yielded between 3,000 and 4,000 specimens of dried 
plants, of which it is believed that several are new. 

The head of this department is particularly anxious to be- 
come acquainted with the various investigators in the botan- 
ical field of this Territory, and offers his services for the 
identification of plants and the answering of general ques- 
tions relative to this subject.

REPORT OF THE CHEMIST. 
Frederic W. Sanders, Director: 

Sir:—Below will be found a brief outline of the work of 
the Chemical Department of the Experiment Station for the 
year endig June 30, 1899: 

One of the most important features of the station chemical 
work during the past year has been a continuation of the 
sugar beet investigation. In the spring of 1898, 100 pounds 
each of two varieties of beet seed were secured from the 
United States Department of Agriculture, and distributed,to- ' 
gether with instructions for growing the beets to a number 
of farmers in the sections of the territory that had produced 
the best beet the year before. When ripe, the  beets 
were shipped to the laboratory and analyzed. The results of 
the year's work were exceedingly encouraging. It is thought 
there are localities in New Mexico where аз high grade beets 
can be grown as can be produced anywhere in the United 
States. The ten samples from Santa Fe and vicinity, for ex- 
ample, gave the remarkable average of 18.69 per cent sugar in 
the juice, with a purity of 82.1, in beets weighing 1.10 pounds 

each. 

In connection with the sugar beet work this year, a study 
of the limestone and water in some of the most promising 
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" beet-producing sections of the territory was made, with a view | 

to determining their adaptability to sugar factory purposes. 
As a result of this study, it was found that an abundance of 
high-grade limestone and water of fair quality, is to be found 
in or near the best beet-producing districts. 

The people of the territory have been taking an active inter- 
est in the sugar beet work, and in one or two cases capitalists 
of the highest standing have become interested in the matter, 
and are at present conducting experiments in some of what we 
have found to be the most promising localities, of their own 
accord, and it is hoped that the result may be the erection of 
additional sugar factories in the territory. 

The results of the sugar beet work during 1898 were pub- 
lished in Bulletin 29, of this station. 

In June, 1899, an investigation was commenced, under the 
supervision of Mr. Elwood Mead, in cooperation with the 
United States Department of Agriculture, Office of Experi- 
ment Stations, concerning the composition of the Rio Grande 
and Pecos river waters. Samples are being taken from these 
streams at regular intervals, by special observers, and for- 
warded to this laboratory for analysis. It is intended to con- 
tinue this work for à considerable period in order to secure 
reliable averages. The work on the Rio Grande has, unfor- 
tunately, been very much broken up on account of there being 
no water in the river during the greater part of the summer. 

А study of the composition of the Rio Grande water, in the 
ditch near the college, was made a few years since, and a por- 
tion of the results published in Bulletin No. 12 of this.station. 
At that time daily samples were taken for a year, and com- 
posite samples analyzed once each month. Jn the investiga- 
tion in eooperation with the United States Department of 
Agriculture mentioned above, samples are being taken from 
ihe river direct, and in this way a comparison between the 

water, and especially the amount of sediment in the same, in 
the river and the ditch will be secured. 

A great deal of data in regard to waters of the territory has 
been accumulated in the laboratory during the past six ог. 
seven years, and it is intended before a great while to classify ` 
this material and publish the same in bulletin form. It is be- 
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licved that some interesting conclusions will be reached from 
this work. 

Besides the investigations mentioned above, a large number . 
of miscellaneous samples from different parts of the territory 
have, as usual, been analyzed. "These samples have included 
waters, alkali soils, fertilizing material, canaigre, and a few 
determinations of rare minerals that could not be made out- 
side’ of a well-equippéd laboratory. In connection with this 
miscellaneous work might be mentioned the discovery by Mr. 
John R. DeMier of a large deposit of bat guano in some caves 
in the south central part of the territory. ‘This material con- 
sists of both the guano in its natural state and a large amount 
of the ash of older deposits which had been burned. Both the 
guano ‘and the ash are remarkably high grade fertilizing ma- 
terial, the former containing 15 or 16 per cent of nitrogen (N), 
with a small amount of phosphoric acid and potash, while the 
ash contains about 30 per cent of phosphoric acid (P205) and 
2U per cent of potash (K20). 

The fitting up of the new laboratories not having been com- 
pleted the year before, a large amount : of the time of the 
working force was consumed during 1898-99 in continuing this 
work. In the station laboratories, among other things, a 
commodious hood with sliding glass doors was completed and 
is now in use. The plumbing was also completed on an ad- 
ditional work desk, now making three well-equipped desks 
available for station analytical work. These desks are well 
supplied with water and gas taps, air exhausts for rapid fil- 
tration, drain troughs, bottle racks and various other con- 
veniences. 

Besides the above, a substantial and well-arranged work 
desk was put in place in one of the station laboratories for 
the accommodation of the tools necessary for keeping the 
plant in repair. This desk is supplied, among other things, 
with a pipe vise and the tools necessary for plumbing work. 


It has proven, thus far, to be one of the most useful things 
about the laboratory. | 
The equipment of the department in the way of apparatus 
cte., has been fully maintained босов: the year, and slightly 
increased in some respects.

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REPORT OF THE ENTOMOLOGIST. 
lreGerie W. Sanders, Ph. D, Director. - 
—— fir:—As in previous years, the collections were consider- 
ably increased. Many letters were written to correspond- 
ents, and many studies made of miscellaneous insects. The 
greater part of the results obtained will be found in the publi- 
cations of the Entomologist, but there are still many studies 
which have not-reached the stage for publication. 

An important work undertaken during the year was the 
preparation of the account of the Coccidae (scale insects) for 
the Biologia Centrali-Americana. The Coccidae of Mexico 
and Central America were almost unknown until the writer 
inade a beginning of their study in 1893, having collected sev- 
eral species during a journey through Mexico. А. few years 
laser, it appeared to the Entomologist of the Department of 
the Department of Agriculture that a knowledge of the scale 
insects and other pests of Mexico was of such importance to 
us, in order that we might protect ourselves against those 
kinds which were likely to be imported into the United States 
and work injury to our horticultural and agricultural inter- 
ests. Accordingly Prof. С. H T. Townsend was sent to in- 
vestigate the insect pests of Mexico, and collect specimens. 
The numerous scale-insects obtained on this trip were des- 
cribed by the writer in a Bulletin of the Department of Agri- 
culture. After this, various species were obtained from 
Mexico, and large collections were made by Prof. Townsend 
for the Department of Agriculture and also by Mr. Albert 
Koebele for the government of the Hawaiian Islands. All 
the Coccidae of these collections came into the writcr’s bands, 
and in 1899 a final report, summing up the whole of the re- 
sults, was placed in the hands of the editors of the Biologia 
Centrali-Americana, and published at the end of the year. 

In the spring of 1899, in addition to the work on Mexican 
Coccidae, studies were made of various American and exotic 
seale-inseets, in conjunction with Mr. P. J. Parrott, of the 
Kansas Agricultural College, who spent some six weeks at 
Mesilla Park. The reszlts-of these studies were published in 
the Kansas “Indusrialist.” 

In 1898 a paper was уг ет, and subsequenily published 
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in the “American Naturalist,” setting forth the results of 
studies of vernal phenomena at Mesilla Park. Some detailed 
observations had been made by Miss Ivah Mead, under the 
direction of the Eentomologist, and incorporated in her thesis 
for the degree of В. 5. The consideration of these and other 
observations led the present writer to the conclusion that the 
Spring development of plants and animals in the arid region 
was largely controlled by the distribution of frosts, and not so 
much by the total amount of heat received. It appeared that 
one of the great problems for the hortieulturist in the arid 
region was that of obtaining varieties of fruits, ete, which 
should behave like the native vegetation, remaing dormant 
until the frosts were over, and then λα ο. with great 
rapidity. 

During the latter part. of the fiscal year 1898-1899, the 
Entomologist paid a visit to Washington, to work for ahout 
five weeks in the Division of Entomology, U. В. Department 
of Agriculture. This trip was made at the expense of the 
Dpartment of Agriculture. Most of the time was devoted to 
an investigation of the earlier literature of the Coccidae, and 
the preparation of a table for the identification of the genera 
of these insects. The principal results of the bibliographical 
investigations were published in the proceedings of the 
Academy of Natural Sciences of Philadelphia. Among other 
things, it developed that the name used for the cochineal of 
commerce for the last 150 years was incorrect, and that the 
names of some of the commonest scale-pests of this country 
had to be revised. 

During the visit to Washington, a collection of Coccidae 
from Porto Rico was examined, and reported on in conjunc- 
tion with Mr. T. Pergande of the Department of Agriculture. 
Only one scale-insect had hitherto been reported from Porto 
Rico, so the collection was of considerable interest. ‘The re- 
port was published in a Bulletin of the Division of Entom- 
ology, Department of Agriculture. | | 

The work on the Codling Moth had been confined to remov- 
ing the fruit from the experiment station orchard, with a view 
to starving the insect out. While this apparently produced 
good results, a good many moths came from neighboring in-

REPORT OF SOILS AND IRRIGATION INVESTIGA-

Sir:—At the beginning of the present year, July 1, 1898, I 
was assigned to special work on soils and irrigation. This 
work has been done in cooperation with the United States Реч 
partment of Agriculture, Division of Soils and Division of 
Irrigation Investigations of the Office of Experiment Stations, 
and the Department of Agriculture and Horticulture of this 
station. 

The following lines of work have been begun: 

a. Measurement of water applied under the present system 
of irrigation. This has been done on the experiment station 
orchard, and on a thirty-acre tract of alfalfa belonging to Mr. 
John Milman, near Las Cruces, N. M. The water is measured 
by a flume. 

b. Measurement of evaporation from a free water surface. 
This is done by measuring the weekly loss from a cubical tank 
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filld with water, 3 feet on edge, sunk with its surface flush 
with the ground. 

e. Soil Moisture—Through ^he winter and early spring 12 
plats were sampled about once a week in order to determine 
the effect of top dressings of manure and mulch on the rate at 
whieh the soils lost water. "These samples were taken to a 
depth of one foot with sampling tubes, and tlie moisture deter- 
mined by drying and weighing. Early in April, with the as- 
sistance of the Division of Soils, United States Department 
of Agriculture, we were enabled to install a set of electrodes, 
ete., for the determination of moisture by the electrical method. 
Ву this means we have been enabled to follow quite closely the 
changes in soil moisture in 12 plats of corn planted for this 
purpose. On these plats also we have studied the effects of 
sub-soiling ard of different amounts óf cultivation. It was 
intended to determire also the effects of different amounts 
of irrigation, but lack of water has prevented this. The 
electrical method has not proven entirely satisfactory this 
season and the records are not continuous; but, with modi- 
fications which will be made for next season, the method рго- 
mises to be of great value. Samples are also received week- 
ly from Las Vegas and San Juan sub-stations, and their 
moisture content determined. | 

4. Some work has also been done on the physical charac- 
ters of the soils of the experiment station farm. 

e. The month of June was spent with a party from the 
United States Department of Agriculture, Division of Soils, 
in studying the soils in the vicinity of Roswell, N. M. Much 
yaluable data was obtained both in regard to the physical 
characters of those soils and their alkali content. There was 
also a good opportunity for studying sub-irrigation and its 
effects, and we were able to make some suggestions as to 
remedies. | 

f. Having spent considerable time during the two рге- 
ceding years in studying mealy bugs, and having become 
somewhat familiar with them, I have continued to devote to 
them such time as I could spare from my other work. The 
specimens sent for identification have been determined and 
descriptions of several new species ‘have been published.

I. Condition and progress of the institution for the year 
ended June 30, 1899: zm 

The courses of study in the college have not been materially 
changed, but in the minor details have been strengthened. 

А frame building has been erected on the college grounds, 
and has been used as a club-house for young men. This has 
only partially met the demzrd for better dormitory accommo- 
dations, yet it has been fully occupied throughout the year. 
Improvements have also ‘been made in the basement of the 
main college building. 

The work of the experiment station has progressed satis- 
factorily during the past year. Investigations in sugar beet 
culture and soil moisture have been continued. The station 
has adopted the plan of issuing press bulletins weekly in addi- 
tion to the regular printed bulletins. 

The equipment of the various departments of the college 
has been added to, the electrical equipment receiving numerous 
additions. Satisfactory work has ben done in all departmentg 
of instruction.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 
August 1, 1900. 
To the Board of Regents of the New Mexico College of 
Agriculture and Mechanic Arts: 
Gentlemen :—I beg leave to present my first annual report 
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as president of this institution, being the report of the condi- 
tion of the college and experiment station for the eleventh 
year of its existence. 

The year has been an important, and I might almost say a 
crucial one, in the history of the institution. 

OUR FINANCIAL SITUATION, 

The first difficulty that confronted the present administra- 
tion was a finanéial one. Our income is derived from three 
principal sources: First, the U. 8. Hatch fund, which is ap- 
plicable to the work of the Agricultural Experiment Station 
exclusively, not one cent of it being applicable to college 
purposes; Second, the U. S. Morrill fund, which can only be 
spent for the payment of teachers and the purchase of text 
and reference books and movable apparatus to facilitate in- 
struction incertain specified subjects; Third, the Territorial 
fund, composed cf (a) an annual levy of one-fifth of a mill, 
and (b) the tuition fees, etc., from the students. In addition. 
to these principal sources of income, there is the product of 
the experiment station farm, which, however, ean only be 
used for experiment station purposes, and is not applicable 
to college purposes, and which ig extremely small. The 
annual income from the farm and from the territorial fund 
(1. e, from the millage tax and from the students’ fees) 
together amounts to about $7,000.00, and this is all that the 
college has for general purposes, or for any purpose not ex- 
pressly provided for by the Morrill Act. Not only so, but all 
expense for the improvement of reality, for buildings, repairs, 
etc., even though incurred exclusively for the benefit of the 
experiment station, must be paid out of this $7,000.00, if it 
amounts to anything in excess of the $750.00 of the Hatch 
fund which may be annually appropriated for buildings and 
repairs for the benefit of the experiment station. It should ke 
borre in mind, then, that with the exception just noted in the 
ease of the experiment station, every cent spent for-land and 
improvements of reality—buildings, repairs, etc.; for the ex- 
penses of the college administration,—printing, stationery, 
salaries of president, clerk librarian, janitor; for the teaching 
of Spanish or any language other than English; for keeping 
up the library, athletic grounds, etc.; under a very late ruling 
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of the Department of the Interior the teaching of History, 
Civics, Political Science etc. must be paid for from the Terri- 
` torial fund, also; for general furniture and the like,—all this 
must come out of the territorial fund or be ΤΗ for by 
special territorial appropriation. 


In the early years of the college, before the wsütunon had 
developed far enough to have an urgent need for all the Mor- 
ril' fund, part of this fund remained unexpended and was 
loaned by the Board of Regents to the territérial fund to pro- 
vide for the completion of buildings and improvements not 
sufficiently provided for by the territorial üppropriation. ΑΙ 
though it accrued to the benefit of the college, this was a mis- 
appropriation of the Morrill fund, and“ was in violation of {ο 
federal law. When the undersigned became president of the 
` college, the amount of, this misappropriation was, in round 
numbers, $8, 000.00, and the authorities at Washington had 
demanded that it should be returned to the Morrill fund be- 
fore the first day of July, 1900, and had stated that, if it were 
not so returned, the usual annual appropriation from the 
United States treasury (which forms the principal support of 
the college) would be witheld. At the same time a ruling was 
made by the United States Department of.the Interior that 
henceforth all of the annual income from the Morrill fund 
must be expended each year, or the balance returnd to the 
United States treasury. Do 

In order, therefore, to prevent the closing of the college 
by reason of the "witholding of the Federal appropriation, 
it became necessary to pay into the Morrill fund $8,000.00 
before the expiration of the fiscal year 1899-1900; and in 
order that the college should obtain the benefit of. this 
$8,000.00 and not have it returned to the United States trea- 
sury,.it was necessary to expend it for college purposes be- 
fore the 1st day of July, 1900. : 

By the closest economy, allowing the buildings . апа 
grounds to remain in à painful and almost dangerous state of 
disrepair, and by scrimping at every point, part of the neces- 
sary $8, 000.00 was saved out of the territorial fund, and the 
remainder, between $5,000.00 and $6,000.00 was raised by a 
popular and wholly unsecured loan from the friends of the 
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college in its immediate neighborhood. - The secretary and 
treasurer of the board of regents contributed half of his an- 
nual salary to the purpose and most of the business men and 
farmers of Las Cruees, Mesilla Park, and vicinity, and the 
greater nuinber of the officers of the college and station ad- 
vanced sums for the purpose, ranging from $500.00 to $25.00. 
As а result the whole $8,000.00 has been raised and paid over 
to the Morrill fund, and it has all been expended, either to 
inerease the library or for additional equipment, mostly for 
the departments of agriculture and horticulture, mechanical 
.&ngineering, and physics. We have now, however, a debt of 
honot ümounting to about $5,500.00 to the friends who, in its 
hour of need, in orüéf" ‘to keep the institution open, advanced 
this sum to the Tefriüorial fund to relieve that fund of its. 


obligation to the Morrill fund; and we trust that the Legisla- 
ture will eheerfully appropriate this amount to enable us to 


discharge our indebtedness. 


WHAT THE INSTITUTION DOES FOR THE TERRITORY, 
AND THE LITTLE THAT IT GETS FROM IT. 

‘We are in need of a special appropriation to enable us to 
put in a proper water supply for the institution, and for a 
building to serve as a library and gymnasuim, or at least for 
bathing and dressing rooms for the students who exercise on 
the athletic field; but in view of the urgency of the need 
mentioned in the last paragraph, we should not complain if 
we received from the legislature this year no other special ap- 
propriation than sufficient to enable us to repay this loan, 
which has saved the life of the institution. It is well to 
remember, in this connection, that this institution brings into) 
the territory from the federal treasury. $40,000.00 a year 
($25,00.00 Morrill fund and $15,000.00 Hateh fund) and pro- 
vides by far the most thorough and extensive education of 
any institution of learning in the territory; that it ministers 
directly each year to more than 200 students,—representing 
33 towns of the territory and nearly all of the counties,—and 
that it probably does more to bring people into the territory 
and interest them in Й as а place of permanent residence 
than any other territorial institution. Students are in at- 
tcndance fom 14 states and territories of the union, and from 
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several states of the Republic of Mexico—ard all this at an 
expense to the teritory of less than $7,000.00. "The legislature 
has treated it far less liberally than any of the other insti- 
tutions, although it is by,far the strongest educat'onal in- 
stitution in the territory, both in its material equipment 
and in the personnel of its teaching force which consists of 
twenty-five instruetors, many of them trained in the best 
schools of Europe and America (including Cambridge, Eng- 
land, and Harvard, Columbia, University of Chicago, Iowa 
State College and a large number of other American colleges 
of creditable standing). 


THE AGRICULTURAL COURSE AND IRRIGATION; 
GETTING INTO TOUCH WITH THE FARMERS. 

But the financial embarrassment was by no means the only 
condition which gave your incoming president concern. Не 
found that, although this institution was officially designated 
as the New Mexico College of Agriculture and Mechanic | 
Arts, and although the chief purpose of the federal legislation 
which endowed it was to provide a thorough scientific and 
practical training for agriculturists, the so-called agricultural 
course in the college was little more than a farce, having 
little in its curriculum that was specifically agricultural, so 
that if a student should pursue this course with the greatest 
diligence ‘he would not thereby be enabld to enter upon the 
simplest farming operations. 

There was not a head of stock on the farm except the work 
horses; and, although cattle and sheep raising are among the 
chief industries of this territory, there was no instruction of- 
fered in any branch of animal husbandry. 

Again, although irrigation is almost the exclusive method 
of agriculture in the territory, and the problems connected 
with irrigation are of the very first importance to the pros- 
perity of the people of New Mexico, there was no instruction 
offered in scientific methods of irrigation, and the Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station had no irrigation expert on its 

staff. 
| Another somewhat discouraging condition was that our 
experiment station workers, although anxious to do what 
they could for the territory at large, were prevented from get- 
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ting into touch with the ranchmen of the country by tlie 
vastness of our territory, the thinness of its рор си in 
proportion to its area, and the almost prohibitive: -ailroad 
fares. ' 

Someting has been done this year to dimi. ish this last 
named difficulty by obtaining free transportation for our sta- 
tion workers from the principal railreaa , and one farmers’ 
institute has already been held in the northwestern part of 
the territory, and arrangements made for future ones; and 
the crying evils mentioned in the second and third preceed- 
ing paragraphs hav. been remedied ру the employment of an 
irrigation expert for the station and college, and by the 
thorough remodeling of the agricultural course in the light 
cf the recommendations which are the result of the study of 
the subject to which the American Association of Agricultur- 
al Colleges and Experiment Stations has been devoting itself 
for the last few years and, finally, by equipping the station 
farm with a small-herd of cattle, sufficient for instructional, 
and for the simpler experimental purposes. 

With our limited resources it is not an easy task to aecom- 
plish all that should be accomplished by a good agricultural 
college; and it is only by careful work in selecting our staff 
and by very economical use of our resources that we have 
been able to do as well as we have done. I feel that we are 
especially fortunate in having secured such a well trained, 
all-around agriculturist to fill the vacancy caused by Profes- 
sor Keffer's resigantion, as we have in the person of the 
Mr. John J. Vernon, who came to us from the staff of the 
Iowa State.College of the agricultural ceurse of which he is 
a graduato. 


THE PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


'To turn from the unfavorable conditions whieh met the in- 
coming administration a year ago to the more pleasing ones, 
F would refer first to the preparatory department. For а 
number of reasons, this has always been a source of more or 
less dissatifaction to the friends of the college. Its officers 
have gener ally felt that it was a misfortune that the difficulty 
which the citizens of New Mexico, especially the ranchmen 
ard miners, have had in getting an adequate elementary ed- 
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mation for their children at their own homes, should make 
м necessary for the college to provide а, preparatory course 
ruining as far down as ours has done in the past; and part- 
ἐν because of this feeling, and partly because of the advanced 
age of many of the young people in our preparatory depart- 
ment there had been-a strong tendency in the early years 
of tho institution to rush the young people through .this 
inferno, the preparatory department, at an unduly rapid rate, 
giving them merely à smattering of what they should ac- 
quire in order to fit them properly to enter successfully up- 
ол the work of the college grades. I need.hardly say that 
this resulted in very unsatisfactory college work; and it was 
therefore with much pleasure that I found that under the 
administration cf Principal Larkin, who took charge of the 
preparatory department two years ago, the standard of 
thoroughness of the work of the preparatory department had 
been much improved. Rome was not built in a day, and the 
preparatory department is not yet perfect; it has been to 
some extent reorganized this year, and in accordance with 
mj advice the lowest grade was discontinued at the begin- 
ning of last year. Its condition at present, however, is very 
promising, and the introducticn of an admirable educational 
system of nual training into аП`оЁ its grades, even the 
lowest, is Rp of the improvements upon which Mr. Larkin 
should especially be congratulated. 

Let me say, in connection with the preparatory depart- 
ment, that I still believe that if the people of the neighboring 
town of Las Cruces could be brought to cooperate with us 
in such manner that its school moneys and a part, at least, of 
what we should otherwise зрена on our preparatory depart- 
ment, could be combined to support a school at Las Cruces, 
which should take the place of, and, indeed, be the prepara- 
tory department of the college, under the educational direc- 
tion of the college, the result would be greatly to the advant- 
age both of the college ‘and of the town of Таз Cruces. The 
` latter would have a well-equipped school, of which it could 
фе proud, with a staff of trained teachers, a general equip- 
тері and a course of study which would otherwise be out of 
the question for it; and the college would have the problem of 
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preparation for its courses solved more cheaply than could 
otherwise be done, without mingling the older and younger 
pupils on the college grounds, and in such a manner as to 
relieve the college buildings of the undue crowding which is 
now necessary. But while I feel that this cooperation would 
be desirable, I do not feel like making overtures to that end 
to the Las Cruces authorities, even though I have your per- 
mission to do so; so long as your honorable body is пої unani- 
mously favorable to the plan. Every new departure musi 
meet with a certain amount of conservative distrust until it 
` has proven itself, and if those who propose the change are not 
united among themselves, they can hardly expect to be very 
successful. 


ATHLETICS AND SOCIAL LIFE AND THE STANDARD 
OF SCHOLARSHIP. 


Another thing of which we can speak with pleasure is the 
unquestionable enjoyment which our students get out of their 
life at the college. Our delightful location and wonderful 
climate contribute largely to this; but there can be no doubt 
that the unfailing kindly interest which а number of the fac- 
ulty take in the recreations of the students contribute very 
largely to this result. Under Miss Horning's care, with her 
urfailing kindliness and tact, the life at the women's hall has 
been made happy and healthful to a high degree, and the 
weekly Saturday evening receptions at the hall have been a Ἢ 
source of social culture as well as of pleasure to a great part 
of the student body. | 

Out of doors, too, the year has been avery enjoyable and 
successful one. Our football and basket-ball teams hold the 
championship of the territory; and the field day sports were 
well attended and proved very enjoyable. 

‘All this is а source of serious congratulation. The richer 
and more enjoyable the life upon the campus, the more com- 
pletely it ministers to the needs of mind and body, the less 
danger there will be that our students will be tempted to 
spend their hours of leisure in the drinking and gambling 
saloons of the neighboring town or in worse resorts. 

But still there is another side, of which we must not lose 
sight. There is danger that the very pleasantness of the life 
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here may lower the tone of scholarship; and I regret to say 
that I fear that the recreative and physical side of the life 
here has in the past absorbed too much of the interest of the 
students. Instead of being here primarily, to educate 'them- 
selves and incidently to have a pleasant time, too many have 
- been here primarily to have as good a time as possible and 
incidentally to get so much education as might be 
"breathed in from the atmosphere or might stick to them with- 
out any effort on their own part. Success on the gridiron, 
the diamond, or the track; to win applause on the amateur 
stage or а place on the college paper; to be sought for in the 
dance or to be a leader in college polities, these have been too 
often the important things at college; while the pleasure and 
exhiliaration which comes from mastering some intellectual 
difficulty has been unknown, and the honor of distinguishing 
. one’s self ав a student has been little regarded and not much 
scught for. It has been thought that perhaps the formal 
public recognition of excellence in scholarship would do 
‘something to counteract this unfortunate tendency, and ac- 
cordingly I have obtained your consent to inaugurate a 
system of fellowships, scholarships and prizes. 


I cannot pass from this cubject without noticing that, as 
їп so many colleges a number of young men have been in 
attendance and have contributed largely to the winning of 
ош athletic victories, who were here apparently for no other 
purpose. In my opinion, victories. won in this way are a 
detriment, rather than a benefit, to the college. Youth is 
generous in its admiration (especially for the spectacular) and 
imitative to a large degree. 'А few “good fellows” who 
_ play a strong game but neglect their studies and their col- 
- lege duties generally, can-do untold injury to a school by de- 
, Stroying its respect for scholarship and faithful attendance 

to duty. Victories won by the assistance of men who come 
to college at the beginning of the football term, fail in their 
studies, and leave at the end of the term, are very dearly won; 
they are little more honorable than victories won by paid 
professional players; and T shall do all that I can to weed out 
alleged students of this kind from the student body, even 
though as a result we may be. unable to play against any out- 
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side team. If our students can not win victories for us, the 
college has no right to the credit of victories; and 1 pro- 
pose that we shall go-without until we can win them fairly 
by representative students, who are able to make at least 
а passing grade in thir studies. This is the point of view 
taken nominally by all of the best colleges in the country, 
and it is lived up to by a few (I am sorry to say, a very few) 
of the very best institutions. It will be our policy in the 
future. I might say in this connection, for the comfort of 
those who fear that this policy may prove deterimental to 
our athletic interests, that the general physical development 
of the students of an institution is. not really best fostered by 
having a wonderfully strong team for this game, and another 
{οι that, which can defeat anything put against them. ‘The 
tendency of that sort of thing is toward semi-professionalism; 
thc average student recognizes that he has no chance to get 
on the team, and so Coes not play the game; he goes without 
the physical exercise and training in alertness which give 
chief value to these games; and the few who do play do little , 
else. | 


CONDUCT AND DISCIPLINE. 

As this is my first year at the college, I am not myself in 
a position to judge, but, so far as I have been able to learn, 
the general ‘standard of conduct has been higher than ever 
betore. ‘At my coming there was a discipline committee and 
a fairly long code of rules for the government of the-stu- 
dent’s conduct, infractions of which were punishable by de- 
merit marks. At my suggestion the faculty has changed this 
system by the abolition of demerits and the substitution for 
ihe printed. code of rules of deportment, of a general state- 
ment t'hat'ail students are expected to behave as gentlemen. ard 
as ladies. The president acts in the place of the discipline 
committee, and individual cases of misconduct are dealt with* 
as the best judgment of the president and faculty suggest. 
As a rule a reprimand is found sufficient in the case of minor 
offenses; but occasionally some privilege is withdrawn, as in 
ihe ease of а student guilty of disorder in the library who 
was thereupon deprived of the use of the library for а period. 
The theory upon which we now proceed is that misconduct 
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is not a regular part of the life of the college, to be pro- 
vided for by a system of recorded demerit marks, but an ex- 
ceptional thing, to be met as such.: If the misconduct is 
serious enough to be of importance to the welfare of the in- 
stitution or in its inftuence on the character of the student, 
3t is punished with sufficient severity to make an impression. 
Otherwise a quiet talk with the offender is generally suffi- 
cient. To carry out such a system successfully, it is some- 
times neccesary to impose а more severe punishment than 
would be impósed if there were а; graded list of offenses and 
punishments; the theory being that if misconduct is serious 
enough to be punished at all, it should be punished severe- 
ly, the punishment being imposed not as retaliation against 
the offender but for the protection of the college com- 
munity. Two serious punishments were inflicted during the 
year. One student was expelled for pilfering, and one for 
frequenting drinking and gambling saloons after having been 
warned publicly and privately against doing so, and after 
having promised that he would not. "The latter case was ag- 
gravated by neglect of and failure in college work, and by 
misuse of trust funds belonging to a student organization. 
In the former case the recomméndation of the faculty upon 
which your honorable bcdy acted was made in accordance 
with the wish of the student body, which had previously 
made its recommendation to the faculty. í 


.This latter fact may call attention to what I am inclined 
to regard as a most important advance in the matter of col- 
lege discipline. Early in the year, after consultation with the 
faculty, I informed the students at our weekly assembly that 
it was our wish that they should take as large a part as pos- 
sible in the administration of the college, in order that it 
might be, as largely as possible, a self-governing community. 
At the same time I told them that the board of regents was 
'egally entrusted with the government of thé institution, and 
that to the president and faculty they had entrusted the or- 
dinary administration of affairs; that the regents were re- 
в] onsible to the authorities. of the territory, and we of the 
faculty were responsible to the regents, for, the administra- 
tion of the institution; and that, in view of this fact, we could 
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nof legally turn over our authority to the students; but that 
we would like them to perfect an organization and consider 
all matters of students corcern and make to us such recom- 

nendations as seemed to then. proper; and I assured them 
that their recommendations would be received with much 
respect, and I felt confident that they would generally ibe act- 
ed upon, although I could not promise that they would always 
be followed. The students acted accordingly, and the spirit 
thus cultivated has already borne fruit, and will, I am con- 
fident, make the matter of college administration less and less 
difficult as time passes, and at the same time it will undoubt- ' 
edly help to train our young people for the duties of citizen- 
ship. There is a student conference committee, composed. 
of the president and several other professors, on behalf of 
the faculty, and of the officers of the United Student Body, 
in its behalf, which holds frequent meetings and which in- 
formally discusses any matter of general concern and 
which generally makes recommendations thereupon either 
to the United Student Body or to the faculty, or to both. The 
system is working admirably at present, and I expect it to 
grow in effectiveness with the coming years. А similar, but 
somewhat more elaborate, system of self-governemnt is be- 
ing tried in the preparatory deparir-ent. 


RESIDENCE HALL FOR BOYS AND YOUNG MEN. 


There is great need. of а residence hall for boys and young 
men, similar to that provided for the girls. Ths is needed, 
first because the boarding accommodations in the neighbor- 
hood are insufficient (we are nearly three miles from the 
town of Las Cruces), and secondly, because in the case of the 
younger and less responsible students there is need of ever- 
sight, that the students may ‘become accustomed to τερ- 
ular hours of study, ete. In the absence of a legislative ap- 
propriation to enable us to build such а hall, it has been 
: suggested that a private individual might build the hall for us 
if assured that we would use it, апа. the board charged 
оша enable us to pay the rent and have a responsible man 
in charge. With your approval, we are seeing what can be 
done in this direction. 
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LAND APPROPRIATION. 


Of the 100,000 acres which the United -States Land Com- 
mission for the Territory of New Mexico was authorized by 
the recent act ‘of congress ‘to appropriate for this institution, 
€,893.62 acres cf grazing land in the Mimbres river country 
and 5,704.24 acres of timber land in the Manzano mountains ~ 
have so far been located for us. It is hoped that great care 
and diligence will be exercised in the choice and location of the 
lands to which we are still entitled. It would appear that we 
have not yet received as large a proportion of our lands as 
most of the other territorial institutions; but the mistake in 
the interpretation of (he law which appeared to justify this 
delay hay'ng been corrected, it is hoped that we shall hence- 
forth fare as well as our sister institutions. 


" CONCLUSION. 


- For special reference to the affairs of the experiment sta- 
tion, I would refer to my report as dirctor, and financial de- 
teils, I would respectfully refer to the financial-reports of 
your secretary and treasurer on the several funds in his care, 
copies of which reports aecompany this. 


In conclusion, I desire to thank your honorable body for 
the confidence shown ine in my administration of the affairs 
„OË the college and station, and the courtesy with which I have 
been treated by the gentlemen of the board.

The experimental work of the year is described in the 
several reports of the members of the station council here- 
with submitted, and some of the results of experimentation 
are set forth in the bulletins above mentioned. Aside from 
the specifie experiments made, however, the. director be- 
lieves that the future effectiveness of the station has been 
considerably increased by the redistribution of the work of 
ihe station which has been made for the coming year, and 
by the considerable additions to the station equipment, 
especially in the departments of agriculture and soil physics 
and meteorology, which will be available for next year’s 
work. Further than ihis, the concession of free transporta- 
tion to the memibers of the station staff engaged in experi-

The staff as thus constituted continued unchanged until 
the end of the year, except that Professor Keffer, who had 
come to the station less than a year before, upon the death of 
Professor Vestal, and who had taken hold of his duties with 
much energy and effectiveness, felt compelled to resign 
January 1 on account of the unfavorable influence of our high 
altitude upon the health of an invalid member of his family - 
On the first day of May his successor as Agriculturist, Profes- 
sor Vernon, assumed charge of the department; and it is with 
much satisfaction that I am able to state that, notwithstand- 
ing the frequent changes which have taken place within 
eighteen months in this, the most important department of 
the station, and which: have prevented us from carrying out 
an unbroken series of experiments, the agricultural depart- 
ment is now in the most promising condition that it has been 
in since the opening of this institution. Experimeni^ in

stock breeding, dairying, etc., which have never been at- 
tempted in the past (the station never having owned a head 
of stock, from its opening down to the present year, except 
the work horses and a few head of swine that were kept for 
а short time) will henceforth be possible; а good corral being 
added to the improvements of the station farm, and a begin- 
ning made with a small herd of carefully chosen cattle. 

Aside from its lack of stock, in a stock-raising country, 
the director was impressed by the fact that in a country 
where agriculture was dependent upon irrigation, the terri- 
torial experiment station had no irrigation expert on its staff. 
This lack has also been remedied, and next year we shall 
have an irrigation engineer.

REPORT OF THE AGRICULTURIST AND HORTICUL- 
: TURIST. 


Frederic У. Sanders, Director: i 

Sir:—I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the work done by my predecessor for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1900: 


The writer took charge of ihe department on May 2, 1900, 
and the report is prepared from data left in this office. 

The early part of the season of 1899 was very favorable 
for plant growth, but later in the season the drouth prevented 
perfect development of the crops. This, however, gave an 
excellent opportunity for studying the drouth-resisting 
properties of the soil in connection with some soil-moisture 
experiments. 

Preliminary tests were made with grasses, and the work 
ig. being continued. | 

The codling moth has proven one of the most destructive 
enemies of the apple in this section. In 1898 the apple crop 
in the college orchard was destroyed for the purpose of | 
ascertaining its effects upon the eodling moth. Observations 
were made for the following season. While the method has 
proven in this instance very beneficial, yet it cannot, without 
further demonstration, be recommended for practice. Some 
experiments with spraying, for the destruction of this enemy 
of the apple, аге in progress this season. ΄ 


The forestry plantations are in excellent condition, indi- 
cating that some.valuable and much-needed work may be 
amount of wood that should be removed from old trees. 
for wind-breaks and for ornamental planting. 


Experiments in pruning on quite an extensive scale were 
begun, having in mind the determination of the proper 
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amount of wood that should be removed from ald trees. 
The results are being tabulated. - Р 


The year's record of the blossoming period of fruits was 
made as usual. Also, experiments with vegetables and brief 
variety tests are being conducted. 


There seems to be much difficulty in securing perfect 
germination of corn; therefore a test of methods of planting 
has been inaugurated. 

Fodder sorghum has proven exceedingly well adaptied to 
this territory. It is hoped to determine this season the rate 
of seeding per acre, in this section, that will secure the best 
quality and greatest quantity of feed. 

Plans are being laid for beginning studies in breeding and 
feeding. ‘With cattle, attention will be given to the produc- 
tion of both beef and milk.

REPORT OF THE BOTANIST. 


July 1, 1900. 
Frederic W. Sanders, Ph. D., Director: 

Sir:—The work as planned by this department for the 
year past embraces investigations in two special lines, a 
bulletin, and a continuation of the work on the herbarium, 
with an increase in the scope of the latter,—together with a 
general overhauling of the material now on hand. 

The two special lines of investigation were as follows: 

ist. An attempt on а small scale to grow some of the 
native plains grasses with а view to ascertaining whether 
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any of them might be made profitable pasture grasses under 
cultivation. Я 


24. То make some measurements of the amount of water 
evaporated from the surfaces of the common native plants 
of the region as well as some of {һе cultivated crops, the in- 
tention of this investigation being to find out how much water 
is absolutely necessary to the various plants grown here. 

In carrying out the first of these plans small plots of land 
averaging about 100 square feet were planted in grass during 
the third week in March. Fiye species of grass were 
planted, as follows: Boutelona eriopoda, Boutelona curtipen- ' 
dula, Boutelona hirsuta, Muhlenbergia texana and Hilaria 
mutica. All but one of the species grow on the mesas at only 
- а few feet higher elevation than the college farm, and the fifth 
(B. hirsuta) grows freely on the lower parts of the Organ 
mountains some twelve miles east of us and about 1500 ft. 
above our level. These grasses were dug up and brought 
in as quickly as possible and planted in bunches about six to 
eight inches apart in moist soil. After all had been planted 
they were irrigated. The plots were tended and irrigated 
from time to time, but the result was not favorable. Only 
one species (Hilaria mutica) has grown to amount to anything, 
and only a few plants of that. The probabilities are that the 
transplanting was done too late in the season. The experi- 
ment will be tried again next year and we hope for better 
results. 


Owing to excess of college work, it was impossible to get 
the transpiration experiments carried out during school 
time, and they were postponed until the summer, as well as 
the completion of the bulletin proposed. Special work in the 
field as agent of the United States Division of Forestry will 
make it necessary to put this work still farther into the 


future. 

The herbarium. work ‘has progressed fairly well. Some 
considerable portion of the mounted plants have been over- 
hauled, and remounted in a much more permanent way, and 
About 3,000 new plants have been. mounted and added to the 
herbarium. About 2,000 more plants have been obtained,

REPORT OF THE OHEMIST. 
Director Frederie W. Sanders: 

Sir:—The following is а ‘brief summary of the work of the 
Chemical Department of the Experiment Station from July 
1, 1899, to July 1, 1900: 

The sugar beet work carried on during 1897 and 1898 was 
continued during 1899. In the spring of '99, seed was sent 
to the sub-stations and to а number of farmers in different 
part of the Territory. In the fall, samples of the beets 
grown from this seed were analyzed in the laboratory. The | 
results confirmed the conclusions reached from the work of 
1897-08. It is evident that a number of sections of the terri- 
tory сап produce remarkably high grade beets, both as to 
sugar content and purity. This has been found to be especi- 
ally true of the section around Santa Fe, the Animas valley 
in San Juan county, and portions of Mora and Taos counties. 
The sugar beet work was evry materially aided by the 
United States Department of Agriculture, which furnished 
seed for distribution and appointed the chemist special agent 
of the United States Department of Agriculture, thus en- 
abling us to frank samples through the mail free of cost. 

In co-operation with Prof. Elwood Mead, of the irrigation 
investigation work, Office of Experiment Stations, United 
States Department of Agriculture, a study of the water of 
the Rio -Grande and Pecos river has ‘been carried on. 
Samples were secured from these streams at regular inter- 
avis for several months and analyzed. 

Besides the work mentioned above, a considerable num- 
ber of samples of water from different parts of the Territory 
have also been analyzed during the year. The results of 
this work, together with other data in regard to waters of the 
Territory that had been accumulating for several years past, 
and data from the co-operative work mentioned above, is pub- 
lished in bulletin form as Station Bulletin No. 34. This bul- 
letin is now in press. Quite a large number of miscellaneous 
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samples have also been analyzed during the year. These 
have included ores, natural fertilizing materials, samples of 
natural saline deposits, a case of supposed poisoning of cat- 
tle, ete, In all, 189 samples have been analyzed between 
July 1, 1899, and July 1, 1900. 

In J uly, the chemist attended the meetings of the А. А. 
С. & Е. В. and А. О. А. Ο., held in San Francisco. А tech- 
nical paper relating to the analysis of beef was presented at 
the latter meeting. The chemist had the honor of being 
named as one of the members of the executive committee of 
the A. O. A. C. for the ensuing year. | 

In August, the chemist (who is also vice-director) pre- 
pared, for the office of experiment stations, for use at the 
Paris exposition, a history of the New Mexico station ‘from 
the time it was founded to August 1, 1899. 

The equipment of the department, within the time cov- 
ered by this report, has been maintained, but, owing to lack 
of funds, not materially increased.

| REPORT OF THE ENTOMOLOGIST. : 


July 1, 1900. 
Frederic W. Sanders, Ph. D., Director: 


Sir:—The summer of 1899, and the month of June, 1900, 
were spent in and about Las Vegas. Most of this time was 
' devoted to teaching, but considerable collections of insects 
were obtained, including a number of hitherto undescribed 
wild bees. The injurious insects observed in this region 
were few, the most destructive ‘being the tent-caterpillar 
(Clisiocampa fragilis), which ate up nearly all the leaves of 
the quaking-aspens on the Pecos forest reserve. The cottony 
maple scale (Pulvinaria innumerabilis) was observed on shade 
trees in the streets of Las Vegas, but it did not seem to be 
seriously harmful, or to increase 80 rapidly as it does in some 
of the eastern cities. 

‘The month of October, 1899, was spent in Salt River val- 
ley, Arizona, in the service of the Arizona experiment station. 
The results of this trip have been mostly set forth in a bulle- 
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jin published by the Arizona station. The cost was borne by 
the Arizona station, and $50.00 were paid to the New Mexico 
station on account of the work done. | 

One result of the Arizona investigations was of some im- 
portance to New Mexico. For the first time, the entomolo- 
gist was enabled to study the true Lower Sonoran Zone, 
and, as a result of this, to define the Middle Sonoran Zone 
of New Mexico more accurately than had hitherto been pos- 
sible. It appeared that, as regards the native plants and 
animals, the Middle and Lower Sonoran Zones were so simi- 
lar аз to be scarcely separable, ‘but that the horticultural 
conditions in the two zones were almost entirely diverse; 
hence the Middle Sonoran, which includes the Mesilla valley 
of New Mexico, may be fairly defined as a zone having the 
native flora of the Lower Sonoran, with the cultivated pro- 
ducts of the Upper Sonoran. It is hoped that these investi- 
gations may tend to reconcile the differences of opinion which : 
have existed regarding the mapping of the zones in New 
Mexico and Arizona, and to prevent further confusion. ‘As 
was noted in the paper of the preceding year on vernal phe- 
nomena, the indications are that we have in the Middle So- 
noran a peculiar region, for which we should develop new 
and specially adapted varieties of fruits and other cultivated 
plants. 

In the spring of 1900 experiments were begun with a new 
waterproof white-wash, which was applied to the trunks of 
fruit trees, with the idea of filling up the cracks in which the 
. larvae of the-codling moth pupated, and incidently of killing 
any scalé or other pest on the trunk of the tree. Only a 
small quantity of the material was available, as, although an 
order was placed for a larger supply, for some unexplained 
reason the material was not received. р 

Spraying experiments with white arsenic, for the des- 
truction of the codling moth, were begun in the experiment 
station- orchard in the spring of 1900, and are still in pro- 
gress. This work was planned in co-operation. with the horti- 
culturists, and is being carried out by the horticultural de- 
partment. 

The most important new pest of the year was a beetle, an 
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apparently new species of Sphenophorus, reported as very 
destructive to corn on-the upper Gila, both in New Mexico 
and Arizona. Inasmuch as the measures to be taken against 
this insect depend largely on the discovery of its natural 
(native) food plant, it is recommended that the entomologist 
be sent to investigate the matter on the spot, at such time as 
may prove convenient. 

For a number of years, the додо had interested 
himself in the pigments of insects and plants, without any 
particular expectation of economic results. Hence when, in 
May, 1900, Prof. E. O. Wooton drew his attention to the red 
coloring matter of the roots of the small borraginaceous plant 
Eremocarya micrantha, he was anxious to learn something of 
the properties of the pigment. A very brief inevstigation 
showed that the pigment belonged to the anthocyan series, 
and that it behaved exactly like litmus, turning red in the 
presence of acids, blue in the presence of alkalies. ‘The pig- 
ment was found to be superficial on the roots, and readily 
soluble in cold alcohol. The plants were extremely abun- 
dant close to the college, the supply being apparently unlim- 
ited. From these and other considerations, it seemed that 
we had here an excllent native substitute for litmus, which 
might very probably possess commercial value. Not only 
was the pigment purer than commercial litmus, but its 
preparation was very much simpler, and the roots were 
easily obtained. The matter is now being further investi- 
gated by the Division of Botany, United States Department 
of Agriculture, and we shall doubtless be informed of the re- 
Suite before very long.

REPORT OF THE SOIL PHYSICIST AND METEORO- 
LOGIST. 
| July 1, 1900. 
Dr. F. W. Sarders, Director: 
Dear Sir:—I beg leave to submit the following report on 
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the work done in this department from July 1, 1899, 30 June 
30, 1900. 


A—SOIL MOISTURE. . 

The observations on the moisture in the soil of the corn ex- 
periment, begun in the spring of 1899, continued until the 
corn was harvested, Oct. 5th, 1899. 

These observations embraced the study of the per cent of 
moisture shown by the electrical soil hygrometer, together 
with monthly checks made by boring samples and determin- 
ing the moisture by drying. The results of the last season 
were tabulated and platted, and the most valuable part of 
the data is embodied in Bulletin No. 31, issued in coopera- 
ti ion with the Agricultural Department. 


The electrodes were installed again, in the same plats, in 
May 1900, and the observations are being continued in the 
same manner as during last season. Last season the moist- 
ure was measured at depths of 6 to 9 inches and 21 to 24 
inches; this season the measurements are being made at 3 to 
6 ghee: and 15 to 18 inches. 

In addition to the above, samples have been taken in var- 
ious other places on the station farm and their moisture 
contént determined. 

Weekly samples were received, until October, from the 
Atec and Las Vegas sub-stations, and their moisture con- 
tent determined.

water used in irrigating the Experiment Station Orchard 
until December, 1899. | 


C—ALKALI AND DRAINAGE INVESTIGATIONS 

Owing to the resignation of the the Agriculturist the pro- 
posed work on reclaiming alkali land by drainage was put. 
in charge of this department. A month, during March and 
April, 1900, was spent at the Roswell sub-station on this 
work. About four acres of land, lying adjacent to the Hondo 
river, on the Roswell Sub-Station farm was underlaid with 
tile. The experiment embraces the use of tiles of various 
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sizes laid at different depths and distances apart. Numerous 
samples of the soil on this plat and the adjoining land weze 
` taken, and the amount of soluble salt determined by the 
electrical method. This land will, after drying. out, be 
flooded and allowed to drain until the amount of soluble salts 
is reduced to a point where they will not be injurious to plant 
growth. Various crops will then be planted on this land. 

Numerous samples from ihe station farm have been tested 
for salts, but in no case has an injurious amount been found. 

Considerable difficulty having been experienced in getting 
samples of the dry soils of the Rio Grande Valley, the writer 
has modified the ordinary wood auger by putting a movable 
brass casing on it. ame device has proved very satisfac- 
tory. 

D—METEOROLOGY. 


The meteorological instruments have been moved from the 
farm buildings and placed in and near the Science Hall. The 
usual observations have been taken by Mr. A. M. Sanchez, 
who has also rendered valuable assistance in the soil work, 
and reported to the New Mexico section of the U. S. weather 
bureau. 

In addition to the regular meteorological observations the 
rate of evaporation from a free water surface, a three foot 
cubical tank sunk flush with the ground, has been measured 
weekly. 

` E—MISCELLANEOUS. 

А. portion of November and December, 1899, was spent, í 
through the kindness of the chief, in the labortories of the 
Division of Soils U. S. Department of Agriculture in Wash- 
ington. This time was devoted mainly to the study of 
“Alkali” problems. Several investigations bearing upon ће 
“Alkali” problems are under way, and data is being collected 
on the waters used in irrigation. A press bulletin discussing 
the variability in growth of the alfalfa on the Experiment 
Station farm was issued.a short time ago. The correspond- 
ence relating to the work of this department has received the 


necessary attention.

` IMPROVEMENTS 

During the year there has been constructed on the foun- 
dations of the old barn heretofore destroyed by fire, a, new 
one, 32x56 feet, outside measurement, with basement below 
for stables, wagons, farming utensils and storage. This 
structure ia on the plans substantially as shown in my last 
annual report and was built at a total cost of nine hundred 
-and sixty dollars, which is less than the amount received on 
the barn consumed by fire. 


EXPERIMENTS 

i experimented somewhat with Irish potatoes of several 
different varieties, a few of each. They were planted in deep 
plowed ground, but planted shallow, one-half of ihe patch 
was mulched with straw and manure, while the other was 
not. The séason was too dry to make a fair test, but even 
with these unfavorable conditions, the result reached indi- 
cated that in a fair season potatoes can be raised in this lo- 
eality with reasonable success by mulching the ground, and 
I suggest that this year at all the stations such an experi- 
ment be thoroughly tried. If we can devise any means 
whereby Trish potatoes, even sufficient to supply the home 
demand, can be produced, it will be an immense gain for New 
Mexico; and I am impressed that by deep plowing and shal- 
low planting and thorough mulching with straw and manure 
` Success may be attained; at least it is worth a fair trial. 


RESERVOIRS 


In my last report I emphasized, at length, the importance 
of storage reservoirs, and my additional observation con- 
firms me in the belief that there is nothing so important to 
this Station as the widening, deepening and extending of the 
reservoir system. In July, 1899, F. W. Sanders, President 
and Director, accompanied by Hon. В. E. Twitchell, one of 
ihe Board of Regents, made a visit to the Sub-Station, and al- 
so Prof. Charles A. Keffer, for observation and consultation. 
Upon examination, it was determined to add to the present 
reservoir by sections.

The old reservoir -was about two hundred feet. square and 
of an average depth of eight feet. It was deemed best to add 
four more sections to this reservoir, each of about the same 
average size, constructing Ше same from time to time as 
rapidly as time and means would allow. Acting on the 
direction given at this conference, I begat the construction 
of the first addition to the reservoir by throwing out wings 
of earth in extension of the present embankment, using the 
earth scraped out from the bottom of-‘the reservoir to com- 
plete the wings, and I have already completed three hundred 
feet on the lower side, which almost doubles the capacity of 
the reservoir, which is so located that additions can be made 
by the extension of the wings dnd excavations from the bot- 
tom. | | 
I most eornestly recommend that every dollar possible be 
expended in enlarging the reservoir. Water for irrigation is 
of prime importance and with an abundance of water the sub- 
station ought to be, and I believe can be made, self support: 
ing. ges 

The soil at the station is excellent and the land lies nicely, 
and. by judicious management in the water supply there is 
no reason why the sub-station may not be made a suecess. 
The source of supply for water is the ditch of the Gallinas 
Canal and Water Storage and Irrigation Company, which 
comes from the Gallinas River, and in which company the 
station has stock. 

To better facilitate water distribution and prevent wash- 
ing from the Mora Road, І have constructed along the. 
grounds parallel with said road, an embankment of about 
four hundred and fifty feet, and on the top of the embank- 
ment a ditch to irrigate lands to the north of the house at the 
station. This became necessary because of ‘the depression 
between the north and the south sides of the land, the em- 
bankment being used to carry the water over such depres- 
Sion. The middle of the embankment is about four feet in 
height. It has required considerable work to construct this 
embankment, but the benefit will more than justify it. 

At the last session of the legislature I prepared and pre- 
sented. with the concurrence of your honorable body to the 
several members of that assembly, а paper setting out the 
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necessity of legislation in the interest of the several experi- 
ment stations, and would recommend that the same course 
* be again pursued at the legislature, should such action meet 
the approval of your body. | 

The well spoken of in my last report has held out with an 
ample and steady supply of water. If a way could be found 
to establish a wind mill at the well, it would not only add to 
the convenience of the property, but furnish considerable 
additional water. 


While I am not in favor of Αν. large expenditures for 
the mere convenience and comfort of the superintendent, yet 
a reasonable provision in that respect. is required. The 
house now occupied is one constructed by repairing an old log 
Stable, never.intended for a dwelling house, and it is impos- 
sible to keep the.same either comfortable or in presentable 
condition. It was intended in the first instance as а tempo- 
rary substitute, and is located far from the well and barn and 
altogether unfit for use. I would not advise the expenditure 
of any large sum in a dwelling, or in costly material, but 
I do urge upon your honorable body that an adobe house can 
be constructed near the well and barn, at а slight cost, 
which will not only add to the value of the property but will 
make the sume tenable. An adobe house placed on a solid, 
stone foundation, and with a good roof extending well over 
the walls, can be constructed at an expense of from nine to 
twelve hundred dollars, and such a house would answer all 
purposes for many years to come. The stone can be pro- 
cured near by, and the adobe on the . ground, and such a 
house can be made not only substantial, but so as to be very 
presentable in appearance. 

To conclude my suggestions for the year, I advise that all 
possible expenditures ce made during the ensuing year for 
storage reservoirs and substantials, -and the least pos- 
sible for, ornaments. |

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE COLLEGE. 

I. Condition and progress of the Institution for m year 
ended June 30th, 1900: 

The course of study has been revised, so as to make а 
strong and well balanced course in Agriculture, beginning 
with the academic year 1900-01, instead of the merely nomin- 
al course heretofore offered. Heretofore Шеге had 
been no live stock on the college farm except the work 
horses, and of course all that related to animal husbandry 
had to be omitted from the course in Agriculture; but even 
such theoretical instruction in Scientific Agriculture as might 
have been given was not offered, and the strength of the in. 
stitution went into the “scientific” and mechanical engineer- 
ing courses. Henceforth a good course in Agriculture will 
be offered; the addition of a Professor of Civil Engineering 
to the instructional force will make the civil engineering 
course a reality instcad of а name; the mechanical engineer- 
ing course will be stronger in the higher апа- postgraduate 
grades, by reason of added eqiupment and an enlarged staff; 
and the general, or “scientific,” course has been so revised as 
to offer at the same time а more thorough and uniform : 
educational foundation for all who take it, and à wider 
range of election within the prescribed limits. 

А large adobe corral, for the accommodation of horses, 
cattle, feed, agricultural implements, etc. with a well and 
wind millis partlv completed, and will cost, when finished, 
about $2,000.00. 

The institution is now entirely free from legal debt; the 
equipment has been inerzased to the extent of some $8,000.00; 
the attendance is good and representative of the whole Terri- 
tory; with ne small number from other parts of the United- 
States and from Mexico; and the character of the scholar- 
ship is slowly but surely improving. - 

‚ One Farmer’s Institute was held, in November, 1899, at 
Aztec, in thy northwestern part of the Territory. This was 
gotten up by the Superintendent of our Branch Station at 
Aztec, and largely conducted by our Professor of Agriculture, 
Mr. Keffer. Professor Keffer was with the institution less 
than a year, when for family reasons he was obliged to leave 
us, and the frequent changes in the ‘headship of our Agricul- 


en 
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tural department (three professors within 18 months) have 
conspired with the sparce population of the Territory and its 
great extent to prevent us from doing much in the way of 
institute work. We have ati last succeeded, however, in in- 
ducing the principal гардад of the Territory to grant free 
transportation to the members of our staff, when engaged on 
Agricultural Experiment Station business, and it is confi- 
dently believed that this concession of the railroads will en- 
able us to do more in the way of institute work and other 
extension werk than ever before.

Las Vegas, New Mexico, December 17, 1900. 
To the Honor able Miguel A. Otero, Governor of New Mexico, 
Santa Fe, New Mexico: 

Sir:—In response to your recent request we hand you here- 
with a report of the New Mexico Insane Asylum -for the 
period beginning November 1, 1898, and ending November 1, 
1900, as compiled by our Medical Superintendent, Dr. W. R 
Tipton. | 

The doctor's report is quite full and leaves but little for 
us to add. *We wish, however, to say something with regard 
to the needs of the institution in connection with the appro- 
priation allowed us. The last Legislature raised our levy 
to one mill, which gives us about $22,500 per annum and was 
sufficient last year to enable us to build a new kitchen and 
very much improve the administration building. This year, 
or rather the year 1901, will enable us to erect а; cheap build- 
ing for laundry puiposes, and pay all the running expenses 
at the same time. 

Our estimate is, that on the present levy allowed us we 
can make improvements 'of this kind from year to year, and 
keep inside of our income if the institution is to grow no 
larger, but as the Medical Superintendent has stated, the 
need of a separate building for the female patients, is becom- 
ing more pressing as the institution enlarges, and if any- 
thing is to be done in the way of providing us with such à 
building within the next two years, the incoming Legislature 
will have to eonsider the matter. :

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A -CIRCULAR LETTER. 
To the President and Board of Directors of the New Mexico 
Insane Asylum: | 

Gentlemen:—In submitting my annual report of-the busi- 
ness transactions and management of the institution, I de- 
sire to make reference particularly to some matters contained 
therein. То off-set the expenditures for the year, (but which, . 
however, is not required by the letter of the law governing 
the management of the institution) it will be noticed that all 
articles, odds and ends, which “could be disposed of, and 
which were not of especial use, were sold, the amount ob- 
tained therefor being only $27.94. Less than nine acres of 
land, heretofore considered worthless for agriculture, have 
been cultivated with the labor of a few of the patients, af- 
fording them -healthful recreàtion and netting a return, even 
from this small tract, in the value of garden and field pro- 
ducts, the sum of $3,190.77, which is saved to the taxpayers 
of the Territory, the products being consumed by the pa- 
tients. A detailed statement of the above is-as: follows:

Taking this as a basis of potential self-maintenance, it сап 
readily be seen that, in time, an institution of a purely 
eleemosynary character may be so conducted аз to exercise a 
recuperating influence on the unfortunete inmatcs and also 
contribute. materially to its support, and thus reduce the 
burden on the taxpayers. It is believed that an investiga- 
` tion will show that the prices quoted for the above home 
products are very conservative, it being my desire to claim 
for them only a modest credit, as indicative of what can be 
done, rather than have it considered as a business asset. It 
is earnestly hoped that the future holds not less of promise, 
however, in this respect, for this institution, than for the 
other instutions of the Territory, which are rapidly increas- 
ing their self-sustaining ability, so that these necessary 
public charges are each year becoming more firmly fixed on 
a business basis; and, while the burden is probably inap- 
preciably decreased, yet their capacity. is enlarged and their 
usefulness increased without a very sensible increase in ex- 
penditures.

We also give you in this pamphlet the reports of the Médi- 
cal Superintendent, Steward and Matron, and, taken toge- 
ther, leave little for the Board to add. 

We wish, however, to emphasize some features of these 
reports, and to say something regarding our present and 
future needs. 


It is gratifying to know that Dr. Tipton, ou? Medical 
Superintendent, is able to report over twenty-five per cent. 
of the patients as having recovered during the past two 
years, being an increase of about six per cent. over the cor- 
responding preceding period. It is a matter of serious 
doubt, however, whether the per cent. of recoveries during 
the next two years will be as great, owing to the deplorable 
fact that the Asylum is rapidly becoming filled with chronic 
and incurable cases, and it is now only a matter of time, if 
, the present quarters are not enlarged, when our Medical 


Superintendent will be compelled to report few or no cures, 
whatever. 


In such an institution as we now have, there certainly can 
be no doubt ibut that the acute or curable cases should have 
preference over the chronics, or incurable; but, under the 
law as nw framed, the Medical Superintendent and Board 
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have no discretion, whatever, and the result is that we hàve 
but little room left for any class of patients; and as noted 
in the report of the Medical Superintendent, about ninety 
per cent. of the patients now in the Asylum are incurables, 
and, in all probability, will be ccnfined there until relieved 
by death. я 


The male ward is now filled to the point of being crowded; 
and, in-view of the fact that some of the counties have not 
yet filled the quotas allowed them, it becomes necessary to 
refuse further admissions of male patients, pay or other- 
wise, except from counties entitled to same under appor- 
portioned quota; and, without we are able to cut down the 
present number of male patients, which is now sixty-one, we 
may бе compelled to refuse, temporarily, at least, male pa- 
` tients from some of these counties. 

In this connection it might be well to refer to the pressing 
need of a separate building for the female patients. Every 
member of the Board, as well as the officials of our institu- 
tion, fully realize the great importance of holding down ex- 
penditures to the lowest possible notch, but we would fall 
short of performing our wlole.duty № we did not make 
known our needs. | 


In our judgment, proivsion should be made by the Thirty- 
fourth Legislative Assembly to raise funds by increasing 
levy, or otherwise, for such a building, in order that steps 
may be taken very soon looking to its erection. | 

With this provided for, the male patients would occupy 
all of the present building, and probably some years would 
elapse before further enlargement would be necessary. 
Then, too, it would be more appropriate if ‘the sexes were 
kept in separate buildings and more in eonformity with other 
like institutiors throughout the country. 

Our present levy is one mill, which, last year, produced an 
income of about $22,500, and counting what we receive from 
pay patients account, gives us a total income of about $24,000 
per annum. | | 

Out of this, after paying all expenses, we were enabled last 
year to save enough to build a new kitchen, put our admin- 
istration building in very much better shape, including an 
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- enlargment of both dining rooms, ànd make other improve- 
ments referred Фо more in detail in the report of the Medi- 
cal Superintndnt. 

This year we expect to save enough to build а laundry and 
equip it. This is something, as stated in the officials’ ~e- 
ports, that is badly needed; and the year following, we hope 
to save sufficient to buy a few acres of ground and start a 
farm on a small scale. 

In the- meantime, other improvements of a minor charac- 
ter are needed, such as enlarging the power house, providing 
for an operating room, etc., etc., which we also hope to pro- 
vide for out of our present levy. 

The Steward and Matron report that about sixty-five per 
cent. of the patients are able to work in some capacity or 
‚ other. This is quite a good showing and speaks well for 
their management. While none of the patients are com- 
pelled to work, we feel that where they -are physically able, 
and can be persuaded to do so, it is a good thing for them 
and a str ng aid in effecting cures when possible. 

The importance of some recreation is not overlooked, and 
once a month a dance is given-in the dining room of the 
female department to which all of the patients, in fit cons 
` dition to attend, are invited; and in addition to this, other 
amusements are furnished at irregular intervals. 

At Thanksgiving, and during the holiday season, the mer- 
chants of Las Vegas have always been very generous in do- 
nating supplies suitable to the occasion, and our heartiest 
thanks are due to them, as well as the good citizens of 
Las Vegas generally, for supplies given the Steward from 
time to time for use in his department and the Matron's. - 

Attention is called to the Steward’s report, and especially 
to the fine showing he makes in his home industry account, 
which shows the total net profit from oür garden, ineluding 
the hogs raised, to have been $2,291.69 for the year 1899, and 
$3,190.00 for the year 1900. "This showing is so very gratify- 
ing that the Board wishes to give it special mention and to 
assure Mr. Ward, our Steward, that his' conservative and 
` econemieal management is (horoughly appreciated. 

The Matron, Miss Marguerite E. Twomey, also makes an 
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excellent showing in her department, and deserves favor- 
able notic from this Board, not only in the saving made, but 
in the manner in which her patients are: handled.

MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Las Vegas, N. M., November 15, 1900. 
To the Honorable Board of Directors of the New Mexico 
Insane Asylum: 

Sirs: —I.beg leave to submit herewith the fourth biennial 
report of the operations of this institution—from November 
1, 1898, to October 81, 1900. : 

The number of patients remaining in the Asylum оп No- 
vember 1, 1898, was sixty-nine—forty males and twenty- 
nine females. There have been admitted, during the two 
years, sixty-six patients, forty-three’ males and twentyr 
three females, who, added to the sixty-nine patients remain- 
ing in the institution. on November 1, 1898, make a total of 
one hundred and thirty-five patients treated during the two 
years. 

Of this number there ‘have ‘been discharged during the 
period, forty-five, twenty-seven males and eighteen females, 
leaving in the Asylum November 1, 1900, ninety patients— 
` fifty-five males and thirty-five females. 

Of those discharged, seventeen recovered, six improved, 
three remained stationary and nineteen died. One of the 
` sixteen, who recovered, escaped a few days before being 
formally Jisehargd. 

The perzentage of recoveries, based on admissions for the 
period, was about twenty-five and three-quarters per: cent., 
and about fourteen per cent. of deaths on the total number

EE KITCHEN. 

А. new kitchen built of brick, 38x44 feet, including a pastry- 
room and bake-oven, was eompleted in August, 1900. New 
furnishings were provided so that the culinary department is 
now first class, and we may hereafter have much better pré- 
pared food than ever before. Besides the large general 
kitchen, a small diet kitchen has been placed in the female 
department, where special food may be more easily prepared 
for patients with acute ailments. 


ADMINISTRATION BUILDING. 


The old building, known as the Administration Building, 
has been extensively repaired during the summer of 1900, 
making a great change for the better, compared with the al., 
most uninhabitable condition of this part of the institution, 
as described in our last report of November, 1898. АЩ Khe 
woodwork, except the floors, has been repaired and painted. 
The damaged walls and ceilings Lave been replastered and 

Lalsomined. The old plumbing has been removed and the 
= bath and toilet rooms changed and néw sanitary plumbing 
putin. Large and commodious linen clcsets have been added 
to, both the male and female departments. - | 

The drug room has been removed from the north to the 
south side’ of entrance hall, and an adjoining room has been 
fitted up 2s an office for the Medical Superintendent. The 
room formerly used as a drug room has been renovated and 
fitted up as an office for our Steward. 


INSTRUMENTS. 

А. small supply of clinical and surgical instruments, which 
were greatly needed, has been bought, and they have 
added much to the hospital service. 

During the last two years we have had nineteen deaths, 
which makes about fourteen per cent. of the total number 
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treated. Two patients escaped, one from Dona Ana county 
and one from Bernalillo county, in September, 1900. The lat- 
ter was captured and returned to the institution within 
twenty-four hours after leaving. It is highly gratifying to 
note that, rotwithstanding the large number of unfavorable 
and hopeless cases received during ‘the period, the re- 
coveries, based on admissions, have advanced from nineteen 
per cent, reported in 1898, to about twenty-five and 
оао пев hundredths per cent. Of the patients remaining 
in-this institution November 1, 1900, about ninety per cent. 
may be classed as incurable. 

Though thc quota allowed each county was doubled after 

the completicn of the new buildings in 1898, since then many 
of the counties have rapidly led their vacancies, but among 
the number admitted very few were of the acute forms of in- 
sanity from which we could reasonably expect a high per 
cent, of recoveries under the present favorable surroundings 
and good facilities for proper treatment at our disposal. 
The present available room will not accommodate more 
than one hundred and twenty inmates. We now have fifty- 
five male and thirty-five female patients, and this number will 
be considerably increased before ihe first of January, 1901, 
judging from the many inquiries for vacanices from the dif- 
ferent parts of the Territory. 

We will very soon need more room to care for the mowing 
demands vf new applicants. The male wards are now almost 
filled to their utmost capacity, and we will, at an early-date, 
require another building. 

The present arrangement of having the male and female 
wards in the same building is very unsatisfactory. | 


SUGGESTIONS. 

‘We should, at no late date, construct a new building for 
the female department and give up the present ‘hospital and 
all the available room in the Administration Building for the 
use of the male patients. 

LAUNDRY .—This institution should фе provided with a 
new and modern laundry. The present arrangements are 
very inadequate, whereby all the washing and ironing is done 
by hand. We have outgrown the present method of handling

the soiled clothes and linen. It is earnestly urged-that ample 
provisions be made to erect a new building and equip it with 
the necessary machinery to meet this pressing need. : 

POWER HOUSE.—The engine room is entirely too small ' 
and should be enlarged. The boilers, engines, pumps and 
fans are so crowded that it is impossible for the engineer and 
his ‘help to freely go through all parts of the engine room 
while the machinery is in motion. The condition of this 
department is a constant source of danger ‘to those employed 
herein, and it is highly important that these defects should be 
corrected as early as possible. 

OPERATING ROOM.—The need of a suitable room and 
equipment, in order that we may properly care for surgical 
cases, has made itself felt during the last two years. A num- 
ber of operations have been successfully performed during 
the period under many disadvantages. The demands in this 
direction may be met by а very moderate outlay of money. 

MORE LAND.—We have at present about six acres in 
garden and three acres in alfalfa, eared for to a great extent 
by the male patients. the returns from whidh are highly 
pleasing, and they make a great reduction in our running ex- 
penses, as may be seen by referring to our Steward's report. 
We are now feeling more than ever before the lack of suffi- 
cient land for garden, orchard а: д farming purposes, and 
this need will continue to grow from year to year. Steps 
Should be taken to secure not less than one hundred acres 
more land that is already under irrigation, or etse land that 
.can.be easily placed under a good irrigation ditch. 

ORCHARD.—We now have a few fruit trees which are 
making a vcry satisfactory growth, but the number is quite 
insufficient. We should procure not less than five hundred: 
or six hundred well-selected trecs and plant them out next 
spring. 

In closing this report, your Superintendent takes great 
pleasure in acknowledging his indebtedness for the hearty 
co-operation extended by you as individuals, as well as a 
Board of Directors.

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$ STEWARD’S ANNUAL REPORT. 
To the Honorable Board of Directors of the Insane Asylura 
of New Mexico: 

Gcntlemen:—I have the honor to submit herewith my ἃ -- 
nual rport ay Steward of the Insane Asylum of New Mexivo 
for the fiscal year of 1900, beginning November 1, 1899, and 
ending October 31, 1900. 

In submitting my annual report of the business transac- 
tions and management of the institution, I desire to make 
reference particularly to some matters contained therein. 
To offset the expnditures for the year (but which, however, 
is not required by the letter of the law governing the man- 
agement of the institution), it will be noticed that all articles, 
odds and ends which could be disposed of and which were not 
of special use, were sold, the amount obtained itherefor being 
only $27.94. Less than nine acres of land, heretofore con- 
sidered worthless for agriculture, have been cultivated with 
ibe labor of a few of the patients, affording them healthful 


recreation and netting а return, even from this small tract, 
in the value of-garden and field products, the sum of $3,- 


190.77, which’ is saved to the taxpayers of the Territory, the 
products being consumed by the patients. A detailed state- 
ment of the above is as follows:

Taking this as a basis of potential self maintenance, it can 
readily be seen that, in time, an institution of a purely 
eleemosynary character muy be so conducted as to exercise a 
recuperative influence on the unfortunate inmates and also 
contribute material to its support, and thus reduce the burden 
on the taxpayers. It is believed that an investigation will show 
that the prices quoted for the above home products are very 
conservative, it being my desire to caim for them only a 
modest credit, as indicative ef what can be done, rather than 
have it considered as a business asset. It is earn- 
estly hoped that the future holds not less of promise, however, 
in this respect for the institution than for the other institu- 
tions of the Territory, which are rapidly increesing their self- 
sustaining ability; so that these necessary public charges are 
each year becoming more firmly fixed on a business basis; 
and, while the burden is probably inappreciably decreased, 
yet their capacity is enlarged and their usefulness increased 
without a very sensible increase in expenditures.

Laundry.—--Our present laundry facilities are entirely inade- 
quate, We need à new laundry building large enough for 
our growiug Institution, equipped with power and modern 
_ machinery, that we may be enabled to turn out our laundry: 
work in good condition; and economically. 


Farm.—We need at least one hundred acres of good bottom 
land, near the Institution, for the employment of the male 
patients. By referring to our Home Industry Account, you 
will see what we have occomplished by the cultivation of the 
few acres we have. With an additional hundred acres of till- 
able land we could increase the net products many fold, and 
also the employment of a great number of male patients in 
the cultivation of such a farm would be beneficial to their 
health and add greatly to their personal comfort and hap- 
piness. 

Orchard—An orchard of at least five hundred trees of a 
good variety of fruits, adapted to this climate and altitude, 
Should be set out at the earliest possible moment. 

Buildings—One of the needs of the Institution is a building 
for the female patients, separate and apart from the present 
buildings, and should be erected as early as possible. 

` An addition to the power house, of at least ten feet at the 
east end for the accommodation of the engines, should be 
mau. Аз at present designed and operated, there is great 
danger to tle lives of employes of that department. This 
should be remedied. 

A. new stable with more stalls for the accommodation of 
the live stock of the Institution is one-of the pressing needs.

During the past six months as high as sixty six per cent. 
of the number of patients have been engaged in some kind of 
work,-according to individual capacity, such as sewing, fancy 
work, patch work, darning, laundry work, etc. The pat'ents, 
as a rule, enjoy their work and are anxious to be'employed. 

Three patients work in the laundry each week. On account 
of meager facilities, they can, at best, be poorly protected 
from the wet and cold. This fact emphasizes the imperative 
heed of а ew and more commodious laundry. 

From the opening of the flower season to its close, cut 
flowers have 'been placed in the dining-room and sunning- 
room twice a week, and very often more frequently. ‘These 
flowers have contributed much to the enjoyment of the 
patients.

Twenty-six new cases haye now been filed for the January, 1901," ‘term’ of the

Of the above there have been appealed to the Supreme. Court of the United 
.States only eight, and of these only one has been reversed for a new trial, 
апа ithe other seven are still beforé the Court. 

One case has been taken by appeal to United States Circuit Court of 
Appeal, and the same has been affirmed by at Court modifying lae sen- 
tence and making the same jail instead of penitentiary imprisonment. 

In regard to the suggestions in regard to laws, I would respectfully’ call your 
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attention that at present the law governing the issuance of citations from this 
Court is not in my opinion what it should be as under the present law which 
if Section 3136 of the Compiled ауу when an appeal is taken in open court no 
citation is called and as all the appeals are taken in open court, the opposite 
side may not know whether the appeal is perfected or not, unless citation is 
issued and ‘the section should be amended зо that citation should issue upon 
the docketing of every case in this Court. he Solocitor General I believe will 
also make this recommendation to you. 

А law should be passed in conformity with the rules of this Court governing 
the admission of attorneys {ο ће bar in order to more rigidly enforce the same 
and to have more uniformity in the matter of admission of members ‘to the 
bar of the 'l'erritory. 

The files of this Court. are in perfect айай more particularly since moving 
into our new quarters, bit Although they are all filed in а vault in pigeon 
holes there should be provided slides for tthe same in order to have better ac- 
cess to the same. "l'hésSe"siidés сап be obtained at a very moderate price, and 
I would request you to recommend the appropriation of the sum of $200 ‘to pur- 
chase such slides and other things needed in the Supreme Court Department. 

The appropriation for printing dockets and calendars, which is now $100, 
hardly covers the necessary expenditure and I believe it should be made the 
sum of 3200 and made so that the necessary stationery for the Court could be 
purehased out of that fund. ,

During the past two years tnere haye been disposed of in Santa Fe County 
18 individual tax cases which were filed under the old proceedure "before the 
enactment of the “Duncan law”, and 15 cases against the County Collector for 
the correction of the assessment roll and allowance of exemptions under the 
Duncan law; 3 mandamus cases against the Collector directing him lto place 
certain moneys in the interest fund, instead of converting them to the County 
General Fund, and 8-cases for judgment on unpaid coupons from "bonds of. 
the County. - 

In San Juan County, 1 ease for injunction against the Collector ‘to restrain 
him from executing tax-distraint on personal property, "йаз been disposed of 
by dismissal on demurrer; and 1 case in replevin against same officer for same 
property was likewise disposed of on demurrer by dismissal. Also suit against 
the County Board ito compel allowance of an exemption, was disposed of оп 
demurrer, favorably to the County and Territory. 

To restate, the civil business in the hands of the District Attorney. as-ap- 
parent from the above, consists mainly of scire facias proceedings on forfeited 
appearance bonds in criminal cases betore tthe Court; mandamus procecdings 
against the County Collector, or County Board, as to their official duties, in 
regard tó revenues or levies for the publie debt; and tae delinquent tax suits 
instituted hy the.publication of delinquent tax lists under Chapter 22, of the 
Laws of 1899. In the Counties of Taos, San Juan and Rio Arriba, all delinquent 
taxes up to and including July 2, 1899, with penalties, ,haye gone into suit, 
where above $25.00, and into action by publication, where less than $25.00. In 
Taos and San Juan Counties final judgments have been ‘rendered in all in- 
stances where defense has not been interposed, and process for sale issued. In 
Rio Arraiba County, personal summons lias been taken out against all those 
on ithe delinquent ‘tax list who are responsible and ‘сап be served, and personal 
judgment will be sought against them, under Section 12 of Chapter 22 above 
mentioned. In Santa Fe County, five hundred odd answers have been filed by 
the taxpayers, making probably the most stupendous civil Suit ever pending 
in this Territory. Enough cases to test.thé various issres raised have been 
tried, and the proofs closed, and argument will itake place shortly before the 
District Judge. In Taos County alone, a second suit has been filed, under 
publicaition made by the County Collector for the delinquent takes of the first 
half of 1899, and judgment' has been rendered, and process of sale issued.

I am pleased to be able {ο call attention to the fact that the financial con- 
dition of the two counties in this district has greatly improved in the раз 
two years by reason of the changes made by the last legislature in the ter- 
ritorial revenue laws, and in particular those made in the Duncan law, and 
tnrough а vigorous prosecution of d«linquent taxpayers. Grant County has 
paid off about $80,000 of floating debt and is meeting interest charges on bonds 
when due, aud Sierra Couhty has collected on her delinquent tax rolls or has 
in the form of judgments ón which execution will shortly issue over $17,000 
апа hš all current expenses und interest charges paid to date. 

With reference to your request for suggestions as to needed legislation, 1 
beg to say tliat some changes should be made in the working details of: the 
Duncan Tax law and in the Jury law so thüt methods of enforcement of those 
laws shall be made clearer and the courts relieved of tthe necessity of inter- 
pretations. 

Seetion 1382 of the Comp. laws, 1897, which is a compilation of Зее. 6, Chap. 
20, 1nwws,1837, provides that justices of the peace shall have jurisdiction as trial 
magistrates of the crimes described in Sec. 1381, Comp. laws 1897. ‘Lhe 
original law, before compilation, provided that justices should have jurisdic- 
tion as trial magistraltes only of those crimes described in what is now See. 
1811, С. Г. 1897. (Sec. 1377 being the first section of Chap 30, laws 1887). This 
is evidently ап error in compilation, but it is misleading and should be cor- 
rected at tie coming session of the legislature.
